MINUTES 


OF 


THE  THIRTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


Selwyn  Auditorium,  Selwyn  Hotel, 

Charlotte,  N.  C,  June  8,  1910. 

The  Thirty-first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  Pres- 
cient, Mr.  G.  Y.  Watson,  of  Southport,  at  3  :00  P.  M.  in  the 
Auditorium  of  the  Selwyn  Hotel.  The  Convention  was  op- 
ened with  prayer  by  Kev.  L.  R.  Pruitt,  pastor  of  Ninth 
Avenue  Baptist  Church,  of  Charlotte. 

President  Watson  introduced  to  the  Convention  Hon. 
T.  W.  Hawkins,  Mayor  of  Charlotte,  the  Queen  City  of 
North  Carolina,  who  most  graciously  addressed  words  of 
welcome  to  the  members  and  their  friends  and  accorded  them 
the  freedom  of  the  city. 

The  President  called  upon  Vice-President  Max  T.  Payne, 
of  Greensboro,  to  respond  to  the  Address  of  Welcome  in 
behalf  of  the  Association. 

RESPONSE  TO  ADDRESS  OP  WELCOME. 

The  name  of  Charlotte  is  synonymous  with  hospitality  and  pa- 
triotism, with  good  roads  and  public  spirit.  That  you  have  brave 
men,  no  one  will  question,  that  you  have  beautiful  women,  every 
body  admits. 

Charlotte  is  celebrated  for  many  things.  Great  events  have  taken 
place  within  her  confines.  The  fires  of  Liberty  that  were  lighted  on 
Independence  Square  more  than  a  hundred  years  ago,  are  still 
burning,  and  the  glow  is  seen  and  felt  all  the  world  over.  The  men 
who  undertook  to  transform  our  colonies  from  British  dependencies 
and  crown  estates,  into  independent  sovereignties  to  be  owned  and 
governed  by  the  people  that  inhabited  them  were  tbe  pioneers  of 
that  later  endeavor  which  carved  out  of  the  colonies  the  original 
thirteen  states,  by  whose  free  consent  was  established  the  Union: 
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The  American  Republic — The  United  States  of  America,  the  greatest 
most  prosperous,  the  most  powerful  and  resourceful  of  all  the 
powers  of  the  Earth. 

Charlotte's  five  hospitals  and  sanitariums  would  indicate  her 
good  samaritanism,  but  at  the  same  time  suggest  that  the  health  of 
the  town  is  not  as  good  as  it  was  on  the  20th  of  May,  1775. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  you  have  a  "Mint"  without  the  access- 
ories to  make  that  great  and  glorious  Kentucky  plant  a  speaking 
spirit  of  your  former  hospitality. 

Charlotte  is  blessed  in  another  particular;  she  hears  the  music  of 
425  cotton  mills  operating  3,540,000  spindles  within  a  radius  of  100 
miles  of  her  corporate  limits.  I  may  also  add  that  it  is  said  that 
Charlotte  raises  more  cotton  and  corn  within  her  City  limits  than 
any  other  city  in  the  world. 

Charlotte  is  proud  of  her  banks  and  mercantile  agencies,  as  well 
as  she  might  be,  they  are  moro  than  creditable  to  her  progress,  in- 
dominatible  energy  and  frugality,  as  well  as  the  foresight  and  sa- 
gacity of  her  splendid  business  men. 

In  the  very  interesting  and  eloquent  address  to  which  we  have 
listened,  we  notice  another  thing  of  which  Charlotte  is  proud,  and 
that  is  that  she  is  one  of  the  four  cities  of  the  South  that  issued  no 
script  during  the  panic  of  1907.  But  nothing  is  said  about  the  pre- 
scriptions issued  since  the  panic  of  1909. 

Men  and  women  of  Charlotte,  you  have  a  great  city ;  great  in  all 
things  which  belong  to  a  progressive  community.  You  are  great  in 
your  ancestral  prestige,  but  greater  still  in  your  present  achieve- 
ments. The  stars  have  kindly  fought  for  you  in  their  courses,  and 
have  brought  you  to  high  eminence,  and  you  are  to  be  congratulated 
that  the  tail  of  the  comet  gave  you  the  right-of-way. 

I  understand  that  you  Charlotte  people  claim  that  the  only  draw- 
back to  Charlotte  is  its  want  of  water  transportation.  That  if  you 
had  a  first-class  harbor  you  would  soon  be  the  biggest  city  in  the 
United  States.  I  think  that  I  can  suggest  a  way  out  of  your  diffi- 
culty. Just  put  in  a  good  size  pipe  line  to  the  ocean  and  all  get 
busy  and  if  you  can  draw  as  hard  as  you  can  blow,  Charlotte  will 
soon  have  her  harbor. 

Last  of  all,  .1  wish  to  say  a  word  about  the  men  whose  especial 
guests  we  are  today.  Without  intending  to  flatter  in  the  slightest 
degree  I  feel  that  I  can  candidly  say  that  the  Charlotte  druggists,  if 
common  report  speaks  truly,  live  up  to  Charlotte's  best  traditions 
and  do  their  full  share  where  every  one  is  doing  so  much  for  the 
public  good — in  other  words  that  they  are  worthy  of  Charlotte. 
What  higher  praise  could  I  give? 

In  the  name  of  the  State  Pharmaceutal  Association,  I  wish  to  ex- 
tend to  you  our  heartfelt  appreciation  and  to  express  the  wish  that 
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our  stay  in  Charlotte  may  be  as  pleasant  to  you  as  we  know  it  wfll 
be  to  us. 

The  President  announced  that  Dr.  Lyman  F.  Kebler,  of 
the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  of  the  Federal  Government,  was 
present  as  special  guest  of  the  Association,  and  requested 
Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock  to  introduce  the  distinguished  visitor  to 
the  assembly.  Mr.  Hancock  eloquently  introduced  Dr. 
Kebler,  and  spoke  of  his  great  attainments  and  accomplish- 
ments and  ability,  and  said  that  he  had  been  one  of  the 
greatest  factors  in  the  service  in  carrying  out  and  perfecting 
the  pure  food  and  drug  laws  of  this  country. 

Amid  a  storm  of  applause  Dr.  Kebler  arose  and  acknow- 
ledged the  handsome  introduction,  and  the  great  pleasure 
it  gave  him  to  be  in  the  old  North  State,  and  especially  at 
being  the  honored  guest  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association.  He  spoke  of  the  handsome  drug  stores  of 
Charlotte  for  which  the  city  is  famous;  the  polite  and  clever 
druggists  who  preside  over  them,  and  a  citizenship  that  any 
city  ought  to  feel  proud  of.  He  spoke  of  the  advance- 
ment in  pharmacy  of  North  Carolina,  and  that  which  was 
satisfactory  ten  years  ago  would  not  be  satisfactory  to-day; 
that  this  meeting  was  for  higher  pharmaceutical  instruction. 

Mr.  Grantham  on  behalf  of  the  Association  thanked  Dr. 
Kebler  for  his  remarks  and  assured  him  that  he  would  re- 
ceive a  genuine  Southern  welcome  as  long  as  he  was  on 
North  Carolina  soil,  and  especially  as  long  as  he  was  in  the 
hands  of  his  friends,  the  pharmacists  of  North  Carolina. 

An  invitation  was  read  from  the  Southern  Manufacturers^ 
Club  to  visit  their  club  rooms  and  for  the  members  to  make 
themselves  at  home  there.  The  invitation  was  heartily 
accepted. 

The  President  announced  that  Dr.  Kebler  would  lecture 
to  the  Association  and  the  public  at  8  :30  P.  M. 

Adjourned  till  9  :30  A.  M.  tomorrow. 
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MORNING  SESSION. 

June  9,  1910. 
The  President  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  9  :30. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  session  was 
on  motion  dispensed  with. 

The  President  announced  that  cigars,  mineral  waters, 
grape  juice,  and  other  enjoyable  things  had  been  donated  to 
the  Association  by  the  following  firms,  and  that  the  mem- 
bers were  invited  to  partake  of  them  ad  libitum:  Lee  Roy 
Myers  &  Co. ;  Cliff,  Weill  Cigar  Co. ;  Otto  Eisenlohr  &  Bro. ; 
Apollinaris  Co. ;  Sig.  C.  Mayer  Co.,  Philadelphia ;  Welch 
Grape  Juice  Co. ;  Harris  Lithia  Springs  Co. ;  Armour  &  Oo. 
The  Secretary  was  requested  to  send  acknowledgments 
and  thanks  to  the  firms  who  were  so  generous  and  thoughtful. 

Vice-President  G.  A.  Matton  was  called  to  the  chair  and 
the  President  read  his  annual  message,  as  follows: 

PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Fellow  Members  of  The  North  Carolina  Pharma- 
ceutical Association: 

For  the  third  time  iu  the  history  of  this  organization  we  meet 
again  in  the  historic  city  of  Charlotte.  Another  year  has  swiftly 
passed  and  to-day  finds  us  once  more  gathered  together  in  our  an- 
nual meetiug.  Some  seats  are  vacant.  A  few  familiar  faces  we 
miss.  Such  is  the  march  of  time.  How  true  are  the  words  of  the 
poet  who  said, 

Art  is  long  and  time  is  fleeting, 

And  our  hearts  though  stout  and  brave, 

Still,  like  muffled  drums  are  beating 
Funeral  marches  to  the  grave. 

I  am  very  glad  that  we  are  to  hold  this,  the  31st  annual  meeting, 
in  this  enterprising  city  of  Central  Carolina.    I  am  always  ready  to 
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go  to  the  seashore  and  to  the  mountains,  but  I  am  pleased  beyond 
expression,  that  we  are  again  in  Charlotte.  I  am  confident  that  our 
meeting  here  will  be  a  happy  and  pleasant  one  and  that  it  will  re- 
sult in  great  profit  to  us  from  a  professional  standpoint. 

Like  my  distinguished  predecessor,  I  think  it  wise  to  meet  in 
some  central  location  once  in  three  years  and  the  other  two  years 
divided  between  the  sea-shore  and  the  mountains.  By  doing  this  I 
feel  sure  that  we  can  reach  more  of  the  pharmacists  of  the  state  and 
thereby  arouse  a  greater  interest  in  the  Association. 

More  interest  in  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  ia 
what  we  want.  More  members  in  attendance  upon  the  annual  meet- 
ings. Our  profession  is  one  of  the  oldest  known  in  his- 
tory. We  want  to  enlarge  its  usefulness,  elevate  its  standards,  keep 
clean  its  business,  thereby  the  better  preparing  us  to  be  more  effec- 
tive and  useful  in  service  to  our  neighbors,  our  friends,  the  public, 
the  state  and  our  country.  These  annual  meetings  where  we  ex- 
change ideas  and  suggest  plans  for  improvement  are  of  more  than 
passing  value,  and  I  want  to  urge  every  member  of  this  Association 
to  attend  and  contribute  to  their  usefulness  and  success. 

I  find  it  difficult  to  express  to  you,  my  gratitude  for  the  honor  you 
have  bestowed  upon  me  in  electing  me  as  your  president  for  the  past 
year.  I  must  confess  that  I  felt  almost  incapable  of  the  office  when 
it  was  thrust  upon  me  at  Greensboro.  I  have  tried  to  show  my  ap- 
preciation of  your  kindness  by  an  earnest  and  continuous  effort  since 
the  day  of  my  election,  to  make  this  year  one  of  the  most  successful 
in  the  history  of  your  honorable  Association.  I  have  put  forth  my 
best  efforts  in  every  line  of  endeavor,  that  could  possibly  result  in 
good  to  the  Association.  How  well  I  have  accomplished  my  aims 
and  what  good  fruits  my  efforts  have  brought  forth  cannot  all  be 
told  until  this  meeting  shall  be  no  more. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  directed  my  attention  principally  to- 
ward the  following : — 1st,  The  Anti-Narcotic  Law  and  its  enforce- 
ment. 2nd,  The  elevation  of  the  profession  of  pharmacy — towards  a 
more  professional  pharmacy  and  a  higher  standard.  3rd,  I  have 
tried  to  create  a  greater  interest  in  our  annual  meetings  and  espec- 
ially this  one.  To  do  this  I  have  written  quite  a  number  of  personal 
letters  to  different  members  of  the  Association,  calling  their  atten- 
tion to  the  31st  annual  meeting  in  Charlotte,  and  requesting  their  co- 
operation towards  making  this  a  great  meeting,  by  getting  the  mem- 
bers to  attend  and  prevailing  upon  our  licensed  druggists  to  meet 
with  us  and  become  members  of  the  Association.  I  have  talked 
with  traveling  men  and  they  have  rendered  valuable  service  in  talk- 
ing up  this  meeting  and  advertising  it  before  the  druggists  of  the 
state. 
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To-day,  I  am  glad  to  report  that,  this  Association  is  larger  and  its 
members  more  prosperous  than  ever  before.  It  has  a  most  bright 
future  ahead.  We  are  richer  in  numbers,  richer  in  finances  (1 
hope),  richer  in  enthusiasm,  than  we  have  ever  been  before.  With 
such  bright  prospects  we  stand  blindly  in  our  own  light,  if  we  do  not 
build  upon  the  foundation  that  has  been  laid,  an  Association  that 
will  stand  second  to  none  in  the  Union. 

The  general  business  condition  of  our  country  and  state  for  the 
past  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity  and  the  pharmacists  of  North 
Carolina  have  experienced  an  era  of  unusual  success  and  prosperity. 

As  your  presiding  officer,  I  have  found  it  a  pleasure  to  act  in  that 
capacity.  The  time  and  labor  spent  in  behalf  of  this  Association 
during  the  past  year,  has  been  but  a  labor  of  love.  To  me  does  not 
belong  all  the  credit  for  what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  time 
of  my  incumbency,  but  to  the  other  officers,  delegates  and  the  several 
committees  who  have  all  done  their  parts  well  and  made  my  burden 
easy. 

During  the  past  year  the  Legislature  has  not  been  in  session,  hence 
we  have  not  been  put  to  the  trouble  of  looking  after  efforts  to  change 
the  excellent  pharmacy  laws  that  we  now  have,  but  now  is  the  time 
to  bestir  ourselves.  The  Legislature  will  meet  this  coming  winter. 
We  want  to  prepare  our  legislative  committee  to  be  ready  for  any 
hostile  legislation,  or  such  tamperings  with  the  law  as  we  have  had 
to  fight  in  the  past.  As  to  any  changes  you  would  desire  to  be  made 
in  the  pharmacy  laws,  we  can  discuss  that  at  this  meeting  and  in- 
struct our  legislative  committee  as  to  what  we  desire.  There  seems 
to  be  some  objection  to  the  present  Anti-Narcotic  law  as  relates  to 
the  sale  of  laudanum,  which  for  ages  has  been  used  as  a  household 
remedy.  The  use  of  narcotics  has  decreased  considerably  since  the 
present  law  went  into  effect.  There  have  been  violations  of  both  the 
Anti-Narcotic  and  the  prohibition  laws  by  a  few  druggists  of  the 
state,  I  am  very  sorry  to  report.  There  have  been  convictions 
and  others  will  probably  yet  be  convicted  for  violations.  It  is  in- 
cumbent upon  every  good  law-abiding  pharmacist  in  the  state  to  see 
that  the  law  is  strictly  followed.  When  violations  occur  it  is  the 
duty  of  you  all  to  report  the  matter  to  the  proper  authorities  and 
render  what  assistance  you  possibly  can  to  bring  the  guilty  ones  to 
justice. 

The  great  spread  of  drug-using,  such  as  the  morphine,  cocaine 
and  opium  habit,  is  receiving  most  careful  attention  throughout  this 
country  and  Canada.  The  different  state  associations  are  devising 
means  and  formulating  laws  whereby  the  illegal  use  of  such  drugs 
can  be  stopped  and  the  traffic  checked.  The  enactment  of  these 
laws  means  better  conditions,  and  much  good  has  already  resulted 
therefrom.    But  there  is  room  yet  for  improvement  in  these  laws  as 
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some  are  still  quite  incomplete.  As  a  whole  no  profession  occupies 
a  more  exalted  position  morally  than  does  the  profession  of  phar- 
macy. It  is  more  incumbent  upon  us  than  any  other  class  of  profes- 
sional men  to  do  our  part  in  upholding  our  government  in  the  en- 
forcement of  this  as  well  as  other  laws. 

I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  should  be  a 
more  stringent  law  against  selling  the  concentrated  preparations  of 
ergot,  cottonroot,  savine  and  tansy,  except  to  physicians  or  on  their 
prescriptions,  as  these  substances  are  capable  of  producing  much 
harm  in  the  hands  of  the  ignorant. 

More  attention  should  be  directed  towards  arousing  the  public  to 
the  responsibility  of  the  pharmacist,  and  to  his  relation  to  the  pub- 
lic. Because  of  this  responsibility  he  is  entitled  to  the  same  fair 
treatment  and  protection  that  is  accorded  other  professions.  The 
average  layman  little  thinks  that  every  time  a  druggist  fills  a  pre- 
scription he  is  putting  all  his  property  between  himself  and  the 
customer  as  a  guarantee  that  it  is  correctly  filled,  and  that  if  an  er- 
ror is  made  resulting  in  injury,  a  damage  suit  will  follow.  As  com- 
pared with  the  doctor,  the  responsibility  of  the  druggist  is  equal  in 
many  respects,  and  in  others  it  even  exceeds  that  of  the  doctor.  For 
if  the  physician  prescribes  an  overdose  and  the  druggist  fills  it,  and 
the  patient  dies  as*  a  result  of  the  overdose,  who  is  liable  for  dam- 
ages, the  physician  or  the  druggist?  I  heard  of  an  identical  case  a 
short  time  ago,  where  it  was  held  by  the  court  that  the  druggist  and 
not  the  physician  was  liable. 

Our  Association  should  feel  proud  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of 
Pharmacy.  Other  states  have  had  more  or  less  friction  between  the 
state  government  and  the  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  but  such,  I  am  very 
glad  to  report  is  not  the  case  in  the  good  old  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina. Here  everything  is  working  along  in  harmony  and  for  the 
good  of  all.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  is  doing  good  work.  They  are 
all  capable  and  intelligent  men,  and  are  a  credit  to  the  state.  The 
examinations  that  they  put  up  are  fair  and  just  and  those  that  suc- 
ceed in  passing,  you  may  rest  assured  are  worthy  to  enter  the  ranks 
of  our  profession.  We  should  give  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  every  en- 
couragement, and  back  them  in  their  earnest  endeavor  to  preserve 
the  high  standing  of  pharmacy.  We  should  give  them  every  possible 
support  and  especially  Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock— our  drug-store  inspec- 
tor, in  his  efforts  to  enforce  the  pharmacy  laws.  Mr.  Hancock  is 
performing  his  duties  well  as  inspector.  He  is  causing  the  laws  in 
regard  to  the  sale  of  narcotics  and  the  management  of  drug-stores 
by  registered  men,  to  be  more  fully  obeyed.  He  is  performing  a 
task  that  is  a  big  one  for  one  man,  and  he  deserves  all  of  our  sup- 
port and  help,  both  morally  and  financially.  I  recommend  that  the 
Association  empower  him  to  keep  up  that  work  and  render  what 
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financial  assistance  that  is  necessary  to  carry  on  prosecutions.  I 
regret  to  report  the  loss  of  Mr.  C.  D.  Bradham  from  the  Board  on 
acount  of  other  business.  Mr.  Ira  W.  Rose  of  Rocky  Mount  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  Rose  is  the  1st  Vice-president  of 
this  Association  and  a  most  worthy  young  man.  I  feel  sure  that  he 
will  make  good  on  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  this  Association  held  in  Greensboro,  a  reso- 
lution was  adopted,  favoring  a  higher  professional  standard  and 
recommending  that  in  the  near  future  licentiates  who  wish  to  be- 
come managers  should  be  graduates  of  a  reputable  college  of  phar- 
macy and  that  a  fair  education  be  required  of  assistants.  I  am 
heartily  in  favor  of  this.  The  time  is  coming  when  with  the  gradual 
raising  of  the  standard  of  the  profession,  such  will  be  necessary. 
Other  states  are  changing  their  laws  and  making  such  requirements, 
and  it  will  not  be  very  many  years,  I  predict,  before  every  state  in 
the  Union  will  have  such  requirements  incorporated  in  their  phar- 
macy laws.  When  such  action  is  contemplated  by  this  Association, 
we  want  to  give  fair  and  due  warning  to  all  that  are  preparing  to 
pass  the  Board  under  the  old  law. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Anti-narcotic  law  be  so  amended  as 
to  read  "Upon  conviction,  the  party  shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court  and  if  a  physician,  dentist,  pharmacist  or 
veterinary  surgeon,  his  license  shall  be  revoked  by  the  board  issueing 
saia  license.  Also  the  pharmacy  law  should  be  amended  so  that 
the  boards  should  have  the  power  to  reinstate  upon  certain  condi- 
tions. I  believe  that  it  would  be  wise  to  have  the  sale  of  drugs,  etc., 
prohibited  by  anyone  not  a  registered  druggist,  within  two  miles  of 
an  incorporated  town  or  city.  Some  have  suggested  that  the  law  be 
amended  so  that  no  one  except  a  registered  druggist  can  lawfully 
own  or  be  proprietor  of  a  drug-store. 

It  would  be  wise  and  more  convictions  could  be  obtained  if  our 
laws  provided  for  the  use  of  prescriptions  on  file  in  drug-stores,  to 
be  used  in  evidence  in  cases  of  violation. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  initation  fee  of  this  Association 
be  increased  from  $3.00  to  $5.00  as  it  was  several  years  ago.  Also  I 
would  recommend  that  the  annual  dues  be  increased  to  $3.00.  This 
would  give  our  treasury  a  much  needed  increase  in  receipts,  thereby 
enabling  us  to  better  enforce  the  pharmacy  laws.  We  need  extra 
lawyers  now  and  then,  and  a  detective  at  work  in  some  instances 
would  greatly  aid  Mr.  Hancock  in  working  up  cases  of  violation. 
These  suggestions  are  made  for  your  consideration  at  this  meeting. 
You  can  pass  such  of  them  and  add  to  as  you  think  best  for  the 
good  of  the  profession. 

Almost  everything  of  any  value  that  has  been  accomplished  has 
been  achieved  through  organization,  and  without  organization,  has 
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nothing  been  done.  Organization  is  the  very  soul  of  progress  and 
evolution.  It  is  hard  to  determine  exactly  why  the  pharmacists  and 
especially  those  owning  stores,  should  be  so  backward  about  joining 
the  state  Association.  To  be  sure  there  is  the  usual  list  of  reasons, 
but  none  of  them  sound  really  substantial.  It  does  not  seem  reason- 
able that  the  price  of  the  annual  dues  causes  many  to  hold  off,  for 
the  dues  are  small.  Some  raise  the  objection  that  the  Association 
has  never  done  anything  to  benefit  the  profession.  No  Association 
has  done  as  much  as  it  might  have  done  under  more  favorable  cir- 
cumstances. Possibly  we  have  not  done  all  we  could  have  done 
under  the  present  circumstances,  but  this  can  doubtless  be  said  of 
any  one,  for  doing  to  the  utmost  of  capacity  is  something  that  hu- 
manity seldom,  if  ever  attains. 

I  believe  it  only  fair  to  the  Association  that  it  be  given  full  credit 
for  what  it  has  done,  and  it  has  done  a  great  deal.  The  Association 
has  worked  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  profession,  and  what  it  has 
done  benefits  the  non-members  quite  as  much  as  it  does  the  mem- 
bers. Someone  has  said  that  "the  non-member  is  in  the  attitude  of 
those  grafters  on  charity  accounts,  who  seek  medical  attention 
gratis,  when  they  are  well  able  to  pay  for  the  attention."  Some 
raise  the  point  that  the  Association  works  for  things  which  they 
cannot  wholly  approve.  There  never  yet  was  an  organization,  for 
the  good  of  all,  which  did  not  include  some  things  which  not  all 
approved.  In  general  it  is  felt  to  be  sufficient  if  the  general  trend 
of  the  organization  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  profession  and  the  ad- 
vancement of  pharmacy. 

One  thing  which  is  raised  against  the  Association  is  often  true, 
that  it  does  not  do  as  much  as  is  needed  and  that  it  leaves  too  much 
undone,  but  the  answer  to  this  is  that  any  association  cannot  do 
more  because  they  have  too  little  support.  So  many  members  of 
the  profession  taking  a  negative  attitude  and  declining  to  assist. 
If  we  could  double  our  membership  this  year,  which  is  possible,  and 
have  the  reasonable  support  of  all  members  for  a  year,  the  results 
in  increased  accomplishments  would  speedily  show  them  whether  or 
not  it  was  worth  while  for  them  to  continue  their  support  of  the 
State  Association  or  not.  This  is  a  day  of  organized  effort  and  work- 
ing in  an  organized  and  systematic  way  is  what  we  need  to-day  in 
every  class,  and  especially  those  who  have  to  do  with  drugs  and 
foods. 

Nothing  is  so  conducive  to  the  good  end  that  we  are  laboring  for 
as  the  annual  gatherings  of  our  organized  body — the  contact  of  man 
with  man,  the  exchange  of  thought  and  experience,  and  the  frank 
discussion  of  mutual  interests,  such  as  is  offered  by  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  our  Association.  By  this  mingling  with  his  fellow  crafts- 
men, a  man  learns  how  trivial  are  the  things  which  concern  him  as 
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an  isolated  individual  and  how  important  are  the  affairs  that  affect 
him  as  a  member  of  his  calling. 

Our  auxiliary — The  Traveling  Man's  Association,  is  in  its  infancy 
with  us  yet.  Although  only  a  year  old,  it  has  shown  itself  to  be  felt. 
To  that  organization  is  due  the  credit  to  a  good  extent,  for  the  ad- 
vertisement of  this  meeting,  and  to  the  presence  of  quite  a  number 
of  the  members  and  others  here  to-day.  The  traveler's  auxiliaries 
of  other  associations  have  proven  themselves  a  great  help  and  I  be- 
lieve that  the  North  Carolina  Auxiliary  in  the  future,  will  be  one  of 
our  greatest  helps  in  getting  up  our  annual  meetings.  I  think  the 
time  will  come  when  no  association  can  well  exist  without  the  travel- 
ing men's  auxiliary. 

For  several  years  past,  my  predecessors  have  urged  the  druggists 
to  become  more  actively  engaged  or  interested  in  politics.  In  some 
places  such  advice  has  been  followed  and  profit  gained  thereby. 
The  fact  that  the  legislatures  all  over  the  country  have,  during  the 
past  few  years,  passed  some  kind  of  pharmacy  legislation  is  con- 
clusive evidence  of  more  interest  in  political  affairs  by  druggists. 
By  taking  more  active  interest  in  such  affairs,  we  will  be  better  en- 
abled thereby  to  bring  about  such  legislation  as  we  think  best  for 
the  good  of  the  profession.  While  I  would  be  glad  to  see  all  of  our 
members  taking  a  greater  interest  in  political  affairs,  I  would  keep 
politics  from  having  anything  to  do  with  the  election  and  appoint- 
ment of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  In  the  selection  of 
the  members  of  that  Board,  care  should  be  exercised  and  the  names 
presented  with  the  argument  that  the  purpose  for  which  the  law 
was  designed,  will  be  carried  out  by  them,  not  only  because  they 
have  the  ability,  but  also  that  they  will  fearlessly  and  honorably 
discharge  the  duties  of  their  office.  In  some  states,  here  is  where 
the  governors  sometimes  fail  in  meeting  the  purposes  of  the  laws, 
the  benefits  do  not  result  and  the  cause  of  pharmacy  is  not  promoted 
nor  the  votaries  elevated  in  the  eyes  of  the  people.  Surely,  this  is  a 
matter  in  which  politics  should  not  enter  nor  personal  desire,  other 
than  for  the  good  of  the  people  be  considered. 

I  do  not  know  what  the  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  have 
in  store  for  us  at  this  meeting.  I  hope  though,  that  they  have  a 
large  list  of  interesting  papers  to  be  presented.  Tapers  and  essays 
are  becoming  one  of  the  most  important  features  of  many  pharma- 
ceutical association  meetings.  Pennsylvania  is  at  present  leading 
in  this  respect.  At  the  last  meeting  of  that  Association,  something 
like  fifty  papers  were  presented  and  read.  Missouri  and  other 
states  rank  high  in  the  number  of  papers  presented  at  the  annual 
meetings. 

The  social  and  entertainment  features  of  our  meetings  are  always 
very  pleasant.     While  it  is  not  incumbent  upon  the  local  druggists 
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to  bear  the  expenses  and  provide  some  forms  of  entertainment,  yet 
for  years  such  has  been  the  custom — usually  providing  a  banquet, 
trolley-ride,  or  a  barbecue  for  the  visitors.  This,  I  think  is  too  much 
to  expect  from  the  local  druggists,  without  some  compensation.  I 
would  suggest  doing  away  with  this  manner  of  providing  entertain- 
ment in  the  future  for  our  members  and  would  recommend  that  the 
Association  make  some  provision  for  future  entertainment  features, 
by  the  appointment  or  election  of  an  entertainment  committee, 
whose  duty  it  should  be  to  provide  entertainment  and  charge  each 
member  for  entertainment  tickets.  Several  state  associations  have 
done  away  with  the  soliciting  of  money  or  materials  for  entertain- 
ment purposes  and  decided  to  let  the  members  in  attendance  pay 
their  own  way.  I  think  this  subject  a  wise  and  proper  one  and 
worthy  of  your  attention. 

The  Pure  Food  &  Drug  Laws — both  national  and  state,  are  in  my 
estimation  among  the  most  important  pieces  of  legislation  ever  en- 
acted. Druggists  should  not  hesitate  to  lend  their  endorsement  to 
such  measures  that  mean  honesty,  sincerity  and  truthfulness. 

The  only  lawful  channel  now  through  which  whiskey  may  be  pur- 
chased in  the  state,  is  upon  the  original  prescription  of  a  regular 
licensed  physician,  which  prescription  is  filled  at  the  drug-stores. 
I  regret  to  state  that  in  some  places  of  the  state,  the  law  has  been 
freely  violated.  I  want  to  say  that  the  drug  business  has  been  the 
butt  of  ridicule  too  long  on  account  of  the  liquor  question.  I  have 
shown  the  people  of  my  home  town,  that  the  drug  business  is  as 
honorable  as  any  and  not  allied  with  the  liquor  interests.  Let  the 
druggists  of  the  state  drop  the  sale  of  liquor  and  show  that  they 
mean  it.  Then  the  public  will  recognize  that  the  drug  business  is  an 
honorable  profession  and  worthy  of  everybody's  greatest  respect. 

Acting  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  your  last  annual 
meeting,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  appoint  Messrs.  F.  W.  Hancock,  E. 
V.  Zoeller,  and  W.  H.  Wearn,  as  delegates  to  the  Pharmacopceial 
Convention,  which  was  held  in  the  city  of  Richmond  on  the  10th  of 
May.  I  look  for  a  most  interesting  report  from  those  gentlemen, 
concerning  what  was  accomplished  at  that  convention. 

The  N.  A.  R.  D.  has  without  any  question,  accomplished  much 
in  its  day  for  the  betterment  of  the  pharmacist,  in  many  ways — 
by  securing  favorable  legislation,  by  its  fight  against  the  big  de- 
partment stores,  by  exposing  frauds,  and  fak«  schemes  of  those 
firms  who  would  entrap  the  druggist.  By  its  propoganda  and  price 
protection  campaigns  and  in  many  other  ways.  Every  loyal  sup- 
porter of  the  N.  A.  Ii.  I>.  regrets  the  entanglement  that  has  existed 
between  the  affairs  of  that  organization,  and  the  American  Drug- 
gist's Syndicate,  during  the  past  year.  I  do  not  think  that  it  would 
be  wise  or  for  the  good  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  for  such  condition  to  ex- 
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1st  longer  than  the  next  annual  meeting.  I  hope  that  the  past  has 
been  a  good  lesslon  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  and  that  it  will,  in  the  future, 
profit  from  its  past  experience  and  keep  clear  of  the  American 
Druggist's  Syndicate  and  all  other  combinations.  If  the  American 
Druggist's  Syndicate  should  finally  succeed  in  the  subordination  of 
the  N.  A.  R.  D.  to  its  designs,  I  would  heartily  favor  discontinuing 
our  affiliation  with  that  body,  because  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  cannot  work 
for  the  welfare  of  the  retail  druggists  from  a  professional  and  com- 
mercial standpoint,  if  it  is  to  be  dominated  by  the  A.  D.  S.  After 
hearing  the  report  of  the  delegates  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  you  can  take 
such  action  as  you  think  best,  under  the  circumstances. 

Article  V  of  our  by-laws  states,  the  president  shall  annually  ap- 
point three  members  as  delegates  to  the  North  Carolina  Medical  So- 
ciety. It  was  my  pleasure  to  appoint  Messrs.  C.  D.  Sedberry,  T.  C. 
Smith,  and  R.  R.  Bellamy,  to  represent  this  Association  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Medical  Society,  but  on  account  of  the  short  time  be- 
tween the  meeting  of  that  Society  and  our  meeting,  I  do  not  think 
that  any  of  the  delegates  attended.  On  Dec.  6th,  1909,  I  addressed 
a  letter  to  Dr.  James  A.  Burroughs  of  Asheville,  then  president,  as 
follows  :—

Dear  Doctor: 

As  president  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
I  am  addressing  this  letter  to  you  with  the  request  that  you  let  me 
have  your  official  views  as  to  the  best  means  in  which  to  get  the 
pharmacists  and  physicians  of  North  Carolina  to  work  more  in 
harmony  as  state  organizations. 

Our  by-laws  state,  that  the  president  shall  appoint  three  dele- 
gates annually  to  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Society,  South  Caro- 
lina Pharmaceutical  Association,  National  Association  of  Retail 
Druggists,  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  Virginia 
Pharmaceutical  Association.  Our  delegates  have  always  been  glad- 
ly received  by  all  of  the  above  named  organizations  except  our  own 
State  Medical  Society.  I  do  not  think  that  the  fault  lies  in  the 
State  Medical  Society  altogether,  but  in  our  delegates  in  not  attend- 
ing and  presenting  themselves.  I  see  no  reason  why  the  two  pro- 
fessions should  not  work  together  and  in  harmony.  One  is  de- 
pendent to  a  great  extent  upon  the  other.  They  have  to  do  with 
medicine  and  pharmacy  combined. 

Tn  the  cities  and  towns  throughout  the  state,  the  pharmacists  and 
physicians  work  together  and  depend  on  each  other  for  assistance, 
help  and  advice,  and  I  think  that  such  should  be  the  case  between 
the  two  state  organizations  to  some  extent. 

We,  as  a  professional  body,  have  been  slow  in  some  things,  espec- 
ially as  regards  our  standard  requirements  for  license,  but  we  are 
rapidly  coming  to  the  front  and  it  will  only  be  a  short  time  before 
we  will  require  a  high  school  education  for  assistants  and  a  college 
diploma  as  a  prerequisite  for  examination  to  secure  license.     To 
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the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  belongs  the  credit 
for  the  excellent  pharmacy  laws  that  we  now  have.  The  Poison 
Law  as  gotten  up  and  passed  through  our  efforts,  prohibits  the  sale 
of  cocaine,  morphine,  laudanum  and  other  habit  forming  drugs,  ex- 
cept upon  tbe  prescription  of  reputable  practicing  physicians.  The 
laws  are  fair  to  both  the  physicians  and  pharmacists  and  of  benefit 
to  the  public  health. 

The  first  pharmaceutical  association  meeting  in  this  state,  and 
the  first  laws  regulating  the  same  was  by  gathering  of  members  of 
both  professions  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  about  thirty  years  ago. 

I  am  the  oldest  son  of  a  retired  physician  and  have  been  thrown 
in  contact  with  physicians  and  pharmacists  practically  my  entire 
life,  and  so  both  professions  are  very  dear  to  me. 

This  year  I  took  pleasure  in  appointing  Mr.  C.  D.  Sedberry,  of 
Fayetteville.  Mr.  T.  C.  Smith,  of  Asheville,  and  Mr.  R.  R.  Bellamy, 
of  Wilmington,  as  delegates  to  your  Society.  I  will  look  for  their 
report  at  our  next  meeting,  in  Charlotte,  June  8th,  9th,  and  10th, 
1910.  with  much  interest. 

Hoping  to  hear  from  you  at  an  early  date,  I  am,  with  best 
wishes.

Shortly  after  this  I  received  a  very  courteous  reply  as  follows : — 

Asheville,  N.  C,  Dec.  10th,  1910. 
Mr.  Geo.  Y.  Watson,

My  dear  Mr.  Watson : — Your  letter  received  and  contents  carefully 
noted.    This  is  one  of  the  very  points  which  I  intended  bringing  out 
in  my  short  annual  address. 

Have    Messrs.    Sedberry,    Smith,    and    Bellamy    to    present    their 
credentials  to  me  at  an  early  hour.     I  shall  be  at  Wrightsville  the 
Monday  preeeedh'g  the  opening  of  the  Society  meeting  and  should 
be  glad  to  have  a  conference  with  them  then.

Since  the  receipt  of  the  above  letter,  the  state  has  lost  a  valuable 
citizen,  and  the  Medical  Society  a  most  worthy  member,  in  the  per- 
son of  Dr.  Burroughs. 

I  wrote  a  similar  letter  to  Dr.  E.  J.  Wood,  of  Wilmington,  the 
first  vice-president,  and  he  also  gave  my  letter  very  courteous  con- 
sideration. Said  that  he  was  enthusiastic  in  regard  to  the  friend- 
ship that  should  exist  between  the  two  professions.  Said  that  he 
was  a  delegate  to  the  Pharmacopeia  Convention  and  requested  my 
views  concerning  the  revision  of  the  Pharmacopeia. 

While  we,  as  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  do 
not  desire  to  chase  after  the  Medical  Society  or  the  physicians,  we 
would  be  glad  to  have  their  good  will  and  work  with  them  like 
brethren,  as  the  two  professions  are  closely  allied.  If  the  incoming 
president  will  see  to  it  that  our  delegates  are  on  hand  at  Wrights- 
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ville,  when  the  State  Medical  Society  meets,  I  am  sure  that  they 
will  be  courteously  received. 

To  what  extent  dispensing  by  physicians  is  practiced  in  the  cities 
and  towns  of  the  state,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say.  I  think  that  it  is 
only  done  in  the  country  practice  to  any  great  extent.  The  pharma- 
cists in  the  cities  and  towns  can  do  much  toward  stopping  this  by 
personal  work  among  the  physicians. 

The  question  of  Sunday  closing  of  drug-stores,  is  one  that  many 
of  us  have  given  some  thought,  in  our  desires  to  do  our  duty  to- 
wards our  God  and  towards  humanity ;  towards  our  clerks  and  our- 
selves. Personally,  I  would  like  to  see  every  drug-store  in  the  state 
closed  on  Sunday — part  of  the  day  at  least,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  this  is  a  matter  that  should  be  governed  by  the  conditions  in 
your  different  localities.  In  towns  where  the  public  is  not  seriously 
inconvenienced  by  the  drug-stores  being  closed,  I  think  it  a  proper 
question  to  be  taken  up  by  the  local  druggists  and  plans  worked 
out,  whereby  the  majority  of  drug-stores  may  be  closed  on  Sundays 
and  one  or  two  kept  open  the  entire  day.  This  question  of  all  day 
Sunday  hours  is  becoming  of  national  importance.  The  late  hours 
and  all  day  Sunday  work  are  simply  the  relic  of  custom.  People 
have  come  to  take  it  for  granted  that  drug-stores  are  always  open. 
Long  hours  are  unnecessary  to  the  success  of  the  drug  business. 
For  years  this  evil  has  been  a  curse  to  the  profession.  To  spend 
sixteen  or  seventeen  hours  a  day  in  a  store  is  an  injustice  to  one's 
self  and  family,  an  imposition  on  the  clerks  and  wins  nothing  but 
pity  from  the  public  for  your  lack  of  courage.  A  prominent  phar- 
macist declared  a  year  or  so  ago,  in  urging  this  question  upon  the 
N.  A.  R.  D. :  "It  is  more  important  that  the  druggist  should  have 
good  hours  than  good  prices ;  that  one's  health  is  of  far  more  signifi- 
cance than  his  bank  account."  Present  tendencies  toward  shorter 
hours  have  caused  reductions  in  nearly  every  business  and  profes- 
sion, until  the  work  day  is  just  about  half  that  required  of  the 
druggist  and  his  clerks.  Competent  help  is  turning  to  other  and 
less  strenuous  duties;  clerks  are  entering  laboratories  and  desirable 
boys  accept  more  flattering  inducements.  The  calling  is  years  and 
years  behind  the  times  in  this  respect  and  the  unnecessary  and  un- 
called for  condition  will  sooner  or  later  have  to  be  corrected  or 
pharmacy  will  suffer  the  consequences. 

I  would  recommend  that  there  be  prepared  and  presented  to  the 
next  Legislature,  if  such  does  not  already  exist,  a  bill  prohibiting 
the  advertising  with  reference  to  the  treatment  of  veneral  diseases, 
so-called  consumption  cures  and  other  fake  advertisements.  Under 
this  head  should  be  included  the  avertisements  of  medicines  or  the 
announcements  of  physicians  and  quacks,  thereby  bringing  the  pub- 
lisher as  well  as  the  advertiser  within  the  scope  of  the  law.     Fur- 
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therinore  any  advertisements  or  announcements  referring  in  any 
way  to  sexual  matters  are  interdicted,  such  as  those  exploiting 
cures  for  "lost  manhood,"  medicines  or  appliances  to  produce  abor- 
tion and  the  like.  The  penalties  should  be  severe  to  prove  effective. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  legislation  of  this  kind  will  prove 
most  salutary. 

I  would  recommend  for  the  careful  consideration  of  your  member- 
ship, the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  That  organization 
stands  for  everything  that  is  uplifting  and  of  benefit  to  the  profes- 
sion of  pharmacy  in  America. 

The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association 
have  not,  in  the  past,  given  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion the  support  that  the  grand  old  organization  deserves.  Out  of  a 
total  of  7S0  registered  men  in  this  state,  less  than  20  are  members 
of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  This  is  not  a  credit- 
able showing  for  our  state.  Let  me  appeal  to  the  members  of  this 
Association,  who  are  not  members  of  the  American,  to  unite  with 
that  Association. 

Following  our  usual  custom  of  inviting  prominent  pharmacists  of 
national  reputation  to  meet  with  us,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to 
report  that  an  invitation  was  extended  to  and  accepted  by  Dr.  Ly- 
man F.  Kebler,  chief,  drug  division,  bureau  of  chemistry,  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C,  to  be  with  us  at  this  meet- 
ing. I  am  sure  that  you  will  all  enjoy  what  Dr.  Kebler  has  to  say. 
I  feel  that  his  coming  among  us,  cannot  but  do  us  all  good  and 
make  us  more  interested  in  our  chosen  profession.  The  custom  of 
inviting  pharmacists  of  prominence  to  make  addresses  before  state 
pharmaceutical  associations  is  growing  throughout  our  country  and 
I  am  glad  to  know  that  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation is  progressive  along  this  line. 

In  conclusion,  while  this  annual  message  is  not  all  that  I  would 
like  it  to  be,  and  not  as  interesting  as  you  are  accustomed  to  hear- 
ing, yet  it  is  my  best.  I  have  tried  to  do  my  duty  as  1  saw  it  and 
in  the  best  way  I  could.  I  wish  to  thank  every  one  of  you  present 
here  to-day  for  your  loyalty,  help,  and  encouragement.  I  wish  for 
you  all  a  most  happy  and  profitable  meeting  and  a  safe  return  to 
your  homes  and  loved  ones.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association: — 

I  hereby  present  my  report  as  Secretary  of  your  Association  for 
the  past  year.  The  routine  business  of  this  office  has  had  my  care- 
ful attention.  Advertisements  were  solicited  for  the  Annual  Pro- 
ceedings, and  from  this  source  received  $185.00;  receipt  from  the 
Treasurer  is  hereto  attached  for  the  same. 

The  incidental  expenses  of  the  office  have  been  somewhat  larger, 
due  principally  to  the  enlargement  of  the  proceedings,  and  having 
a  larger  number  of  the  proceedings  printed  to  accomodate  a  large 
membership. 

The  Association  is  growing  slowly  yearly ;  our  Membership  now 
numbers  267.  Last  year  we  numbered  262.  The  Membership  in 
1908  was  250.  A  large  increase  is  expected  and  confidently  hoped 
for  at  this  meeting.  The  proceedings  were  gotten  out  promptly  last 
year  and  copies  were  mailed  to  the  membership,  the  advertisers, 
the  Secretaries  of  other  State  Associations,  the  Pharmaceutical  Press, 
the  N.  W.  D.  A.,  and  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  and  the  P.  A.  of  America. 
The  various  Associations  have  reciprocated  for  this  courtesy. 
Thirty  days  ago  the  Secretary  issued  his  official  call  for  this  meet- 
ing, and  mailed  a  copy  to  each  member  and  others  interested  in  the 
Association  work.  Several  weeks  before  the  meeting  the  Secretary 
took  up  the  matter  of  rates  with  the  Associated  Railways,  and  se- 
cured the  best  rates  obtainable.

The  committee,  through  its  chairman,  Mr.  Wearn,  made 
the  following  report  on  the  President's  address: 

REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE   ON   PRESIDENT'S   ADDRESS. 

Tour  committee  would  respectfully  report  as  follows,  after  hav- 
ing carefully  considered  the  able     address  of  our  President: 

1.  That  we  think  the  suggestion  that  we  hold  our  annual  meet- 
ings once  in  three  years  in  the  central  part  of  the  state  a  good  one, 
and  divide  between  the  mountains  and  the  seashore  for  the  other 
meetings,  wise.  We  think  that  we,  as  an  Association,  should 
work  as  individuals  and  collectively,  to  get  a  full  attendance  at 
our  meetings  and  at  all  times  observe  the  ethics  of  our  Associa- 
tion and  to  increase  its  professional  status. 
Adopted. 
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2.  While  we  realize  that  the  sale  of  laudanum,  being  limited  to 
prescriptions,  is  inconvenient  and  very  often  a  hardship.  We  do 
not  favor  any  modification  of  the  Anti  Narcotic  Laws.  If  any  at 
all,  that  of  more  stringency. 

Adopted 

3.  As  to  the  sale  of  abortives.  We  heartily  endorse  and  would 
recommned,  that  such  a  law  be  enacted  naming  the  abortive  drugs, 
and   be   entitled   the   Anti   Abortive   Law. 

Adopted. 

4.  We  would  like  to  emphasize  the  suggestion  that  we  support 
our  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  its  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock. 

Adopted. 

5.  We  do  not  believe  that  college  graduation  should  be  made  a 
prerequisite  to  registration  but  that  a  rigid  equivalent  examination 
be   established,   such  as   colleges  require  for   graduation. 

Action    deferred. 

6.  As  to  suggestions  regarding  the  amendment  of  the  Anti  Nar- 
cotic Law  to  provide  for  fine  and  imprisonment  and  to  revoke  the 
license  of  physicians,  dentists,  pharmacists,  or  veterinary  surgeons. 
We  find  that  Section  3  of  Anti  Narcotic  Laws  contains  these  pro- 
visions now.  We  concur  in  the  suggestion,  that  it  be  amended  so 
as  to  give  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  power  to  reinstate,  under  cer- 
tain conditions.  Also  as  to  amending  the  pharmacy  Act  so  as  to 
make  prescriptions  on  file  evidence  of  guilt  against  unregistered 
pharmacists. 

Adopted. 

7.  We  would  advise  that  initiation  fee  be  increased  from  $3.00  to 
$5.00,  but  that  the  annual  dues  remain  the  same,  $2.00. 

Adopted. 

8.  We  agree  that  the  Traveling  Men's  Auxiliary  is  of  valuable 
assistance  to  this  Association.  They  are  in  a  position  to  stimulate 
and  increase  our  membership. 

Adopted. 

9.  We  also  believe  that  the  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  is 
one  of  the  most  important  committees  in  the  Association  and  should 
be  wisely  chosen. 

Adopted. 

10.  We  fully  agree  with  the  President  as  to  his  N.  A.  R.  D.  posi- 
tion. 

Adopted. 

11.  We  note  with  pleasure  the  effectiveness  of  the  work  accom- 
plished by  our  president  in  re-establishing  fraternal  relations  with 
the  North   Carolina   Medical   Society. 

Adopted. 
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We  favor  also,  the  elimination  of  the  sale  of  whiskey  at  all  from 
drug   stores. 
Adopted. 

13.  We  also  favor  Sunday  closing. 
Adopted. 

14.  We  endorse  the  suppression  of  base  advertisements  of  pro- 
prietary remedies  referred  to  by  our  President,  and  his  position. 

Adopted.

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  write  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Retail  Druggists  that  this  Association  would  dis- 
continue affiliation  with  that  body  if  the  A.  D.  S.  dictated 
the  policies  of  that  organization. 

There  was  a  great  deal  of  discussion  in  regard  to  Sunday 
closing  in  the  state  but  no  agreement  was  reached,  except 
the  Secretary  was  requested  to  correspond  with  some  of  the 
prominent  cities  of  the  state  in  regard  to  the  question. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  W.  O.  N".  A.  R. 
D.  in  regard  to  obscene  advertisements  and  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  attention  of  the  members  of  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  has  been  directed  to  the  harmfulness  of  some  of 
the  advertising  matter  that  is  placed  on  drug  store  counters  for  mis- 
cellaneous distribution,  these  advertisements  being  extremely  offen- 
sive, even  without  the  disgusting  illustrations  which  render  them 
worse,  this  matter  being  used  in  window  displays  and  thrown  on 
streets  and  lawns,  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  young  girls  and  boys, 
and 

Whereas,  From  a  sense  of  modesty  women  frequently  patronize 
department  stores  instead  of  drug  stores  because  in  the  former  they 
may  be  served  by  women  employees,  when  necessity  demands  that 
they  purchase  remedies  or  applications  of  an  embarrassing  nature, 
and 

Whereas,  Men  and  women  through  frequent  contact  with  sug- 
gestive pictures  and  offensive  printed  matter  become  callous  to  the 
sanctity  of  womanhood ;  therefore,  by  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation in  convention  assembled,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Association  go  on  rec- 
ord as  being  opposed  to  the  promiscuuus  distribution  of  advertising 
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literature  as  referred  to  in  the  above  preamble  and  will  use  their 
efforts  to  suppress  such  obscene  advertising  matter,  over  the  drug 
store  counter. 

Mr.  Shell,  chairman  of  the  delegation  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D., 
reported  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  N.  A.  R.  D. 

As  a  delegate  of  the  N.  C.  P.  A.  I  wish  briefly  to  report  the 
Eleventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  held  in  Louisville, 
Ky.,  Sept.  6th  to  9th,  1909.  The  attendance  was  the  largest  of  any 
previous  annual  meeting,  although  the  delegation  was  not  so  large. 
The  interest  manifested  was  very  enthusiastic. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  laud  the  praise  of  any  member  or  officer, 
to  discuss  the  lobbying  or  dissatisfaction  among  the  few,  but  to  re- 
port to  our  Association  the  meeting  and  allow  it  to  discuss  the  mat- 
ters of  interest  to  us,  and  censure  those  to  whom  censure  belongs, 
and  praise  those  to  whom  praise  is  deserving.  I  merely  mention 
these  matters  because  the  journals  of  to-day,  (although  a  neces- 
sary element  of  enlightenment)  criticize  some  very  harshly,  who  to 
know  personally,  shows  a  different  phase  of  life  and  interest. 
Some  men  who  attend  these  meetings  are  pictured  in  such  a  manner 
that  we  look  for  something  other  than  a  man,  sometimes  only  to  find 
a  modest,  perfect  gentleman  ;  these  facts  by  way  of  passing  to  impress 
the  fact  that  any  good  cause  or  principle  will  meet  certain  oppo- 
sition and  criticism,  and  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  of  to-day  is  meeting  these 
natural  events,  and  yet  stands  stronger  than  ever. 

The  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  composed  of  some  very  large  men — broad  pro- 
fessionally, and  broad  from  a  business  standpoint;  men  who  are 
lacking  in  that  narrow  view  of  self,  but  as  a  member  of  an  associa- 
tion of  such  broad  expansion,  they  do  not  try  to  legislate  for  local 
good  or  attain  to  local  honor. 

The  meeting  was  not  one  of  a  few  large  speakers  swaying  influ- 
ence with  oratory  and  eloquence,  but  of  good  feeling  and  co-opera- 
tion for  the  cause  of  better  conditions  for  the  retail  druggist. 

As  most  of  you  have  read  the  entire  proceedings  of  the  meeting,  I 
do  not  want  to  repeat  more  than  necessary,  and  will  therefore  try  to 
sum  up  in  substance  those  things  of  interest  to  the  N.  C.  P.  A.  by 
reading  later  such  resolutions  from  the  report  of  the  meeting  that 
would  affect  us. 

Taking  up  the  meeting  as  it  comes,  the  first  session  was,  Speeches 
of  Welcome,  replies,  announcements,  etc. 

The  second  session  was  taken  up  with  the  President's  Report  and 
Chairman  of  Executive  Committee.  The  President's  Report  I  will 
read  by  subject  only  : 
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Business  Conditions;  National  Legislature;  State  Legislation; 
Propaganda  Work;  Relations  with  Board  of  Pharmacy;  Ref- 
lations with  Pharmaceutical  Educators ;  U.  S.  P.  Ninth  Revision ;

RESOLUTIONS  ADOPTED  AT  LOUISVILLE  CONVENTION. 

LEGISLATION. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  National  Legislation  be  ap- 
pointed as  soon  as  possible  after  each  year's  convention. 


Resolved,  That  the  Association  continue  its  work  and  endorse  any 
reasonable  measures  that  will  raise  the  efficiency,  status  and  in- 
crease the  pay  of  the  pharmacists  employed  in  the  government  ser- 


vice. 


Resolved,  That  all  parcels  post  bills  continue  to  receive  the 
vigorous  opposition  of  the  retail  drug  trade,  and  members  of  Con- 
gress be  pledged  previous  to  their  election  to  defeat  this  proposed 
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Resolved,  That  we  give  our  support  to  a  bill  that  will  prohibit 
the  sale  of  narcotic  habit  forming  drugs,  except  through  proper 
and  legitimate  channels  under  proper  supervision,  protecting  the 
public  with  as  little  hardship  as  possible  to  the  druggist. 

Resolved,  That  we  most  emphatically  re-affirm  our  demands  to 
Congress  to  so  change  our  patent  laws,  either  by  treaty  or  law,  so 
that  foreign  inventors  shall  not  receive  more  rights  in  this  country 
than  foreign  countries  grant  to  American  inventors. 


CO-OPERATIVE   BUYING. 

Whereas,  The  evident  success  of  a  number  of  cooperative  buy- 
ing clubs  and  maufacturing  companies,  owned  and  controlled  by  re- 
tail druggists,  has  made  this  a  subject  of  vital  importance  to  all  re- 
tail druggists; 

Resolved,  That  while  the  Association  re-affirms  its  previous 
declaration  that  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  as  an  organization  should  not  enter 
this  field  of  work  or  become  directly  connected  with  any  organiza- 
tion engaged  in  the  same ;  we  approve  of  co-operative  organizations 
of  retail  druggists,  the  object  of  which  is  to  carry  out  one  of  the 
principles  of  this  organization,  to  improve  the  business  conditions  of 
the  retail  drug  trade  and  that  we  co-operate  with  such  organiza- 
tions as  far  as  is  practicable. 


Resolved,  That  we  insist  that  the  manufacturers  shall  do  full 
justice  to  the  retail  drug  trade  by  according  individual  retailers  or 
organizations  of  retailers  the  same  privileges  and  conditions  in  buy- 
ing as  is  accorded  any  other  dealers  handling  their  products. 

Whereas,  That  National  Association  went  on  record  at  the  Atlan- 
tic City  Convention  as  not  being  opposed  to  local  buying  clubs,  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  development  in  the  drug  trade  since 
that  time  indicates  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  another  advanced  step 
in  this  same  direction, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Association  that  co-oper- 
ative buying  in  both  a  local  and  more  extensive  way  with  respect 
to  all  goods  not  price  protected  at  the  full  price,  thereby  insuring  the 
retailer  his  rightful  profit,  is  the  only  just  and  effective  means  of 
securing  advantages  that  will  result  in  the  benefit  of  the  retailer. 


Resolved,  That  when  any  manufacturer  shall  fail  to  adequately 
protect  prices  on  the  full  price  basis  and  shall  in  addition  thereto 
refuse  to  sell  to  co-operative  organizations  made  up  of  retail  drug- 
gists, who  are  members  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  such  policy  shall  con- 
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stitute  just  cause  for  regarding  said  firm  as  an  enemy  of  the  or- 
ganized retail  drug  trade. 

U.    S.    P.    AND   N.    F.    PROPAGANDA. 

Whereas.  Complete  organization  adds  to  the  efficiency  of  every 
work,  and, 

Whereas,  At  present  the  various  State  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tions are  independent  bodies,  and 

Whereas,  The  propaganda  committee  in  the  different  states  are 
each  following  their  individual  method  without  organized  or  con- 
certed action,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists 
make  the  state  and  local  associations  integral  parts  of  the  National 
Association  in  their  operations,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Association  call  an  annual  confer- 
ence of  State  Association  Propaganda  Committees  and  arrange 
thereby  for  a  concerted  plan  of  action  under  the  guidance  of  the 
National  Association  officers. 

Resolved,  That  the  U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F.  propaganda  work  be  con- 
tinued in  the  most  aggressive  manner  possible,  that  at  least  20  per 
cent,  of  the  annual  dues  be  devoted  to  this  purpose  and  the  National 
Committee  on  U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F.  propaganda  encourage  the  forma- 
tion of  a  similar  committee  in  each  state  and  territory  and  co-oper- 
ate with  them  in  making  most  effective  this  important  and  valuable 
work. 

THE    SALE   OF   LIQUORS. 

Resolved,  That  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors*,  whether  medi- 
cinal or  compounded,  for  beverage  purposes,  should  be  entirely  di- 
vorced from  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
members  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  to  give  their  efforts  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  this  end. 


Resolved,  That  we  recognize  the  propriety  and  justice  of  such 
proper  regulative  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  sur- 
reptitious sale  of  alcoholic  liquids  for  beverage  purposes  under  the 
disguise  of  medicinal  or  pharmaceutical  compounds,  and  that  the 
members  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  give  their  aid  and  support  toward  en- 
actment and  enforcement  of  all  just  laws  for  this  purpose. 


Resolved,  That  this  Association  hereby  places  itself  on  record  as 
absolutely  opposed  to  the  sale  in  drug  stores  of  intoxicating  liquors 
as  a  beverage. 
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APPROVE    N.    F.    AS    A    STANDARD. 

Whereas,  The  National  Formulary  has  been  included  in  the  Pure 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  June  30th,  1906,  as  one  of  the  standards  for 
drugs  and  medicines,  and 

Whereas,  We  understand  that  a  fourth  edition  of  the  National 
Formulary  is  in  process  of  compilation  by  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  National  Association  of  Re- 
tail Druggists,  in  convention  assembled,  reiterate  their  belief  that 
the  inclusion  of  the  National  Formulary  in  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  June  30th,  1906,  has  been  fully  justified  by  the  results  already 
attained,  and  be  it  further 


Resolved,  That  a  regular  place  on  the  program  of  our  annual  con- 
vention be  given  to  the  discussion  of  U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F.  propaganda 
work. 


Resolved,    That  exhibits  of  U.   S.  P.  and  N.  F.  preparations  be 
made  a  feature  at  the  annual  conventions  of  this  Associations. 


CONSTITUTION   AMENDED. 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  of  this  Association  be  amended 
by  striking  from  Article  VI,  Section  3,  "maintain  an  office  as  head- 
quarters of  the  Association,"  and  Article  VI,  Section  5,  by  adding 
"and  shall  provide  an  office  as  headquarters  of  the  Association"  so 
that  Article  VI,  Section  5,  shall  read  "In  the  interim  between  an- 
nual meetings  of  the  Association  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
have  charge  of  all  business  with  power  to  act  and  shall  provide  an 
office  as  headquarters  for  the  Association." 


A    GREATER   PUBLICITY    DEPARTMENT. 

Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  Publicity  issue  monthly  dur- 
ing the  coming  year  a  bulletin  dealing  with  such  matters  as  are  of 
public  interest  which  favorably  or  unfavorably  affect  our  organiza- 
tion and  members,  the  same  to  be  supplied  to  newspapers  and  maga- 
zines throughout  the  country. 


Resolved,  That  the  Department  of  Publicity  is  hereby  authorized 
to  supply  dues-paid  members  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  with  an  advertising 
service  consisting  chiefly  of  advice,  the  same  to  be  supplemented  to 
the  Department  in  NOTES  devoted  to  Drug  Store  Advertising  and 
Salesmanship. 
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OBJECTIONABLE    ADVERTISING. 


A  resolution  adopted  by  the  W,  O.  N.  A.  R.  D.  was  endorsed  by 
the  N.  A.  R.  D.  convention  by  unanimous  vote.  The  resolution  ob- 
jects to  immodest,  suggestive,  and  obscene  advertising  matter  and 
plans  for  its  banishment  from  drug  stores. 


SECRETARY    WILSON    AND    DR.    WILEY    ENDORSED. 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture, 
Hon.  Jas.  Wilson,  our  sincere  appreciation  for  the  assistance  he  has 
rendered  our  executive  officers  during  the  past  year. 


Whereas,  We  have  followed  with  much  interest  the  official  ef- 
forts of  Doctor  Wiley  in  his  zealous  work  to  properly  interpret  and

Whereas,  There  are  .over  4,000  druggists  in  the  U.  S.  engaged  by 
the  government  in  the  capacity  of  clerks  in  charge  of  sub-stations, 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  universally  admitted  that  the  compensation  is 
totally  inadequate,  and 

Whereas,  An  organization  on  a  national  scale  is  now  being  at- 
tempted, be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  in  national  convention  assembled, 
endorse  and  encourage  this  movement  and  co-operate  with  this  new- 
born organization  in  its  efforts  to  secure  suitable  legislation. 


USING   N.    A.    B.    D.    ON   PRODUCTS. 

Whereas,  Certain  firms  and  individuals  are  putting  preparations 
and  merchandise  upon  the  market  labeled  N.  A.  R.  D.  and  more  are 
sure  to  follow, 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  go  on  record  as  not  endorsing 
such  preparations  or  merchandise  so  labeled. 


Resolved,  That  N.  A.  R.  D.  means  "To  live  and  let  live,"  and 
that  we  will  not  support  any  movement  which  shall  have  a  tendency 
to  lower  the  dignity  and  meaning  of  those  four  letters  which  we 
cherish  so  much. 

Resolved,  That  we  request  all  firms  now  using  the  letters  N.  A. 
R.  D.  on  their  products  to  discontinue  same. 
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SUNDAY   CLOSING. 

Resolved,  That  we  re-affirm  our  declaration  made  at  the  Atlantic 
City  Convention  that  whenever  practical  members  of  this  Associa- 
tion should  benefit  themselves  and  their  families  by  closing  their 
stores  on  Sunday. 


DISCOURAGE    DISPENSING    BY    PHYSICIANS. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  act  in  conjunction 
with  a  similar  committee  of  the  American  Medical  Association  to 
discourage  dispensing  by  physicians. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Resolved,  That  this  Association  shall  accept  no  financial  support 
from  any  patent  medicine  firm,  pharmaceutical  house  or  from  any 
other  source  that  the  Association  might  be  called  upon  to  criticise 
or  regulate,  and  that  the  dues  and  publication  should  be  its  only 
source  of  revenue. 

Resolved,  That  no  advertising  be  accepted  by  the  Committee  on 
Advertising  of  N.  A.  R.  D.  Notes  upon  goods,  the  price  of  which  is 
not  protected,  or  that  is  priced  over  the  $2.00,  $4.00  and  $8.00  basis. 


Resolved,  That  this  Association  extend  to  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  a  cordial  invitation  to  send  representa- 
tives of  that  organization  to  meet  with  us  at  our  next  annual  con- 
vention. 

Mr.  Wearn,  delegate  to  the  Pharmacopceial  Convention, 
made  his  report  and  same  was  accepted. 

REPORT  OF  W.  H.  WEARN  TO  THE  U.   S.   PHARMACOPGEIAL 
CONVENTION. 

The  Ninth  Decennial  Pharmacopceial  Convention  was  called  to 
order  by  the  first  vice-president,  Otto  A.  Wall,  M.  D.,  at  10:30  A. 
M.,  Tuesday,  May  10th,  1910  in  the  assembly  hall  of  the  New  Wil- 
lard  Hotel,  Washington,  D.  C.  President  Horatio  C.  Wood  being 
seriously  ill  at  his  home  and  unable  to  attend,  sent  his  address, 
which  was  read  by  first  vice-president  Otto  A.  Wall,  M.  D.,  after 
the  address  of  welcome,  and  report  of  chairman  Murray  Gault  Mot- 
ter,  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  which  was  substantially 
adopted  and  certain  delegates  three  from  Cuba  and  several  insti- 
tutions which  were  practically  entitled  to  seats,  but  technically  de- 
barred, were  voted  by  the  convention  to  be  seated.  The  various 
delegates    from    the    different    states    and    colleges    already    seated

heard  the  president's  address  read  by  first  vice-pres  »..,,.  otto  A 
Wall,  M.  D.,  who  appointed  a  committee  of  three  to  act  on  *.  ^ 
after   its   reading. 

At  this  point  it  was  moved,  seconded  and  voted  unanimously 
that  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  telegraph  the  President  Hora- 
tio C.  Wood,  its  sympathy  in  his  illness. 

The  Nomination  Committee  was  then  named,  each  state  and  in- 
stitution  naming   one   member. 

At  8  P.  M.,  being  the  time  set  for  the  Nominating  Committee  to 
meet  and  select  the  officers,  and  the  fifty  men  to  constitute  the  Gen- 
eral Committee  of  Revision,  who  upon  being  elected  by  the  Con- 
vention, elect  the  Executive  Committee.  Here  the  Convention  took 
a  recess  until  2:30  P.  M.,  when  it  again  convened  and  adopted  the 
proposed  changes  in  the  constitution  and  by-laws  as  per  copy  here- 
with submitted,  adjourning  then  to  meet  Wednesday  May  11th,  1910 
at  10  A,  M.,  at  which  time  the  Nominating  Committee  presented 
the  nominees  which  it  took  from  8  P.  M.  to  2  A.  M.  to  nominate 
after  a  well  drawn  line  of  battle  between  pharmacists  and  physi- 
cians. Pharmacists  finally  agreeing  to  allow  the  physicians  to  se- 
lect fifty  physicians  for  them  to  select  from  and  pharmacists  fifty 
pharmacists  for   them   to   select  from. 

Upon  the  presentation  of  names  the  Convention,  after  a  hard  fight 
elected   the  nominees,   which  were  as  follows:

The  fight  being  precipitated  by  a  motion  of  Thos.  Mayner  of  New 
York,  to  substitute  N.  S.  Davis,  of  Chicago's  name  for  that  of  Dr. 
H.  W.  Wiley,  as  President  and  Dr.  Wiley  for  N.  S.  Davis,  as  1st 
vice-president.  The  Convention  refused  to  admit  delegated  N.  A. 
R.  D.,  on  the  ground  that  they  were  traders  only. 
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The  Convention  witnessed  installation  of  new  officers  after  which 
it  took  a  recess  until  3  P.  M.,  when  it  assembled  with  1st  vice-presi- 
dent N.  S.  Davis  in  the  chair, — upon  general  principles  to  be  fol- 
lowed in  revising  the  Pharmacopoeia  as  per  accompanying  pamph- 
let amended  as  corrected.  The  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  next 
Thursday  A.  M.,  when  it  hears  report  of  committees  and  particularly 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  through  the  Chairman  J.  H.  Beal  who  re- 
ports that  the  sale  of  Pharmacopoeia  had  not  paid  the  indebtedness 
of  publication,  but  hoped  it  would  through  sale  of  Spanish  edition. 
Advising  that  increased  revenue  be  provided  by  taxing  each  asso- 
ciation having  representation  $50.00  if  paid  in  six  months  after 
each  convention ;  one  year  after,  $100.00. 

This  did  not  meet  the  entire  approbation  of  the  Convention,  who 
favored  increased  revenue  by  suitable  royalty  on  each  work  using 
the  text  of  Pharmacopoeia. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  at  2  P.  M.  by  Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley, 
to  meet  one  decade  hence. 


GENERAL  PRINCIPLES  TO  BE  FOLLOWED  IN  REVISING 
THE  PHARMACOPOEIA. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Convention  of  1900, 
the  Committee  of  Revision  created  by  this  body  herewith  presents 
a  draft  of  a  plan  for  revising  the  next  Pharmacopoeia,  which  will 
be  the  Ninth  Revision. 

1.    SCOPE   OF   THE   PHARMACOPOEIA 

We  recommend  that  the  Committee  of  Revision  be  authorized  to 
admit  into  the  Pharmacopoeia  any  medicinal  substance  of  known 
origin;  but  no  substance  or  combination  of  substances  shall  be  in- 
troduced if  the  composition  or  mode  of  manufacture  thereof  be 
kept  secret,  or  if  it  be  controlled  by  unlimited  proprietary  or  pat- 
ent rights  and  the  list  of  substances  should  be  carefully  selected, 
with  standards  for  identity  and  purity,  as  far  as  possible.  Sub- 
stances used  only  for  technical  purposes  should  not  be  admitted  to 
the  next  Pharmacopoeia,  and  a  statement  should  be  placed  in  the 
preface  to  the  effect  that  standards  of  purity  and  strength,  pre- 
scribed in  the  text  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  are  intended  solely  to  ap- 
ply to  substances  which  are  used  for  medicinal  purposes. 
Passed. 

2.    DOSES 

We  recommend  that  after  each  pharmacopoeial  article  (drug, 
chemical,  or  preparation)  which  is  used  or  likely  to  be  used  inter- 
nally or  hypodermically,  the  committee  be  instructed  to  state  the 
average   approximate    (but   neither   a   minimum   nor   a   maximum) 
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dose  for  adults,  and,  where  deemed  advisable,  also  for  children. 
The  metric  system  to  be  used,  and  the  approximate  equivalent  or- 
dinary weights  or  measures  inserted  in  parenthesis.  It  is  to  be 
distinctly  understood  that  neither  this  Convention  nor  the  Commit- 
tee of  Revision  created  by  it  intends  to  have  these  doses  regarded  as 
obligatory  on  the  physician,  or  as  forbidding  him  to  exceed  them 
whenever  in  his  judgment  this  seems  advisable;  the  Committee 
should  be  directed  to  make  a  distinct  declaration  to  this  effect  in 
some  prominent  place  in  the  new  Pharmacopoeia. 


3.   NOMENCLATURE 

We  recommend  that  changes  in  the  titles  of  articles  at  present 
official  be  made  only  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  greater  accuracy, 
brevity  or  safety  in  dispensing  them  than  their  suggestive  titles. 
In  the  case  of  newly  admitted  articles,  it  is  recommended  that  such 
titles  be  chosen  as  are  in  harmony  with  general  usage  and  conven- 
ient for  prescribing;  but  in  the  case  of  chemicals  of  a  definite  com- 
position the  scientific  name  should  be  given  at  least  as  a  synonym. 

There  should  also  be  inserted,  after  each  article  used  by  physi- 
cians in  prescriptions,  a  carefully  considered  abbreviated  name, 
which  may  be  known  as  an  official  abbreviation,  in  order  that  uni- 
formity may  be  established  throughout  the  country,  with  the  ob- 
ject of  preventing  mistakes  in  reading  and  compounding  prescrip- 
tions, and  further,  to  serve  as  authorized  abbreviations  in  labeling 
the  store  furniture  of  the  pharmacist. 

4.    SYNONYM. 

We  recommend  that  the  list  of  synonyms  should  be  enlarged  for 
the  next  revision,  and  the  synonyms  printed  in  the  text  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia,  immediately  after  the  English  name  of  the  sub- 
stance. A  statement  should  be  made  in  the  preface  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia, that  substances  labeled  with  a  synonym,  must  comply  with 
the  same  standards,  tests  and  requirements  as  are  demanded  for 
the  official  article  under  any  name. 
Passed. 

5.   PURITY    AND     STRENGTH     OF    PHABMACOPOEIAL    ARTICLES 

We  recommend  that  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  revise  as 
carefully  as  possible  the  limits  of  purity  and  strength  of  the  phar- 
macopceial  chemicals  and  preparations  for  which  limiting  tests  are 
or  may  be  given.  While  no  concession  should  be  made  towards  a 
diminution  of  medicinal  value,  allowance  should  be  made  for 
unavoidable,  innocuous  impurities  or  variations  due  to  the  partic- 
ular source  or  mode  of  preparation,  or  to  the  keeping  qualities  of 
the  several  articles. 
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The  "Purity  Rubric,"  which  limits  the  percentage  of  innocuous 
impurities,  as  introduced  into  the  Eighth  Revision,  should  be  con- 
tinued, and  tests  and  requirements  should  be  appended  to  each 
article  carrying  a  "Purity  Rubric." 

In  the  case  of  crude  drugs  and  natural  products,  the  limits  of 
admissible  impurities  should  be  placed  at  such  a  figure  as  to  ex- 
clude any  that  would  not  be  accepted  by  other  countries. 


6.    INTERNATIONAL    STANDARDS 

The  International  Conference  for  the  Unification  of  Formulas 
for  Potent  Remedies  performed  a  signal  service  for  all  countries  by 
recommending  the  various  pharmacopoeias  of  the  world  to  adopt 
certain  standards  for  potent  medicines.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  next  Committee  of  Revision  adopt  these  standards,  but  it  is 
believed  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  require  the  acceptance  of  the 
details  of  pharmaceutical  or  other  processes  recommended  by  the 
International    Conference. 

If  the  finished  product  conforms  to  the  International  standards 
we  believe  that  each  country  should  be  left  free  to  adopt  such  de- 
tail and  manipulation  as  may  seem  to  them  best.  Nothing  should 
prevent,  however,  the  adoption  of  the  recommendations  of  the  con- 
ference, as  to  details,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  next  Committee  of 
Revision,  by  so  doing,  the  Pharmacopoeia  can  be  improved. 
Passed. 

7.    GENERAL   FORMULAE 

It  is  recommended  that  general  formulae  be  introduced,  as  far  as 
the  particular  nature  of  the  several  drugs  will  permit,  for  fluid  ex- 
tracts, tinctures  and  such  other  preparations  as  are  made  by  identi- 
cal processes,  and  that  the  general  formula  be  followed  in  each 
case  be  merely  indicated  by  reference. 
Passed. 

8.    APPENDING   A   LIST   OF  PREPARATIONS   IN   WHICH   AN   OFFICIAL   ARTICLE 
IS     USED 

It  is  recommended  that,  especially  for  the  convenience  of  prac- 
ticing physicians,  there  should  be  appended  after  each  article  in 
the  text  a  list  of  the  official  preparations  in  which  it  is  used. 

A  few  exceptions  may  be  made  to  this  in  such  cases  as  water,  al- 
cohol,  glycerin,   sugar,   etc. 
Passed. 

9.    ALCOHOLIC    PERCENTAGE    IN    OFFICIAL    PREPARATIONS 

It  is  recommended  that  a  range  of  volume  content,  of  absolute 
alcohol,  be  stated  in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  for  each  preparation  con- 
taining  alcohol. 
Passed. 
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10.    ASSAY   PROCESSES 

We  recommend  that  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  introduce 
assay  processes  for  as  many  of  the  potent  drugs  and  preparations 
made  therefrom  as  may  be  found  practicable,  provided  that  the 
processes  of  assay  are  reasonably  simple  (both  as  to  methods  and 
apparatus  required)  and  lead  to  fairly  uniform  results  in  different 
hands.  As  regards  the  products  of  such  assays,  tests  of  identity 
and  purity  should  be  added  wherever  feasible. 

It  is  recommened  that  biological  tests  or  assays,  when  accurate 
and  reliable,   may   be   admitted. 
Passed. 

11.    SERUMS   AND   OTHER   BIOLOGICAL   PRODUCTS 

It  is  recommended  that  serums  and  other  biological  products,  of 
approved  usefulness,  if  standardized  by  the  Government  or  one  of 
the  Departments,  may  be  admitted  to  the  next  Revision  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia. 


12.    WEIGHTS   AND    MEASURES 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  retain  the 
metric  system  of  weights  and  measures  as  adopted  in  the  Eighth 
Decennial  Revision. 

13.    SUPPLEMENT 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Committee  of  Revision  be  authorized 
to  prepare  a  supplement  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  at  any  time  they  may 
deem  such  action  desirable. 

14.      ATOMIC    WEIGHTS. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  system  of  atomic  weights,  authorized 
by  the  International  Committee  (0-16),  be  adopted  for  the  next 
Revision. 


15.      PHYSICAL   CONSTANTS. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  official  methods  for  taking  physical 
constants  be  inserted  in  the  "  Introductory  Notices,"  and  these  shall 
apply  to  all  articles  in  which  physical  constants  are  officially  used, 
unless  otherwise  specifically  excepted. 
Referred  to  Revision  Committee. 

1G.       STANDARD  TEMPERATURE. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  standard  temperature  of  25°  C.   (77° 
F.)  be  retained,  as  used  in  the  present  Revision  (except  in  the  case 
of  alcohol),  and  that  a  table  be  inserted  in  the  appendix  for  cor- 
responding figures  at  15°  C.  (59°  F.). 
Passed. 
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17.      COMPOUND    PREPARATIONS. 

It  is  recomru ended  that  those  compound  preparations  of  approved 
value  which  are  now  official  in  the  Eighth  Revision  be  not  evcluded 
from  the  Ninth  Revision,  but  the  introduction  of  new  compound 
preparations  be  discouraged  as  far  as  possible. 

18.      PHARMACOGNOSTICAL    DESCRIPTIONS. 

It  is  recommended  that,  with  the  description  of  a  crude  drug, 
there  be  included  brief,  pharmacognostical  descriptions,  both  mac- 
roscopic and  microscopic  where  practicable,  and  there  should  be 
added  a  statement  of  the  appearance  of  the  structural  elements  in 
the  powder,  when  examined  microscopically,  as  a  means  of  detect- 
ing adulteration. 
Passed. 

19.      POWDERED  DRUGS. 

It  is  recommended  that,  in  the  next  Pharmacopoeia,  powdered 
drugs  be  required  to  represent  the  entire  drug  unless  specifically 
stated  otherwise.  Where  the  drug  can  be  powdered  without  residue 
this  should  be  required ;  in  other  cases  the  amount  of  allowable 
tailings,  gruff s  or  residue  should  be  determined  and  inserted  in 
the  text. 
Passed. 

20.      DIAGNOSTICAL   REAGENTS. 

It  is  recommended  that  there  be  included  in  the  next  Pharmaco- 
poeia, such  reagents,  with  standards  for  strength  and  purity,  as  are 
needed   for   the   proper   execution   of   tests   that   are   valuable   and 
important  in  the  making  of  a  correct  diagnosis. 
Passed. 

21.       DATE    WHEN    THE    NEXT    PHARMACOPOEIA    BECOMES    OFFICIAL. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Committee  of  Revision  print  upon  the* 
title  page  of  the  next  Pharmacopoeia  a  definite  date,  reasonably 
distant  from  the  actual  date  of  publication,  announcing  when  the 
new  Pharmacopoeia  is  intended  to  go  into  effect  and  to  supersede 
the  preceding  one. 

22.      PRECEDENTS. 

In  all  matters  not  specially  provided  for,  in  these  "  General  Prin- 
ciples," the  rules  established  for  previous  revisions,  if  there  are 
any,  should  be  generally  followed. 


Prof.  Howell,  the  delegate  to  the  1909  meeting  of  the  A. 
Ph.  A.  made  a  verbal  report  of  the  proceedings. 
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Prof.  Howell,  in  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  was  re- 
quested to  make  the  report  on  Papers  and  Queries,  which  re- 
port follows:

propaganda  work  produced? 

7.  Have  you  found  the  physicians  interested  in  the  work?  (No.  6) 

8.  Should  a  college  diploma  be  required  of  candidates  for  regis- 
tration? 

9.     What  adverse  influence  among  physicians,  if  any,  is  produced 
by  druggists  allowing  patent  medicine  ads  over  their  names? 

10.  To  what  extent  should  a  drug  store  be  professional  and  what 
extent  commercial? 

11.  How  to  handle  trade  during  rush  hours:  (a)  prescriptions;  (b) 
soda  fountain  and  sundries? 

12.  How  to  induce  a  large  membership  and  interest  in  the  Asso- 
ciation? 

13.  Elixirs    of    the   National    Formulary — are   slight   modifications 
necessaiy  and   permissible? 

14.  Should  a  druggist  make  his  own  cold  cream,  zinc  oxid  and  cit- 
rine ointments,  etc.  or  buy  them  from  the  manufacturing  phar- 
macists? 


Mr.  W.  W.  Home,  delegate  to  the  1910  meeting  of  the  A. 
Ph.  A., 'presented  his  report: 

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  THE  RICHMOND   MEETING   OF 
THE  AMERICAN  PHARMACEUTICAL  ASSOCIATION. 

The  fifty-eighth  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  held  in  Richmond,  Va.,  May  3rd  to  7th,  1910,  the 
convention  headquarters  being  in  the  Hotel  Jefferson.  Nearly  three 
hundred  members,  representing  thirty-one  states,  were  registered 
when  the  first  general  session  was  called  to  order  at  10:30  Tues- 
day  morning. 

The  meeting  was  presided  over  by  Pres.  Henry  H.  Rusby,  of  New 
York,  whom  we  had  the  pleasure  of  having  with  us  at  the  meeting  of 
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this  Association  in  Greensboro  last  summer.  President  Rusby's  ad- 
dress was  a  scholarly  presentation  of  the  most  important  phases 
of  the  Association's  activities,  and  is  worthy,  of  careful  reading. 
Some  of  our  members  will  probably  be  interested  in  the  following 
extract,  which  is  from  that  part  of  the  address  referring  to  "  Chain 
Store  "  developments : 

"Danger  of  Commercialism. — The  most  serious  danger 
which  has  ever  threatened  our  profession  now  looms  compara- 
tively near  at  hand.  I  refer  to  the  enlistment  of  vast  amounts 
of  capital  in  the  crushing  out  of  individual  enterprise,  in  the 
elimination  of  professional  responsibility,  in  the  reduction  of 
professional  employees  to  a  state  of  serfdom,  and  in  the  de- 
struction of  an  honest  means  of  livelihood  on  the  part  of  great 
numbers  of  people  engaged  in  pharmaceutical  pursuits.  That 
this  attempt  will  become  successful  unless  effectively  opposed 
is  manifest  when  we  note  that  the  same  means  are  being  em- 
ployed which  have  already  proven  successful  in  other  lines, 
and  which  are  now  applied  to  ours  with  the  additional  advan- 
tage of  successful  previous  experience.  The  interests  engaged 
in  this  work  are  the  most  deadly  possible  enemies  toward  all 
the  objects  of  our  Association,  and  of  all  other  institutions  in 
which  educational  and  professional  ideals  are  cultivated." 

The  meeting  coming,  as  it  did,  just  before  the  assembling  of  the 
United  States  Pharmacoepial  Convention,  the  proceedings  dealt 
largely  with  matters  relating  to  this  work.  After  prolonged  dis- 
cussion the  convention  adopted  a  series  of  thirty-one  General  Prin- 
ciples, with  the  recommendation  that  they  be  observed  in  the  Ninth 
Revision  of  the  Pharmacoepia.  The  President,  in  his  address,  ad- 
vised that  since  the  National  Formulary  had  been  given  a  place 
as  a  legal  and  professional  standard,  its  revision  and  control  be 
transferred  to  the  authority  of  the  Pharmacoepial  Convention. 
However,  this  recommendation  was  reported  adversely  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  meetings  of  the  sections  were  well  attended,  the  papers  and 
discussions  following  their  reading,  interesting  and  instructive. 
The  programs  for  these  various  sections  included  more  than  a 
hundred  and  fifty  papers,  some  forty  odd  of  these  being  under  the 
section  on  Practical  Pharmacy  and  Dispensing. 

Three  members  of  our  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  were  present  and 
attended  the  meetings  of  the  National  Association  of  Boards  of 
Pharmacy.  Though  our  Board,  like  those  of  New  York,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Illinois,  and  some  other  states,  is  only  an  associate  member, 
no  other  state,  we  believe,  had  a  larger  representation  at  the 
meeting. 
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The  entertainment  features  of  the  convention  included  a  luncheon 
at  Lakeside  Park — old  Virginia  picnic  style — and  a  reception  ten- 
dered by  the  Governor  of  Virginia. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  Annual  Proceedings  of  the  Association 
contain  all  the  papers  read  at  the  meetings,  and  Report  on  the 
Progress  of  Pharmacy,  and  that  this  and  the  other  publications 
amply  compensate  for  the  cost  of  membership,  one  who  has  never 
been  present  at  an  annual  gathering  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.  cannot  fully 
realize  the  benefits  attending  these  meetings.  We  would  urge  that 
more  of  our  pharmacists  become  members  of  the  Association  and 
attend  its  meetings. 

President  Rusby,  in  his  address,  very  truly  said: 

"  That  the  good  influence  of  membership  in  the  Association 
is  immeasurable   can   be   seen   by   observing   its   effects,    either 
upon   the   individual   members  or  upon   the  community.     It   is 
impossible  for  any  man  to  come  within  the  sphere  of  influence 
of  our  annual  meetings,  or  of  our  publications,  without  becom- 
ing thereby  a  worthier  member  of  the  guild ;    and  no  one  can 
travel  over  this  land,  observing  and  contrasting  the  conditions 
of  pharmacy  in  the  sections  which  are  and  are  not  well  repre- 
sented in  our  membership  without  seeing  that  the  former  are, 
other  things  being  equal,  of  a  higher  type,  regarded  from  almost 
any  point  of  view." 
The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  for  over  half  a  cen- 
tury has  consistently  stood  for  what  is  best  and  highest  in  phar- 
macy,  and  has  labored  faithfully  for  the   true  welfare  and   pros- 
perity   of   pharmacists    through    those    means   which    establish   our 
profession  on  a  sound  and  enduring  basis.

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ETHICS  IN  THE  DRUG  BUSINESS.

INTRODUCTION 

Mr.  President,  Members  and  Friends  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Pharmaceutical  Association : 
Permit  me  to  thank  you,  Mr.  President,  for  your  kind  invitation 
to  address  this  association.  I  esteem  it  a  singular  privilege  and 
honor,  for  many  reasons.  North  Carolina,  one  of  the  original 
thirteen  states,  is  not  only  a  great  credit  to  her  Southern  sister 
states,  but  also  to  the  entire  United  States.  It  is  the  home  of  the 
first  Declaration  of  Independence  of  the  United  States,  executed 
and  signed  at  Charlotte,  June  20,  1775.  Your  state  is  singularly 
blessed  with  a  great  diversity  of  climate,  soil  and  flora.  It  is  my 
pleasure  to  extend  to  you,  on  behalf  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry, 
congratulations  and  fraternal  greetings.  The  great  progress  of 
your  state  association  has  been  observed  by  us  with  much  delight 
and  satisfaction.  Such  progress  as  you  have  made  lends  inspiration 
and  encouragement  to  all  engaged  in  similar  lines  of  work.  Your 
association,  in  common  with  many  other  state  associations,  has 
been  and  is  a  potent  educator.  The  progress  has  been  possible  only 
because  each  pharmacist  has  constituted  himself  an  educator  of 
the  public  along  broader  lines.  A  well-known  medical  authority 
averred  that  "the  only  instructor  of  the  public  in  matters  pertain- 
ing to  disease  has  been  charlatans  who  advertise  in  the  daily 
press."  The  sting  of  this  statement  has  been  somewhat  ameliorat- 
ed by  pharmacists'  activities,  but  there  is  still  a  vast  amount  of 
work  before  us. 

ETHICS   AND    BUSINESS. 

1  have  chosen  to  address  you  this  evening  on  the  subject  of  "Eth- 
ics in  the  Drug  Business."  Ethics  in  the  drug  business  in  short 
means  honesty  in  the  drug  business.    Ethics  is  defined  as  "the  doc-

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trine  of  man's  duty  in  respect  to  himself  and  the  right  of  others." 
It  is  also  construed  by  some  as  obligations  and  regards  for  the 
rights  of  others  only  when  your  interests  are  enhanced  thereby.  It 
will  thus  be  seen  that  business  ethics  must  be  determined  by  each 
individual.  If  his  ideals  are  high,  his  regard  for  the  welfare  of 
his  neighbor  is  correspondingly  exalted  and  vice  versa.  A  fountain 
certainly  will  not  rise  higher  than  its  head.  We  are  all  engaged  in 
business  of  one  form  or  another.  Business  is  necessary.  It  has 
built  up  this  country  and  will  continue  to  build  it  up.  I  have  little 
sympathy  for  those  who  reply  to  all  questions  of  justice  and  truth 
and  honor  in  connection  with  business.  "Oh  yes,  but  ethics  and 
business  do  not  go  hand  in  hand."  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  say 
tonight  that  a  vast  majority  of  the  drug  business  is  conducted  on  a 
high  plane  of  ethics  by  honorable  men.  There  are  rascals  in  every 
business  who  must  be  reckoned  with. 

It  is  now  nearly  twenty  years  since  I  first  engaged  in  the  drug 
business  and  in  that  time  I  have  observed  many  notable  improve- 
ments. I  can  recall  conspicuously  the  interviews  which  took  place 
about  fifteen  years  ago  between  three  young  men.  The  substance 
of  the  subject  discussed  was  "Honesty  in  Business."  One  of  the 
three  took  the  position  that  there  was  no  such  thing  as  honesty  in 
business  and  that  everything  in  this  world  belonged  to  the  man  who 
could  get  it,  whether  by  fair  means  or  foul.  His  attitude  is  simi- 
lar to  the  reported  advice  of  a  good  old  Quaker  to  his  son,  who  was 
about  to  embark  in  business  for  himself.  The  father  said:  "Son, 
thee  is  going  into  business.  Let  me  exhort  thee  to  get  money  hon- 
estly if  thee  can,  but  get  money."  The  second  young  man  took  the 
position  that  honesty  in  business  was  all  right  theoretically,  but 
that  it  was  simply  impossible  to  live  up  to  it  under  conditions  then 
obtaining.  Numerous  examples  were  cited,  such  as  the  use  of  in- 
ferior, debased  or  adulterated  drugs  in  the  manufacture  of  medi- 
cinal agents.  He  said  that  no  man  would  discard  such  agents  as 
long  as  they  were  profitable,  there  was  a  demand  for  them,  and  the 
consumer  was  unable  to  ascertain  the  facts.  The  third  held  that 
irrespective  of  these  pessimistic  views,  he  believed  that  the  great 
volume  of  business  was  conducted  along  honest  lines  and  that  the 
day  was  certainly  coming  when  certain  undesirable  features  would 
be  eliminated  and  the  consumer  would  obtain  that  for  which  he 
paid  and  had  a  right  to  receive. 

This  brings  to  mind  the  exasperating  experience  undoubtedly 
common  to  all  of  buying  what  from  the  top  appears  to  be  a  fine 
barrel  of  apples,  only  to  find  on  getting  into  it  that  a  large  part 
of  them  are  green,  wormy,  specked,  etc.,  in  fact,  so  different  from 
the  attractive  rosy  ones  on  the  top.  Will  such  a  practice  ever 
cease?     I  think  so. 
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The  first  of  the  trio  (whose  idea  was  to  "get  money")  was  re- 
cently disinherited  by  his  father.  The  second  is  engaged  in  teach- 
ing and  is  also  chemist  for  one  of  the  state  boards  of  health.  The 
third  is  the  speaker  before  you.  Fifteen  years  ago,  I  had  no  idea 
that  there  would  be  such  a  tremendous  change  in  business  ideals. 
Shakespeare  said :  "To  be  honest  as  the  world  goes  is  to  be  one 
man  in  ten  thousand."  My  experience  is  very  different  from  this. 
The  professions  of  pharmacy  and  medicine  go  hand  in  hand  and  I 
know  of  no  two  bodies  of  men  who  sacrifice  more  for  the  welfare 
of  mankind  than  do  these  two  professions.  They  are  constantly 
active  in  having  laws  passed  which  are  detrimental  from  one  point 
of  view  to  their  business  interests,  but  are  intended  for  the  general 
welfare  of  the  public.  In  my  experience,  the  number  of  deliberate 
wrongdoers  of  the  two  professions  is  very  small.  It  does  not  ex- 
ceed 1  per  cent,  but  it  is  this  small  percentage  that  brings  much 
disrepute  and  dishonor  upon  the  two  professions.  These  undestr* 
ables  are  the  men  who  prostitute  the  rights  and  privileges  which 
are  unwittingly  entrusted  to  them,  and  who  are  often  the  cause  of 
drastic  laws  being  enacted  which  become  oppressive  at  times  to 
those  who  are  endeavoring  to  do  what  is  right. 

CHAKLATANISM 

The  greatest  evil,  however,  is  the  ignoramus  (in  medical  sub- 
jects), such  as  real  estate  agents,  promoters,  schemers,  advertising 
agents,  quacks,  charlatans,  etc.,  who  embark  in  the  medicine  busi- 
ness solely  for  the  money  there  is  in  it.  The  bottom  of  their  ethics 
has  fallen  out.  In  some  cases,  their  ignorance  takes  a  compara- 
tively harmless  turn,  but  in  others  the  methods  of  business  are  un- 
scrupulously debased.  The  following  instance  of  a  harmless  char- 
acter met  with  is  interesting.  A  certain  party  submitted  a  label 
for  criticism  and  stated  that  the  label  was  to  be  applied  to  a  par- 
ticular wine  which  possessed  special  medicinal  properties.  He  then 
proceeded  to  describe  the  origin  of  the  vineyard  which  produced 
this  wine.  It  was  in  substance  as  follows :  In  a  certain  vineyard, 
I  observed  that  a  certain  vine  produced  extremely  luscious  and 
beautiful  grapes.  I  also  noticed  that  at  the  roots  of  the  vine  was  a 
heap  of  scrap  iron.  From  this,  I  concluded  that  the  lusciousness 
of  the  grapes  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  rust  from  the  iron  had 
penetrated  to  the  roots  of  the  vine,  where  it  was  absorbed  and  in- 
troduced into  the  grapes  and  thus  into  the  wine.  I  concluded 
from  this  observation  to  plant  a  vineyard  and  at  the  roots  of  each 
vine  to  bury  a  piece  of  scrap  iron,  and  thus  produce  the  medicated 
wine.  Upon  my  relating  this  incident  to  the  force  at  the  labora- 
tory one  of  the  men  remarked.  "I  am  surprised  that  he  did  not 
bury  a  piece  of  cow  with  the  iron,  and  therefore  produce  Beef,  Wine 
and  Iron  direct."     The  idea  is  interesting  but  most  ludicrous  and 
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absurd.  It,  however,  shows  the  cupidity  and  ignorance  of  some  of 
the  men  who  are  exploiting  certain  medicine  to  the  unfortunate 
sick.  The  vicious  type  may  be  illustrated  by  a  so-called  cancer 
cure.  It  was  extensively  exploited  in  the  papers  under  the  name  ■ 
"Radol."  According  to  the  claims,  no  case  was  so  far  advanced 
that  it  could  not  be  successfully  treated  by  this  remedy.  The 
scheme  was  promoted  by  a  graduate  in  medicine,  under  an  assumed 
name,  and  an  advertising  agency.  It  was  advertised  as  radium  im- 
pregnated—radio-active—if  you  please.  Examination,  however, 
showed  that  the  nostrum  was  no  more  radio-active  than  ordinary 
hydrant  water.  It  consisted  of  two  one-half  gallon  bottles  of  li- 
quid. One  was  rendered  fluorescent  by  means  of  quinine  sulphate 
so  as  to  deceive  the  unfortunate  victim  and  the  other  was  little 
more  than  plain  water.  This  wicked  fraud  was  put  out  of  business 
by  a  postal  fraud  order. 

IDEAL   CITIZEN 

I  wish  to  relate  another  incident,  the  antithesis  of  the  above.  It 
represents  the  ideal  citizen.  He  happens  to  be  a  professor  in  one 
of  our  institutions  of  higher  learning.  One  of  his  admirers  was 
approached  by  a  representative  of  a  manufacturing  concern  rela- 
tive to  securing  literature  and  information  in  connection  with  a 
certain  drug,  for  use  in  a  court  case.  The  compensation  was  a 
great  inducement.  The  literature  was  collected  and  arranged  in 
a  very  interesting,  logical  and  telling  manner  and  forwarded  to  the 
esteemed  professor,  giving  the  circumstances.  He  replied  that  the 
work  he  had  done  was  excellent  and  convincing,  but  wrote  he  to 
the  young  man,  "Young  man,  do  you  know  that  you  are  doing  an 
untold  injury  to  the  public?"  The  young  man,  on  reflection,  de- 
cided not  to  place  the  information  he  had  collected  in  the  hands  of 
the  manufacturer,  but  on  the  contrary  returned  the  handsome  check 
which  was  in  his  hands.  The  ethics  of  the  professor  should  serve 
as  an  example  for  all  interested  in  the  welfare  of  mankind.  The 
young  man  who  returned  the  check  representing  tainted  money 
should  also  be  congratulated  upon  his  courage  and  change  of  heart 
when  the  situation  was  called  to  his  attention.  Temptations  of 
the  above  character  are  the  causes  of  many  men  falling  into  griev- 
ous   errors. 

BUREAU   OF   CHEMISTRY 

Before  entering  upon  the  various  features  representing  debased 
business  ethics,  I  desire  to  show  a  few  views  of  the  Bureau  of 
Chemistry.  The  first  slide  represents  the  second  home  of  the  Bu- 
reau when  the  number  of  workers  was  only  a  handful.  Its  first 
home  was  in  the  basement  of  the  main  building.  This  picture 
shows  the  bureau  building  just  vacated.     The  next  is   its  present 
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home.  Branch  laboratories  are  located  in  the  following  cities :  Bos- 
ton, Buffalo,  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  Denver,  Detroit,  Galveston,  Hon- 
olulu, Kansas  City,  Nashville,  New  Orleans,  New  York,  Omaha, 
Philadelphia,  Pittsburg,  Portland,  St.  Louis,  St.  Paul,  San  Fran- 
cisco,   Savannah   and   Seattle. 

HUMBUGGING   THE   PEOPLE 

It  is  a  trite  saying  that  the  American  people  like  to  be  humbug- 
ged, and  certain  interests  have  worked  it  to  a  frazzle,  as  is  exem- 
plified by  the  scene  before  you  representing  "Humbug  Oil."  You 
will  observe  that  Mr.  Humbug  is  in  the  act  of  gathering  the  "hum- 
bugs" to  be  used  in  making  the  humbug  oil.  It  is  a  humbug  in- 
deed. Another  of  a  similar  type  is  represented  by  the  article 
known  as  "Turtle  Oil."  As  can  readily  be  seen  from  the  composi- 
tion given  on  the  slide,  it  is  a  base  imitation.  This  product  also 
calls  to  mind  the  article  exploited  under  the  name  "Beaver  Oil," 
which  consists  of  a  weak  solution  of  capsicum  in  gasoline,  the  mix- 
ture being  flavored  with  essential  oils.  It  is  exploited  by  regular 
street  faking  methods.  Live  beavers  constitute  a  part  of  the  dem- 
onstration for  the  purpose  of  deceiving  the  gullible  purchaser. 

The  medicinal  properties  of  castor  oil  are  well  known  to  the  pub- 
lic, but  on  account  of  its  nauseating  taste,  it  is  not  well  received. 
This  fact  is  taken  advantage  of  by  the  preparation  formerly  known 
as  "Castor  Ovals."  It  is  represented  as  "the  only  castor  oil  con- 
fection." The  product,  however,  does  not  contain  anything  de- 
rived either  from  the  castor  oil  plant  or  sugar.  The  active  princi- 
ple is  senna  and  the  sweetening  properties  are  imparted  by  the 
chemical  known  as  saccharin. 

Rattlesnake  Oil  Liniment.  Examination  of  this  product  revealed 
the  fact  that  there  was  at  most  only  a  suggestion  of  rattlesnake 
oil  present.  The  manufacturer  ultimately  confessed  to  this  and 
asked  whether  he  would  not  be  permitted  to  call  the  preparation  by 
the  above  name  if  it  contained  one-third  of  an  ounce  of  genuine 
rattlesnake  oil  to  the  gallon. 

The  view  of  the  grippe  bacillus  represented  was  taken  from  a 
newspaper  advertisement  several  years  ago  when  la  grippe  was 
epidemic  in  the  United  States.  It  is  supposed  to  represent  the 
grippe  bacillus  and  is  undoubtedly  intended  to  strike  terror  into 
the  minds  of  the  people.  Please  observe  the  flagella  and  the  pair 
of  grasshopper-like  legs.  The  remedy  in  conjunction  with  which 
it  was  advertised  is  a  well  dubbed  "prohibition  patent  medicine,'* 
of  high  alcoholic  content. 

DECEPTIVE   DEVICES 

Vibro-Discs  come  in  pairs  of  two  distinct  types.  One  pair  con- 
sists of  a  circular  portion  of  ordinary  oilcloth  partly  covered  on 
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one  side  with  a  resin  plaster  and  on  the  other  side  of  one  of  the 
pair  is  a  small  plate  of  zinc.  The  other  disc  of  this  same  pair  con- 
tains a  copper  plate  instead  of  a  zinc  plate.  Beneath  the  copper 
and  zinc  plates  the  oil  cloth  is  perforated.  Externally  each  entire 
disc  is  covered  with  a  piece  of  gauze.  The  second  type  of  discs  is 
similar  to  that  just  described  except  that  the  plates  of  zinc  and 
copper  and  the  gauze  covering  are  omitted.  Examination  of  the 
plaster  covering  one  side  of  the  discs  shows  that  it  is  composed 
largely  of  some  of  the  cheapest  drugs  employed  in  medicine,  namely 
burgundy,  pitch,  resin,  oil  of  tar,  sugar,  poke  root,  kaolin,  capsicum 
and  belladonna.  The  directions  given  for  the  use  of  the  vibro 
discs  are  that  the  pair  of  discs  containing  the  metallic  plates  must 
be  warmed,  separated  from  each  other  while  warm,  and  applied  be- 
fore they  become  cool  to  the  soles  of  the  feet.  The  second  pair  of 
discs  is  to  be  separated  in  the  same  manner  and  applied  to  the 
chief  regions  of  pain.  Immediately  after  the  application  of  the 
discs  it  is  claimed  that  there  is  an  electric  vibration  communicated 
to  the  blood  which  causes  a  speedy  removal  of  the  rheumatic  ven- 
om. The  source  of  this  electrical  vibration  being  the  two  plates  of 
copper  and  zinc,  respectively,  forming  a  part  of  the  vibro  discs. 
The  general  principle  employed  of  producing  electricity  by  two 
different  metals,  is  based  on  scientific  principles,  but  the  conditions 
under  which  the  discs  are  applied  absolutely  prevent  the  formation 
of  any  current  of  electricity.  The  electric  current  is  also  claimed 
to  be  imbued  with  the  power  of  causing  the  uric  acid  to  be  attract- 
ed to  the  discs  and  to  be  absorbed  thereby.  There  are  a  number 
of  devices  of  this  type  on  the  market,  among  them  being  Eleetro- 
podes  and  Magic  Foot  Drafts. 

Eyelin.  This  represents  one  of  the  most  palpable  frauds  ever 
met  with.  It  is  exploited  as  a  panacea  for  all  abnormalities  of  the 
eye,  such  as  cataract,  short-sightedness,  infirmities  due  to  old  age, 
etc.  It  consists  of  flavored  vaseline.  The  price  of  a  single  box 
containing  about  one-fourth  of  an  ounce  is  $1.00.  The  promoter  of 
this  remedy,  a  physician,  made  a  net  profit  during  the  year  just 
previous  to  its  collection,  of  $50,000. 

Glycozone.  This  product  is  described  as  a  mixture  of  glycerin 
and  hydrogen  peroxid  and  is  claimd  to  liberate  ozone  in  the  stom- 
ach. As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  a  mixture  of  glycerin  and  glyceric 
acid,  and  the  most  vivid  imagination  could  not  conjecture  a  condi- 
tion in  the  stomach  under  which  one  iota  of  ozone  would  be  liber- 
ated. 

In  passing,  it  is  desirable  to  call  attention  to  a  certain  line  of 
medicinal  tipples  which  are  expressly  devised  for  the  negro  trade. 
They  are  commonly  known  as  "nigger  gin."  You  will  observe  by 
the  picture  that  the  purpose  of  the  product  is  to  stimulate  the  ani- 
mal passion.     A  number  of  years  ago,  I   was  told  that  such  pro- 
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ducts  were  on  the  market,  but  it  was  only  recently  that  they  were 
actually  brought  to  my  attention.  Products  of  this  type  are  at 
present  largely  sold  under  cover.  Quite  a  number  have  been  prose- 
cuted and  heavily   fined. 

HEADACHE    MIXTURES. 

The  image  on  the  canvas  is  supposed  to  represent  the  unfortu- 
nate condition  known  as  headache.  You  will  observe  the  bells  and 
the  manner  in  which  same  are  being  rung.  In  order  to  quiet  these 
ringing  sensations  a  host  of  headache  mixtures  have  been  placed 
on  the  market.  We  have  a  record  of  about  800.  Some  of  the  com- 
mon liquid  preparations  are  represented  on  the  screen  before  you : 
namely,  Hicks'  Capudine,  "Curforhedake  Brain  Food,"  Cerralgine 
Food  for  the  Brain,  etc.  Ammonol  (ammonium-phenylacetanilid), 
is  representative  of  the  solid  remedies.  The  medicinal  activity  of 
the  numerous  headache  mixtures  on  the  market  is  due  chiefly  to 
one  or  more  of  the  following:  acetanilid,  antipyrin,  phenacetin,  and 
acetphenetidin.  These  are  valuable  agents  in  themselves  when 
properly  used,  but  when  employed  indiscriminately  by  the  public 
without  careful  medical  advice,  unfavorable  results  frequently  ob- 
tain. 

Soon  after  the  passage  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  there  was 
prominently  brought  into  vogue  a  scheme  for  promoting  certain 
drug  products,  which  took  advantage  of  the  credulity  of  the  public. 
The  scheme  was  not  new  but  an  old  ruse  modernized,  so  as  to  de- 
ceive the  public  and  evade  the  provisions  of  the  above  act.  The 
scheme  in  question  consists  essentially  in  publishing  in  newspapers 
advertisements  extolling  the  virtue  of  certain  remedies  in  the  treat- 
ment of  specific  diseases.  The  receipt  is  published  in  the  advertise- 
ment or  furnished  by  the  advertiser  free  of  charge,  the  understand- 
ing being  that  it  can  be  readily  filled  by  any  druggist.  As  a  rule, 
they  are  composed  of  very  simple  ingredients,  well  known  to  the 
average  physician  and  druggist  and  yet  they  are  lauded  as  poss- 
essing miraculous  properties.  The  particularly  pernicious  feature 
about  the  scheme  is  the  fact  that  the  advertisements  are  frequently 
written  up  in  the  daily  newspapers  in  the  form  of  editorials,  or 
represented  as  reading  matter.  These  preparations  are  so  numer- 
ous at  present  that  only  a  few  of  them  can  be  considered  in  pass- 
ing. The  most  conspicuous  example  of  the  prescription  scheme 
remedies  is  the  well-known  Kargon  Compound.  There  are  a  num- 
ber of  obesity  remedies  in  this  class,  most  of  which  contain  the 
powerful  drug,  thyroid.  The  manner  in  which  the  obesity  is  usu- 
ally reduced  is  by  the  destruction  of  tissue.  The  agent  apparently 
producing  this  destruction  to  the  greatest  satisfaction  of  the  pro- 
moter, is  the  dried  thyroid  gland.     In  the  instance  before  you  the 
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advertisement  claims  that  the  preparation  would  actually  turn  fat 
into  muscle ;  a  most  absurd  claim. 

During  the  past  few  years,  we  have  made  examinations  of  vari- 
ous brands  of  laudanum  on  the  market.  It  is  interesting  to  ob- 
serve that  ali  of  the  brands  examined,  representing  the  best  manu- 
facturers in  the  country,  conformed  to  the  standard  prescribed  by 
the  Pharmacopoeia.  There  are,  however,  a  large  number  sold 
through  the  grocery  stores  and  I  regret  to  state  by  pharmacists,  in 
certain  sections  of  the  country,  which  fall  below  the  standard  prod- 
uct. It  is  plain  that  some  attempts  have  been  made  to  label  these 
inferior,  debased  products  to  conform  with  the  law.  In  most  in- 
stances, however,  it  is  clearly  evident  that  the  facts  are  not  clearly 
indicated.  The  strengths  found  varied  from  that  of  standard,  rep- 
resenting the  best  manufacturers,  to  one-fourth  normal  strength. 
The  actual  cases  are  herewith  shown.  It  reminds  me  of  the  in- 
stance of  the  Chinaman  who  had  purchased  some  Tinctur  Opii  on 
a  prescription,  to  be  used  in  his  family.  After  administering  some 
of  it  to  his  child  and  noticing  the  deleterious  effects  it  produced,  he 
returned  to  the  drug  store  with  the  prescription  and  said  to  the 
druggist :  "According  to  the  prescription  I  should  have  obtained 
Tinctura  Opii,  but  I  think  that  stuff  you  gave  me  was  Tinctura 
Shutty-eye." 

SO-CALLED   COD  LIVER  OIL   PRODUCTS 

Cod  Liver  Oil  has  long  been  recognized  as  an  agent  of  particular 
value  in  the  treatment  of  consumption,  but  on  account  of  its  nause- 
ating taste  is  not  particularly  appetizing.  A  number  of  manufac- 
turers have  taken  advantage  of  this  condition  and  placed  on  toe 
market  so-called  cod  liver  oil  preparations  which  do  not  contain  an 
iota  of  cod  liver  oil.  The  ones  before  you  are  representative.  In 
a  recent  court  trial  of  a  preparation  purporting  to  contain  cod 
liver  oil  or  a  derivative  of  the  same,  it  was  clearly  shown  that  the 
product  did  not  contain  a  sufficient  amount  of  cod  liver  oil  or  any- 
thing derived  from  cod  liver  oil  for  a  well  qualified  chemist  to  de- 
tect it.  In  fact,  one  of  the  chemists  testified  to  the  effect  that  there 
was  not  sufficient  cod  liver  oil  present  in  a  barrel  of  the  material 
■  to  enable  him  to  identify  the  same. 

The  other  preparation  represented  as  a  cod  liver  oil  product  is 
free  from  cod  liver  oil.  It  is  styled  a  cordial  and  possesses  a 
sweet  taste  which  would  suggest  the  presence  of  sugar,  but,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  product  is  sweetened  with  a  chemical  known  as 
saccharin.  Such  value  as  these  remedies  may  possess  undoubtedly 
resides  in  the  agent  present  aside  from  the  material  represented  as 
cod  liver  oil  or  derivatives  of  cod  liver  oil.  A  representation  to  the 
effect,  either  expressed  or  implied,   that  the  value  of  the  product 
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depends  upon  the  cod  liver  oil  present  or  a  derivative  of  the  same 
is  a  misrepresentation. 

CONSUMPTION   CUBES 

The  exploitation  of  so-called  consumption  cures  has  apparently 
always  been  an  inviting  field  to  quacks.  Promoters  of  these  reme- 
dies are  lavish  in  advertising  them  as  positive  and  infallible  cures. 
From  the  nature  of  the  disease  and  the  general  information  avail- 
able to  the  public,  it  is  only  natural  that  persons  so  afflicted  should 
grasp  the  last  straw,  for  what  will  not  a  man  do  for  his  life? 

These  remedies,  as  a  whole,  contain  one  or  more  of  the  well- 
known  habit  forming  agents,  the  action  of  which  is  to  benumb  the 
sensibilities  and  thus  make  coughing  and  some  of  the  other  symp- 
toms less  distressing,  thus  leading  the  victim  to  the  belief  that  the 
medicine  is  actually  bringing  about  the  results  claimed.  The  rav- 
ages of  the  diseases  are  however  neither  checked  nor  abated  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  the  patient  appears  to  feel  better.  The  most 
disastrous  feature  of  the  scheme  is  that  the  unfortunate  sufferer 
is  robbed  of  valuable  time  which  could  be  used  to  advantage  in  re- 
storing him  to  strength  and  health.  It  is  well  known  that  if  treat- 
ment is  begun  early  the  disease  can  be  arrested,  but  not  by  the 
various  worthless  and  deceptive  nostrums  herewith  presented. 

Tuberculozyne.  It  is  claimed  that  the  value  of  Tuberculozyne  re- 
sides in  the  presence  of  a  small  amount  of  an  organic  copper  salt. 
No  medical  man  of  any  experience  or  standing  knows  of  the  won- 
derful properties  attributed  to  this  chemical,  yet  Tuberculozyne  is 
exploited  far  and  wide  throughout  the  United  States.  The  habit 
forming  agency  present  in  this  product  is  heroin.  The  remaining 
slides  simply  amplify  what  is  brought  out  in  connection  with  the 
above  remedy.  They  are  all  unmitigated  frauds.  The  view  repre- 
senting the  skeleton  at  the  bedside  is  truly  emblematic  of  the  out- 
come of  the  patients  using  such  remedies. 

So-called  Cancer  Cures.  One  of  the  most  wicked  schemes  for 
separating  the  unfortunate  sick  from  their  money  is  the  exploit- 
ing of  schemes  for  treating  cancer  in  absentin.  They  are  sent  to 
the  patients  direct  and  are  used  without  the  supervision  or  care 
of  a  medical  man.  The  Radol  scheme  has  been  outlined  in  a  pre- 
vious portion  of  this  lecture.  In  the  slide  before  you  there  is  a 
view  of  the  actual  cancer  bug.  Particular  attention  is  called  to 
one  of  the  sentences  constituting  part  of  this  advertisement,  namely 
"Any  lump  in  a  woman's  breast  is  cancer."  The  fallacy  of  this 
statement  can  readily  be  comprehended  when  it  is  remembered  that 
there  has  probably  never  been  a  developed  woman  who  has  not  had 
what  might  be  termed  lumps  in  her  breast  sometime  in  her  life, 
which  did  not  have  the  remotest  connection  with  cancer.     It  is  in- 
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terestiug  to  note  in  this  connection  that  nearly  all  of  the  so-called 
cancer  schemes  have  been  favored  with  a  postoffice  fraud  order. 

SOOTHING    SYRUPS 

There  is  a  large  line  of  preparations  on  the  market  known  un- 
der several  names,  such  as  Soothing  Syrups,  Baby  Syrups,  Colic 
Cures,  Infant's  Friend,  Children's  Comfort,  Children's  Anodynes, 
Teething  Concoctions,  etc.,  the  ostensible  purpose  of  which  purports 
to  be  the  treating  of  the  ailments  common  to  childhood.  It  has 
long  been  known  to  the  medical  profession  chat  these  remedies  con- 
tain habit  forming  agents,  but  the  vast  majority  of  mothers  are 
ignorant  of  this  fact,  although  some  degree  of  publicity  has  been 
given  the  matter  during  recent  years.  Notwithstanding  this  fact, 
many  mothers  still  labor  under  the  impression  that  they  are  neither 
harmful  nor  habit  forming  because  of  former  and  even  present  mis- 
representation, and,  therefore,  give  them  with  a  certain  feeling  of 
security  with  a  result  that  in  some  instances  the  baby  is  put  to 
sleep  never  to  wake  again.  Sometimes  a  soothing  syrup  baby  looks 
plump  and  healthy,  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  its  flesh  is  soft  and 
flabby,  and  withstands  attacks  of  illness  very  poorly.  It  hardly 
seems  necessary  for  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  individual 
products,  but  in  order  to  refresh  your  memory,  I  have  caused  to  be 
placed  upon  the  screen  some  of  the  most  representative.  Your  at- 
tention is  particularly  called  to  the  product  known  as  "Espey's 
Syrup  for  Children's  Dentition"  containing  a  declared  amount  of 
cocain  hydrochloride.  It  is  hardly  believable  that  anyone  for  the 
sake  of  a  few  dollars  would  concoct  for  infant  use  such  a  perni- 
cious  mixture. 

MEDICATED    SOFT   DRINKS 

After  babyhood  the  child  is  introduced  to  another  line  of  prod- 
ucts which  contain  greater  or  smaller  quantities  of  habit  forming 
agents,  namely,  some  of  the  so-called  medicated  soft  drinks.  A 
large  number  of  them  contain  not  only  caffein  but  also  cocain.  A 
considerable  number  have  already  been  prosecuted  under  the  fed- 
eral law  for  containing  deleterious  ingredients  which  render  the 
same  deleterious  to  health.  Several  state  legislatures  are  actively 
engaged  in  curtailing  them.  These  products  have  been  placed  on 
the  market  largely  during  the  past  twenty  years.  On  account  of 
insufficient  information  they  were  formerly  looked  upon  as  com- 
paratively harmless  but  they  are  now  known  to  be  an  impending 
evil.  Centuries  before  cocain  was  introduced  as  a  remedial  agent, 
wonderful  accounts  of  the  energy  creating  properties  of  coca  leaves 
were  chronicled.  Impetus  was  given  to  this  belief  by  the  enthusias- 
tic reports  of  the  virtues  of  this  drug  published  not  only  in  medical 
literature  but  in  the  secular  press  as  well.     Cocain  is  one  of  the 
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most  insidious  and  dangerous  habit  forming  agents  known.  Kola 
nut  was  prominently  brought  forward  about  twenty-five  years  ago 
as  an  agent  for  the  reilief  of  fatigue,  but  in  this  respect  it  has  been 
a  disappointment.  "Whatever  virtue  this  product  does  possess  is 
due  to  the  caffein  it  contains.  In  the  drinks  on  the  market  caf- 
fein  has  almost  entirely  replaced  the  kola  nuts.  The  purported  vir- 
tue of  coca  leaves  and  cola  nuts  have  been  largely  exploited  and  it 
was  only  natural  that  they  should  be  combined  in  preparations 
which  would  represent  the  virtues  of  both.  It  is  not  uncommon  at 
present  to  find  persons  addicted  to  the  use  of  drinks  of  this  type. 
It  is  well  known  that  parents  as  a  rule  withhold  tea  and  coffee 
from  their  children,  but  having  no  knowledge  of  the  presence  of 
caffein,  coeain  and  other  deleterious  agents  in  these  soft  drinks,  they 
unwittingly  permit  their  children  to  be  harmed  by  their  use.  In 
passing  it  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  life  insurance  companies 
are  considering  the  status  of  soft  drink  habitues  as  future  risks. 

DOPE  DOCTORS 

I  desire  now  to  call  your  attention  to  the  part  played  by  so-called 
medical  men,  in  fact,  dope  doctors,  in  abetting  drug  addiction, — 
namely — the  writing  of  prescriptions  calling  for  coeain  or  mor- 
phine for  a  nominal  sum  under  the  guise  of  supplying  the  necessary 
drug  to  the  habitues.  These  men  consider  this  their  prerogative. 
They  believe  themselves  above  the  law.  The  slide  before  you  rep- 
resents three  coeain  prescriptions  taken  from  a  goodly  number  writ- 
ten by  one  of  these  dope  doctors  for  a  coeain  addict.  Let  us  hope 
that  the  day  may  soon  come  when  a  practice  of  this  character  is 
no    longer    permissible. 

DRUG   ADDICTION   TREATMENT 

» 

With  the  exploitation  and  advertising  of  the  medicines  contain- 
ing habit  forming  agents  and  the  indiscriminate  prescribing  of  same 
by  certain  medical  men,  it  is  but  natural  to  expect  that  drug  addic- 
tion would  result.  It  is  only  surprising  that  the  number  of  cases 
is  not  greater.  The  reasons  for  this  probably  are,  first,  that  the 
average  individual  is  horrified  to  think  of  becoming  a  drug  addict; 
second,  the  secret  of  many  of  the  habitues  dies  with  them ;  and, 
third,  the  most  common  cases,  that  is,  those  using  coeain,  morphine 
and  opium  are  short  lived,  most  of  them  dying  within  ten  years 
after  contracting  the  habit.  The  craving  for  these  drugs  with  rare 
exceptions  cannot  be  overcome  or  controlled  as  long  as  the  drugs 
are  obtainable.  During  recent  years  a  number  of  the  states  have 
enacted  very  stringent  laws  regulating  the  sale  and  distribution  of 
morphine,  opium,  coeain  and  preparations  containing  sources  of 
supply  outside  of  their  respective  states,  which  demand  has  been 
supplied    by     the    so-called    drug    addiction    treatments    exploited 
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largely  through  the  agency  of  newspapers  and  correspondents. 
These  remedies  are  usually  represented  by  the  promoters  as  suc- 
cessful home  treatments  based  upon  a  marvellous  combination  of 
drugs,  a  profound  secret  to  the  exploiters.  In  most  cases,  however, 
these  treatments  contain  the  very  drug  or  drugs  for  which  they 
are  advertised  as  cures.  For  example,  one  physician  furnished  a 
treatment  to  a  supposed  morphine  slave  containing  according  to 
his  own  statement  22  grains  of  morphine  to  the  fluid  ounce  and  in 
addition  4  minims  of  fluid  extract  of  cannabis  indica  to  the  fluid 
ounce.  Another,  a  reverend  doctor,  supplied  a  mixture  containing 
on  the  average  14.2  grains  of  morphine  sulphate  to  the  ounce.  An 
interesting  practice  in  vogue  is  the  sending  of  a  treatment  consist- 
ing of  a  number  of  packages  marked  from  1  to  18  inclusive,  or 
whatever  number  there  may  be.  In  one  instance  a  treatment  con- 
sisting of  ten  bottles  marked  from  1  to  ten  inclusive,  was  sent,  and 
every  one  bore  the  same  inscription,  "First  Supply.  Dionin  2  2-3  gr. 
morphine  4  gr.  per  fluid  ounce.  Each  bottle  held  about  four  ounces 
of  the  fluid  which  makes  them  contain  about  16  grains  of  mor- 
phine and  about  10  grains  of  dionin,  a  morphine  derivative.  There 
are  at  present  about  thirty  of  these  treatments  sold  throughout  the 
United  States.  They  are  sent  indiscriminately  into  any  home,  al- 
though some  of  them  contain  sufficient  poison  to  kill  a  dozen  men, 
and  in  only  one  instance  has  the  writer  observed  a  statement  of 
warning  relative  to  their  poisonous  character.  Some  of  the  pro- 
moters themselves  have  little  knowledge  of  the  dangerous  character 
of  the  mixtures  they  are  handling;  for  example,  it  was  found  that 
one  of  these  treatments  handled  by  a  grocerymau  who  had  neither 
medical  nor  pharmaceutical  knowledge,  was  distributed  to  any- 
one asking  for  it.  In  some  instances,  these  men  organize  into  firms 
or  corporations,  and  employ  doctors  to  assist  them  in  their  nefari- 
ous business.  The  chief  object  for  employing  a  physician  in  chis 
connection  is  to  evade  the  various  state  laws,  because  a  business  of 
this  character  would  probably  be  construed  as  practicing  medicine, 
and  such  practice  is  denied  to  persons  not  legally  qualified  as  medi- 
cal practitioners.  These  physicians  very  well  understand  that  there 
are  at  present  no  substances  known  to  the  medical  profession  which 
can  be  used  successfully  in  the  treatment  of  drug  addicts  without 
the  careful  supervision  and  restraining  influence  of  the  medical 
man  himself  and  the  constant  attendance  of  a  nurse  acquainted 
with  drug  addiction.  It  is  well  known  that  the  drug  addict  is  in- 
capable of  treating  himself.  The  chief  object  of  this  scheme  seems 
to  be  to  extract  money  from  the  unfortunate  victims  who  in  many 
instances  continue  the   treatment   over  a   period  of  years. 

Another  very  interesting  feature  brought  out  in  connection  with 
this  business  is  the  fact  that  the  demand  for  the  treatment  is 
greater  in  states  having  stringent  anti-narcotic  laws;    for  example, 
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the  laws  of  Texas,  California,  the  District  of  Columb'ia,  Virginia, 
etc.,  relative  to  the  sale  or  distribution  of  cocain  or  preparations 
containing  the  same,  are  rather  stringent  and  vigorously  enforced 
with  the  result  that  the  demand  for  these  treatments  is  greater 
than  in  certain  other  sections  of  the  United  States.  In  some  in- 
stances,  even   physicians   evolve   and   operate   this   scheme. 

ILLICIT   PEDDLERS 

Another  disturbing  feature  of  great  proportion  is  the  fact  that 
some  irresponsible  persons  obtain  cocain,  morphine  and  opium  in 
various  ways  from  persons  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  a  state  or  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  peddle  same  within  a  certain  jurisdiction  to 
a  list  of  patrons.  The  ingenuity  and  cunning  of  these  peddlers  is  as- 
ishing;  for  instance,  one  was  found  carrying  a  bood  hollowed  out 
for  this  purpose  as  shown  in  the  illustration.  The  edges  of  the 
leaves  and  one  of  the  covers  were  glued  together,  and  the  body  of 
the  pages  cut  out,  thus  leaving  a  book-like  box  well  adapted  for 
the  business.  Every  possible  effort  should  be  made  to  eradicate 
the  possibility  of  the  existence  of  peddler's  outfits  of  this  character. 

If  the  remarks  that  I  have  made,  accompanied  by  the  lantern 
slides  will  induce  thought  and  consideration  on  the  part  of  my 
hearers,  I  shall  consider  the  time  well  spent. 
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THE  UNITED  STATES  PHARMACOPCEIAL 
CONVENTION,   1910.

All  during  the  week  of  May  2nd  many  of  us,  in  fact  about  four 
hundred  of  us,  were  kept  busy  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Amer- 
ean  Pharmaceutical  Association  at  Richmond,  where  in  the  beauti- 
ful Hotel  Jefferson  there  assembled  as  representative  and  fine  a  set 
of  pharmacists  as  ever  graced  a  meeting  of  that  association.  Rich- 
mond is  an  ideal  convention  city  in  many  ways,  mainly,  however, 
because  of  the  splendid  facilities  and  accommodations  at  the  beau- 
tiful Hotel  Jefferson,  where  in  the  court  just  back  of  the  large  spa- 
cious hotel  lobby,  surrounded  by  palms  and  potted  plants  and  splash- 
ing fountains  and  under  a  beautifully  illuminated  dome  stands  the 
magnificent  statue  of  that  great  genius  whose  mind  formulated  and 
whose  mighty  pen  wrote  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  One 
of  the  principal  reasons  why  the  Richmond  meeting  was  so  largely 
attended  by  so  representative  a  body  of  men  was  the  fact  that  im- 
mediately following  it  on  Tuesday  of  the  following  week  there  was 
to  assemble  at  Washington  the  Ninth  Annual  Pharmacopoeial  Con- 
vention gathered  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  Committee  of  Revision 
to  revise  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia,  the  pharmacist's  bible  and  the 
pure  food  and  drug  expert's  breviary.  The  American  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  is  the  oldest,  best  and  most  active  pharmaceutical 
association  in  this  country  and  promises  to  become  very  soon  the 
most  largely  attended  association  containing  the  largest  dues  pay- 
ing membership,  and  exercising  the  greatest  influence  in  this  coun- 
try for  the  scientific  and  commercial  uplift  of  the  toiling  and  hard- 
worked  pharmacist.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  annual  volume  of 
proceedings  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  is  the  most 
valuable  publication  in  pharmacy  published  today  for  the  retail 
pharmacist,  both  because  of  its  splendid  array  of  scientific  papers 
and  discussions  and  as  well  because  of  the  excellent  report  on  the 
progress  of  pharmacy  contained  in  it  and  written  by  the  Nestor  of 
retail  pharmacists — the  man  whom  we  all  respect  and  love  both  for 
his  profound  knowledge,  his  active  connection  all  through  life  with 
the  retail  drug  business  and  his  unsurpassed  series  of  annual  re- 
ports upon  the  progress  of  pharmacy  published  now  annually  for 
thirty  years  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  When  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  in 
addition  to  its  very  high  stand  on  scientific  pharmacy  and  educa- 
tional pharmacy  will  take  its  equally  important  and  high  stand  upon 
the  commercial  side  of  pharmacy,  then  every  retail  druggist  must 
surely  become  a  member,  for  he  will  then  surely  not  only  elevate 
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his  scientific  knowledge  and  standing  by  studying  its  volume  of  pro- 
ceedings but  he  will  as  well  learn  enough  practical  points  and  draw 
as  much  dollars  and  cents  gaining  ideas  as  will  repay  him  ten  times 
over  the  annual  membership  fee  of  five  dollars.  The  druggist  who 
does  not  attend  conventions  of  his  fellowmen  and  who  does  not  read 
any  trade  journals  or  association  proceedings  will  and  must  inevit- 
ably dry  up  with  dryrot.  He  cannot  get  any  new  ideas,  he  does  not 
absorb  any  new  and  necessary  knowledge  and  he  loses  his  good 
cheer  and  geniality  by  ostracising  himself  from  the  rest  of  nis  fel- 
lowmen. If  you  can  by  any  means  attend  a  meeting  of  your  state 
association  never  fail  to  do  so  and  if  you  can  attend  a  meeting  of 
the  National  Association  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, you  will  find  that  it  will  repay  you  in  every  way  possible; 
your  health,  your  knowledge,  your  good  humor,  your  nerves  and 
your  business  ideas  will  all  be  most  decidedly  sharpened  at  the 
grindstone  of  contact  with  representative  successful  men. 

From  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  meeting  we  all 
turned  our  faces  up  the  Potomac  to  Washington  to  participate  in 
the  Convention  there  of  some  five  hundred  delegates  from  practi- 
cally every  pharmaceutical  and  medical  association  and  college  in 
the  country.  There  we  met  men  from  Oregon  and  Maine,  Florida 
and  Texas,  and  even  far-off  Cuba  sent  three  delegates  to  thank  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Convention  for  translating  the  Eighth  Re- 
vision of  the  U.  S.  P.  into  Spanish,  and  it  was  some  satisfaction  to 
hear  delegates  from  Cuba  and  Costa  Rica  state  that  this  Spanish  U. 
S.  Pharmacopeia  is  gradually  being  made  the  official  pharmacopoeia 
of  all  the  Spanish-American  countries  in  Central  and  South  Amer- 
ica. It  was  a  great  pity  that  at  Richmond  as  well  as  at  Washing- 
ton so  comparatively  few  pharmacists  and  physicians  were  present 
to  help  in  this  great  work  of  pharmacopoeial  advance  and  revision. 
The  result  is  that  only  five  men  from  the  South  were  on  the  last 
Revision  Committee  of  twenty-five  men,  of  which  three  were  from 
Baltimore,  one  from  Louisville  and  one  from  Atlanta  and  that  on 
the  new  just  elected  General  Committee  of  Revision  of  fifty  mem- 
bers only  six  are  from  the  South,  viz.  two  from  Baltimore,  two  from 
Washington,  one  from  Louisville  and  one  from  Dallas.  It  behooves 
the  pharmacists  and  physicians  of  the  South  be  more  active  in 
their  interest  in  the  U.  S.  P.  because  unless  they  are,  their  interests 
and  the  products  they  are  especially  interested  in  must  suffer  in 
the  Phamacopoeia. 

THE   PHARMACOPOEIA!,   CONVENTION. 

Held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  May  10,  11,  12,  13,  1910. 
Second  Vice-President,  Dr.  O.  H.  Wall,  of  St.  Louis,  in  the  chair. 
Notwithstanding  the  agitation  as  to  the  control  of  the  Pharmaco- 
poeia, the  Ninth  Decennial  Convention,  which  met  at  the  Hotel  Wil- 
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lard,  in  Washington,  on  May  10th,  passed  off  without  any  unseemly 
wrangling  as  to  domination  either  by  physicians  or  by  pharmacists. 
The  geneal  method  of  organization  was  changed  somewhat  by  pro- 
viding for  the  election  of  a  general  committee  of  revision  numbering 
fifty,  who,  in  turn,  are  to  elect  from  among  their  number  an  execu- 
tive committee  of  revision,  numbering  sixteen  members,  in  whose 
hands  the  details  of  revision  are  to  be  placed. 

One  interesting  feature  of  the  convention  was  the  attendance  of 
delegates  from  the  University  of  Havana,  and  an  address  from  the 
Hon.  William  L.  Merry,  Minister  from  Costa  Rica  to  the  United 
States.  The  presence  of  these  representatives  of  foreign  countriea 
shows  that  the  work  of  the  United  States  in  the  making  of  phar- 
macopoeias is  winning  some  recognition  in  the  Spanish  Americas. 
The  volume  has  already  been  recognized  officially  in  Cuba  and  Costa 
Rica,  and  has  received  joint  recognition  together  with  other  phar- 
macopoeias in  several  other  Latin-American  countries. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  Dr.  Otto  A.  Wall,  of  St. 
Louis,  the  second  vice-president  of  the  convention,  on  whose  shoul- 
ders that  duty  had  devolved  through  the  illness  of  the  president, 
Dr.  H.  C.  Wood,  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  death  of  the  first  vice- 
presient,  Dr.  A.   B.  Prescott,  of  Michigan. 

The  president  introduced  the  Hon.  Wm.  L.  Merry,  Minister  to  the 
United  States  from  the  Republic  of  Costa  Rica,  which  has  adopted 
the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United  States  as  the  official  standard,  and 
he  delivered  an  address  on  the  relations  of  the  American  Republics 
and  the  effect  which  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  United  States  has 
exerted  on  these  relations. 

The  Hon.  Charles  Nagel,  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  said 
in  welcoming  the  convention  that  Secretary  Wilson,  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  wished  to  make  the  regulations  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  as  stringent  as  possible,  so  as  to  protect  the 
health  of  the  community,  and  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  La- 
bor was  intent  on  seeing  that  the  rules  went  no  further  than  was 
necessary,  so  as  not  to  hamper  commerce.  Fortunately  the  two 
secretaries  had  been  able  to  cooperate  without  sacrificing  either  the 
health  of  the  community  or  the  prosperity  of  our  trade.  Mr.  Nagel 
said  that  much  of  the  agitation  which  had  been  going  on  lately  might 
have  been  obviated  if  industry  and  commerce  had  been  willing  to 
concede  the  need  of  some  sort  of  regulation,  but  their  failure  to 
make  this  concession  had  made  it  necessary  for  such  regulations  to 
come  from  the  outside. 

This  was  followed  by  the  reading  of  the  address  of  the  president, 
Dr.  H.  C.  Wood,  who  was  unable  to  attend.  The  address  was  read 
by  Dr.  Wall  and  referred  to  a  committee  for  report.  The  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Credentials  was  submitted  in  printed  form  and 
adopted  without  reading. 
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A  recess  of  five  minutes  was  taken,  during  which  time  the  dele- 
gates selected  from  among  their  number  the  names  of  such  as  they 
wished  to  act  upon,  their  respective  delegations  on  a  general  nomi- 
nating committee  to  be  composed  of  one  member  from  each  delega- 
tion. 

The  secretary,  Dr.  Henry  M.  Whelpley,  of  St.  Louis,  submitted  a 
report,  which  was  approved,  and  the  treasurer  submitted  a  finan- 
cial statement  showing  that  the  receipts  for  the  ten  years  ending 
April  30,  1910,  amounted  to  $176,016.00  and  the  expenditures  to 
$116,097.00. 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Revision,  Professor  Joseph  P. 
Remington,  of  Philadelphia,  presented  a  report  which  covered  the 
work  of  that  committee,  and  explained  the  conditions  which  that 
committee  had  been  called  upon  to  meet.  In  the  course  of  his  re- 
port he  referred  to  the  translation  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  into  Span- 
ish and  took  occaison  to  introduce  to  the  members  Dr.  Jose  Guil- 
lermo  Diaz,  who  had  made  the  translation  and  whose  excellent  Span- 
ish had  been  an  important  factor  in  popularizing  the  work  in  the 
Spanish  Americas.  This  report  was  referred  to  the  same  commit- 
tee which  had  received  the  presidential  address.  The  delegates 
from  the  University  of  Havana,  Dr.  Juan  Guiteras,  Dr.  J.  G.  Diaz, 
and  Dr.  Jose  Alacan,  were  extended  the  privileges  of  the  floor. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  had  submitted  in  print  several  changes  in 
the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  convention,  the  discussion  of 
which  took  considerable  time,  though  there  was  no  great  difference 
of  opinion  developed.  The  principal  changes  effected  may  be  sum- 
marized as  follows :  In  addition  to  the  bodies  already  entitled  to 
send  delegates,  it  was  agreed  that  delegates  would  be  sent  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  and  Labor, 
the  Association  of  Official  Agricultural  Chemists,  the  Association  of 
State  and  National  Food  and  Dairy  Departments,  the  National 
Wholesale  Druggists'  Association,  and  the  National  Dental  Associa- 
tion. It  was  further  agreed  that  a  general  committee  on  revision, 
of  fifty  members,  be  elected  by  the  convention  and  that  this  commit- 
tee should  be  empowered  to  select  an  executive  committee,  which 
should  have  charge  of  the  actual  work  of  revision.  The  by-laws  were 
also  amended  in  some  unimportant  particulars. 

At  the  session  of  Wednesday  morning  Professor  H.  V.  Amy  re- 
ported that  the  nominating  committee  met  Tuesday  night  and  that 
it  recommended  the  election  of  the  following  officers :  President,  Dr. 
H.  W.  Wiley,  of  Washington ;  vice-presidents,  Dr.  N.  S.  Davis,  of 
Illinois,  Charles  Caspari,  Jr.,  of  Maryland,  Dr.  O.  T.  Osborne,  of 
Connecticut,  Leo  Eliel,  of  Indiana,  and  Dr.  W.  A.  Bastedo,  of  New 
York ;  secretary,  Dr.  M.  G.  Motter,  of  the  District  of  Columbia ; 
assistant  secretary,  Dr.  Noble  P.  Barnes,  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia ;  treasurer,  S.  L.  Hilton,  of  the  District  of  Columbia ;  trustees : 
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Dr.  J.  II.  Beal.  of  Ohio,  F.  W.  Meissner,  of  Indiana,  Dr,  W.  J. 
Schieffelin,  of  New  York,  Dr.  G.  H.  Simmons,  of  Illinois,  and  H. 
M.    Whelpley,   of    Missouri.

The  chairman,  Dr.  Otto  A.  Wall,  second  vice-president  of  the  con- 
vention, took  occasion  to  thank  the  members  of  the  convention  for 
their  courteous  treatment  of  him  during  his  term  as  presiding  offi- 
cer, and  said  that  he  had  served  as  an  officer  of  the  convention  for 
thirty  years  and  was  now  glad  to  retire. 

The  newly  elected  officers  were  installed  and  Dr.  Harvey  W. 
Wiley,  the  new  president,  took  the  chair. 

A  code  of  ethics  for  the  guidance  of  pharmacists  and  physicians 
in  their  relations  to  each  other,  prepared  by  Dr.  Henry  L.  Coit,  of 
Newark,  N.  J.,  was  submitted  by  the  Medical  Society  of  New  Jer- 
sey and  referred  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

THE  COMMITTEE  OF  REVISION. 

The  General  Committee  of  Revision,  numbering  fifty  members, 
convened  for  organization  immediately  after  adjournment  of  the 
convention  on  Wednesday  noon,  and  elected  Professor  Joseph  P. 
Remington   chairman   of  the  committee. 

At  the  afternoon  session  on  Wednesday  the  outgoing  Committee 
of  Revision  submitted  suggestions  for  the  guidance  of  the  incoming 
committee.  These  suggestions  were  debated  and  slightly  modified 
and  were  finally  adopted  in  the  following  form  as  general  principles 
to  be  followed  in  revising  the  Pharmacopoeia,  save  that  articles  15, 
16,  and  17  were  merely  referred  to  the  committee  without  recom- 
mendation : 

1.  Scope  of  the  Phakmacopoeia. 

We  recommend  that  the  Committee  of  Revision  be  authorized  to 
admit  into  the  Pharmacopoeia  any  medicinal  substance  of  known 
origin;  but  no  substance  or  combination  of  substances  shall  be  in- 
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troduced  if  the  composition  or  mode  of  manufacture  thereof  be  kept 
secret,  or  if  it  be  controlled  by  unlimited  proprietary  or  patent 
rights,  and  the  list  of  substances  should  be  carefully  selected,  with 
standards  for  identity  and  purity,  as  far  as  possible.  Substances 
used  only  for  technical  purposes  should  not  be  admitted  to  the  next 
Pharmacopoeia,  and  a  statement  should  be  placed  in  the  preface  to 
the  effect  that  standards  of  purity  and  strength,  prescribed  in  vhe 
text  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  are  intended  solely  to  apply  to  substances 
which  are  used  for  medicinal  purposes  or  in  determining  the  iden- 
tity and  purity  of  the  same. 

2.  Doses. 

We  recommend  that  after  each  pharmacopoeial  article  (drug, 
chemical,  or  preparation)  which  is  used  or  likely  to  be  used  intern- 
ally or  hypodermic-ally,  the  committee  be  instructed  to  state  the 
average,  approximate  (but  neither  a  minimum  nor  a  maximum) 
dose  for  adults,  and,  where  deemed  advisable,  also  for  children. 
The  metric  system  to  be  used,  and  the  approximate  equivalent  or- 
dinary weights  or  measures  inserted  in  parenthesis.  It  is  to  be  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  neither  this  convention  nor  the  Committee 
of  Revision  created  by  it  intends  to  have  these  doses  regarded  as 
obligatory  on  the  physician;  the  Committee  should  be  directed  to 
make  a  distinct  declaration  to  this  effect  in  some  prominent  place  in 
the  new  Pharmacopoeia. 

3.  Nomenclature. 

We  recommend  that  changes  in  the  titles  of  articles  at  preesnt 
official  be  made  only  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  greater  accuracy, 
brevity,  or  safety  in  dispensing,  and  to  eliminate  therapeutically 
suggestive  titles.  In  the  case  of  newly  admitted  articles,  it  is  rec- 
ommended that  such  titles  be  chosen  as  are  in  harmony  with  gen- 
eral usage  and  convenient  for  prescribing;  but  in  the  case  of  chemi- 
cals of  definite  composition  the  scientific  name  should  be  given  at 
least  as  a  synonym. 

There  should  also  be  inserted,  after  each  article  used  by  physi- 
cians in  prescriptions,  a  carefully  considered  abbreviated  name, 
which  may  be  known  as  an  official  abbreviation,  in  order  that  uni- 
formity may  be  established  throughout  the  country,  with  the  object 
of  preventing  mistakes  in  reading  and  compounding  prescriptions, 
and  further,  to  serve  as  authorized  abbreviations  in  labeling  the 
store  furniture  of  the  pharmacist. 

4.  Synonyms. 

We  recommend  that  the  list  of  synonyms  should  be  enlarged  for 
the  next  revision,  and  the  synonyms  printed  in  the  text  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia, immediately  after  the  English  name  of  the  substance.    A 
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statement  should  be  made  in  the  preface  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  that 
substances  labeled  with  an  artificial  synonym,  must  comply  with 
the  same  standards,  tests,  and  requirements  as  are  demanded  for 
the  official  article  under  any  name. 

5.  Purity  and  Strength  of  Pharmacopoeiax  Articles. 

We  recommend  that  the  committee  be  instructed  to  revise  as 
carefully  as  possible  the  limits  of  purity  and  strength  of  the  phar- 
macopceial  chemicals  and  preparations  for  which  limiting  tests  are 
or  may  be  given.  While  no  concession  should  be  made  toward  a 
dimunition  of  medicinal  value,  allowance  should  be  made  for  un- 
avoidable, binocular  impurities  or  variations  due  to  the  particular 
source  or  mode  of  preparation,  or  to  the  keeping  qualities  of  the 
several   articles. 

The  "Purity  Rubric"  which  limits  the  percentage  of  innocuous 
impurities,  as  introduced  into  the  Eighth  Revision,  should  be  con- 
tinued, and  tests  and  requirements  should  be  appended  to  each  ar- 
ticle carrying  a  "Purity  Rubric." 

In  the  case  of  crude  drugs  and  natural  products,  the  limits  of 
admissible  impurities  should  be  placed  at  such  a  figure  as  to  ex- 
clude any  that  would  not  be  accepted  by  other  countries. 

6.  International  Standards. 

The  International  Conference  for  the  Unification  of  Formulas  for 
Potent  Remedies  performed  a  signal  service  for  all  countries  by 
recommending  the  various  pharmacopoeias  of  the  world  to  adopt 
certain  standards  for  potent  medicines.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  next  Committee  of  Revision  adopt  these  standards,  but  it  is 
believed  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  require  the  acceptance  of  the 
details  of  pharmaceutical  or  other  processes  recommended  by  the 
International  Conference. 

If  the  finished  product  conforms  to  the  international  standards, 
we  believe  that  each  country  should  be  left  free  to  adopt  such  de- 
tail and  manipulation  as  may  seem  to  them  best.  Nothing  should 
prevent,  however,  the  adoption  of  the  recommendations  of  the  con- 
ference, as  to  details,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  next  Committee  of 
Revision,  by  so  doing  the  Pharmacopoeia  can  be  improved. 

7.  General   Formulae. 

It  is  recommended  that  general  formulae  be  introduced,  as  far  as 
the  particular  nature  of  the  several  drugs  will  permit,  for  fluid  ex- 
tracts, tinctures  and  such  other  preparations  as  are  made  by  identi- 
cal processes,  and  that  the  general  formula  to  be  followed  in  eacb 
case  be  merely  indicated  by  reference. 
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8.  Appending  a  List  of  Preparations  in  which  an  Official 
Article  is  Used. 

It  is  recommended  that,  especially  for  the  convenience  of  practic- 
ing physicians,  there  should  be  appended  after  each  article  in  the 
text  a  list  of  the  official  preparations  in  which  it  is  used. 

A  few  exceptions  may  be  made  to  this  in  such  cases  as  water, 
alcohol,    glycerin,   sugar,   etc. 

9.  Alcoholic  Percentage  in  Official  Preparations. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  range  of  volume  content,  of  absolute 
alcohol,  be  stated  in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  for  each  preparation  con- 
taining alcohol. 

Assay  Processes. 

We  recommended  that  the  committee  be  instructed  to  introduce  as- 
say processes  for  as  many  of  the  potent  drugs  and  preparations 
made  therefrom  as  may  be  found  practicable,  provided  that  the 
processes  of  assay  are  reasonably  simple  (both  as  to  methods  and 
apparatus  required)  and  lead  to  fairly  uniform  results  in  different 
hands.  As  regards  the  products  of  such  assays,  tests  of  identity 
and  purity  should  be  added  wherever  feasible. 

It  is  recommended  that  biological  tests  or  assays,  when  accurate 
and  reliable,  may  be  admitted. 

11.  Serums  and  Other  Biological  Products. 

It  is  recommended  that  serums  and  other  biological  products,  of 
approved  usefulness,  if  standardized  by  the  government  or  one  of 
the  departments,  may  be  admitted  to  the  next  revision  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia. 

12.  Weights  and  Measures. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  retain  the 
metric  system  of  weights  and  measures  as  adopted  in  the  Eighth 
Decennial  Revision. 

13.  Supplement. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Committee  of  Revision  be  authorized 
to  prepare  a  supplement  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  at  any  time  they  may 
deem  such  action  desirable. 

14.  New  Descriptions. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  General  Committee  of  Revision  pub- 
lish an  abstract  of  new  descriptions  and  standards  and  of  changes 
in  descriptions  and  standards  for  comment  and  criticism  prior  to 
final  adoption. 
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15.  Atomic  Weights. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  system  of  atomic  weights,  authorized 
by  the  International  Committee  (0-16),  be  adopted  for  the  next  Re- 
vision. 

1G.  Physical  Constants. 

It  is  recommended  that  official  methods  for  taking  physical  con- 
stants be  inserted  in  the  "Introductory  Notices,"  and  these  shall 
apply  to  all  articles  in  which  physical  constants  are  officially  used, 
unless  otherwise  specifically  excepted. 

17.  Standard  Temperature. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  standard  temperature  of  25  degrees 
C.  (77  degrees  F.)  be  retained,  as  used  in  the  present  Revision  (ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  alcohol),  and  that  a  table  be  inserted  in  the 
appendix  for  corresponding  figures  at  15  degrees  C.   (59  degrees  F.) 

18.  Composite  Preparations. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  introduction  of  new  composite  prep- 
arations be  discouraged  as  far  as  possible. 

19.  Pharmacognostical  Descriptions. 

It  is  recommended  that,  with  the  description  of  a  crude  drug, 
there  be  incuded  brief,  pharmacognostical  descriptions,  both  macro- 
scopic and  microscopic  where  practicable,  and  there  should  be  added 
a  statement  of  the  appearance  of  the  structural  elements  in  the 
powder,  when  examined  microscopically  as  a  means  of  detecting 
adulteration. 

20.  Powdered  Drugs. 

It  is  recommended  that,  in  the  next  Pharmacopoeia,  powdered 
drugs  be  required  to  represent  the  entire  drug  unless  specifically 
stated  otherwise.  Where  the  drug  can  be  powdered  without  resi- 
due this  should  be  required ; :  in  other  cases  the  amount  of  allow- 
able tailings,  gruffs,  or  residue  should  be  determined  and  inserted  In 
the    text. 

21.  Diagnostic  Reagent. 

It  is  recommended  that  there  be  included  in  the  next  Pharmacop- 
oeia such  reagents,  with  standards  for  strength  and  purity,  as  are 
needed  for  the  proper  execution  of  tests  that  are  valuable  and  im- 
portant  in    the   making   of  a   correct   diagnosis. 

22.  Date  when  the  next  Pharmacopoeia  becomes  official. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Committee  of  Revision  print  upon 
the  title  page  of  the  next  Pharmacopoeia  a  definite  date,  reasonably 
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distant  from  the  actual  date  of  publication,  announcing  when  the 
new  Pharmacopoeia  is  intended  to  go  into  effect  and  to  supersede 
the  preceding  one. 

23.  Precedents. 

In  all  matters  not  specifically  provided  for,  in  these  "General 
Principles"  the  rules  established  for  previous  revisions,  if  there 
are  any,  should  generally  be  followed. 

The  final  sessions  of  the  convention  held  on  Thursday  dealt 
with  the  details  of  the  financial  and  executive  aspects  of  the  work 
and  the  convention  finally  adjourned  to  meet  in  Washington  on 
the  second  Tuesday  in  May,   1920. 

Thus,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  former  Committee  of  Revision, 
consisting  of  twenty-five  men,  eight  were  not  re-elected,  while  the 
following  were  re-elected :

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SHOULD  A  COLLEGE  DIPLOMA    BE   REQUIRED 
OF  CANDIDATES  FOR  REGISTRATION? 


Being  a  graduate  of  the  mortar  and  pestle  college  of  pharmacy, 
I  shall  defend  this  class  of  graduates  with  the  hope  that  nothing 
I  shall  say  will  offend  the  college  graduate. 

Some  years  ago  I  heard  a  physician  of  about  forty  years'  exper- 
ience in  the  practice  of  medicine  say :  "Nothing  but  actual  experi- 
ence in  everyday  practice  would  make  a  man  a  doctor,  and  that 
when  he  left  college  he  was  only  prepared  by  that  institution  to 
study  medicine."  How  true  this  is  to  our  profession!  you  may 
read  or  study  all  you  wish  the  art  of  architecture,  but  the  actual 
cutting  of  the  timbers  is  quite  a  different  proposition,  and  the  car- 
penter who  has  served  his  apprenticeship  under  some  master  work- 
man will  dissect  his  timbers  and  put  them  together  properly,  giv- 
ing you   a   turnkey   job   without  any   trouble. 

Before  our  college  bred  brother  can  cope  with  the  mortar  and 
pestle  graduate,  he  must  handle  those  tools  awhile  in  the  every  day 
work  of  the  drugstore,  and  if  he  has  a  good  master,  when  he  grad- 
uates from  the  old  mortar  and  pestle  college  he  is  not  doubtful 
about  his  ability  to  fill  any  position  in  the  state. 

Another  serious  abnormal  condition  that  possesses  the  college 
graduate  is,  When  you  send  him  to  college  and  give  him  a  dose  of 
materia  medica,  chemistry,  botany,  etc.,  and  a  handful  of  pharmacy, 
(about  all  you  can  get  in  him)  all  of  which  is  very  much  over-di- 
luted with  theory,  and  then  issue  him  a  diploma,  he  leaves  that  in- 
stitution with  a  head  about  twice  as  big  as  some  of  our  good  broth- 
ers returning  home  from  the  annual  meetings,  and  it  is  very  difficult 
for  awhile  to  convince  him  that  he  has  just  begun. 

Oh  yes;  the  college  fellow  knows  the  quiz  compends,  chemical 
arithmetics,  botanical  origins,  etc.,  and  he  is  stuffed  full  of  the  whys 
in  pharmacy,  but  you  put  him  alongside  a  decent  old  graduate  of 
mortar  and  pestle,  at  a  good  prescription  counter,  or  soda  water 
counter,  as  for  that,  and  the  college  man  doesn't  know  why  in  the 
dickens  that  old  dummy,  who  may  never  have  seen  the  picture  of  a 
college  building,  can  just  discount  him  two  to  one  in  producing  the 
goods. 

It  is  a  fact,  however  discouraging,  that  probably  seventy-five  per 
cent  of  the  average  drug  business  is  done  upon  a  commercial  scale, 
and  while  a  knowledge  of  the  prescription  work  is  necessary  to 
properly  fill  the  position,  seventy  five  per  cent  of  the  knowledge 
necessary  is  upon  a  commercial  basis. 
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No  one  will  deny  that  the  college  affords  a  great  benefit  to  our 
professional  man,  and  in  my  humble  opinion,  the  time  for  a  phar- 
macist to  take  up  this  work  is,  after  he  has  served  about  five  years 
course  at  the  mortar  and  pestle  college,  for  then  he  realizes  when 
he  gets  his  diploma  that  it  can't  do  the  prescription  work  itself  nor 
win  the  good  will  of  the  trade,  but  it  is  up  to  him  as  a  man  to  be 
wide  awake  and  produce  the  goods. 

My  experience  has  been  if  you  want  a  good  all-round  man  (and 
we  all  want  this  kind)  get  a  well  educated  fellow  with  his  diploma 
from  the  mortar  and  pestle  college,  and  you  will  find,  he  will  make 
more  friends  in  half  the  time  and  fill  about  twice  as  many  prescrip- 
tions in  the  same  time,  to  say  nothing  of  the  dispensing  of  soda 
water,  as  any  new  recruit  you  can  find  from  the  college  of  phar- 
macy. My  graduates  want  nothing  to  prove  their  proficiency,  but 
a  U.  g.  P.,  U.  g.  D..  Prof.  Remington's  P.,  a  kit  of  good  tools,  pure 
fresh  material,  and  he  will  sho  wthe  fellows  from  Missouri  how 
easy  it  is  for  him  to  prove  equal  to  the  many  perplexing  proposi- 
tions that  confront  the  busy  drug  clerk. 

Who  has  ever  mastered,  in  the  full  meaning  of  the  term,  the  pro- 
fession of  pharmacy,  with  it  almost  daily  presenting  something 
new? 

In  conclusion,  I  always  prescribe  the  college  of  pharmacy  for  the 
young  men  who  anticipate  making  "drugs"  their  life  work,  but  do 
not  consider  it  at  all  necessary  for  a  candidate  to  have  the  diplo- 
ma, for  if  you  want  the  "fiat  secundum  artem"  done  up  in  proper 
shape,  with  accuracy,  neatness  and  dispatch,  call  on  one  of  my  old 
mortar  and  pestle  fellows,  and  though  he  may  not  be  able  to  ele- 
gantly translate  the  Latin  into  English,  you  will  find  when  the  job 
is  finished  that  he  has  carried  out  the  instructions  to  the  letter.

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TO  WHAT  EXTENT  SHOULD  A  DRUG  STORE  BE 

PROFESSIONAL,   AND  TO   WHAT 

EXTENT  COMMERCIAL? 


To  the  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries: 

This  double  header  query  would  bear  more  treatment  than  my 
time  will  permit  me  giving  it.  In  treating  the  first,  or  professional 
side  of  the  subject,  a  drug  store  should  be  professional  to  the  ex- 
tent of  rigid  adherence  to  the  general  laws  governing  the  practice 
of  pharmacy,  a  cooperative,  and  not  a  cut-throat  spirit  toward  fel- 
lows of  our  calling,  keeping  in  confidence  our  every  dealing  with 
both  the  physician  and  patron  and  holding  the  esteem  and  confi- 
dence of  both.  Time  was  when  the  druggist  was  a  great  man ;  he 
had  about  him  a  mysterious  power,  or  air,  and  was  authority  on 
almost  every  subject.  He  could  call  down  the  doctor,  and  prepare 
all  the  wants  of  humanity  from  a  blister  plaster  down  to  mending 
the  loose  collar  on  a  lamp,  but  in  this  day  and  time,  he  is  a  mer- 
chant. Some  years  ago  he  was  a  cook,  so  to  speak,  but  now  he  is 
practically  a  waiter,  the  needs  in  so  many  cases  are  all  "ready 
made."  The  once  great  druggist  is  today  even  greater,  yet  he  is 
legally  less  professional,  and  more  a  common  merchant,  yet  he  is 
considered  as  of  a  profession,  and  to  what  extent  he  is  professional 
I  wot  not. 

Now  to  the  commercial  side  of  the  subject,  this  I  can  answer 
more  fully.  If  a  drugstore  had  to  depend  solely  on  its  professional 
remuneration  there  would  be  fewer  drug  stores  in  the  land.  The 
influx  of  all  the  many  patents  (proprietaries)  and  the  self  medica- 
tion of  the  masses  has  reduced  our  business  to  almost  commercial- 
ism. We  are  forced  to  side  lines,  namely,  kodaks,  candy,  post-cards, 
safety  razors,  cut  flowers  and  funeral  designs.  And  we  give  a 
delivery  of  wants,  second  only  to  the  telegraph  system.  The  com- 
mercial side  could  be  carried  to  an  extent  undreamed  of,  and 
under  existing  laws  governing  the  professional  side  of  a  drug  store, 
we  must  push  more  arduously  the  commercial  side.  As  that  every 
session  of  our  Legislature,  unless  it  be  a  session  special,  the  drug 
store  man  finds  another  link  in  his  so-called  "profession"  bodily 
torn  away  from  his  professional  chain,  and  he  is  placed  still  fur- 
ther back  in  the  ranks  of  professionalism,  and  must  of  necessity 
turn  his  efforts  the  more  to  commercialism.  He  must  advertise, 
hustle  and  scratch  for  an  existence  like  any  other  merchant,  or 
common  storekeeper,  yet,  to  maintain  what  little  he  has  left  of  a 
professional  dignity  he  must  be  thoroughly  informed  on  everything 
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from  a  dose  of  epsom  salts  to  the  chemical  formula  of  urotropin, 
and  discuss  with  the  physician  the  probable  formula  of  Acetozone. 
Until  we  have  more  latitude  given  us  in  professional  prerogatives, 
we  are  practically  merchants.  Registered,  licensed,  inspected,  and 
allowed  not  even  the  privileges  accorded  the  medical  practitioner 
in  a  crossroads  settlement  of  a  dozen  of  God's  creatures.

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PROPOSED  CHANGES  IX  THE  PHARMACY  LAW 
OF  NORTH  CAROLINA. 


Below  I  give  my  opinion  of  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Phar- 
macy Law  of  North  Carolina.  If  I  understand  Brother  J.  E.  Shell, 
of  Lenoir,  N.  C.  who  has  fathered  the  proposed  change  in  the  form 
of  recommendation,  which  was  incorporated  in  his  annual  address 
to  the  Association,  I  must  say  I  have  never  yet  had  anything  that 
I  have  read  during  the  last  fifteen  years  to  hit  me  so  flatly  in  the 
face.  I  am  sure,  of  course,  that  Brother  Shell  has  enjoyed  the 
benefit  of  a  college  education,  for  no  man  who  had  not  these  ad- 
vantages could  so  far  forget  his  good  old  brother,  who  was  denied 
these  privileges,  being  so  situated  financially  that  the  college  must 
be  to  him  a  denied  benefit,  though  not  at  all  a  necessity. 

This  change  means  that  the  favored  few  who  can  spend  the  time 
and  money  in  the  preparation,  must  own  all  the  drug  stores  in  the 
State,  and  his  less  fortunate  brother,  poor  fellow,  who  could  only 
come  through  by  hard  knocks, — he  must  either  be  "asst."  or  get  out 
of  the  business. 

Brother  Shell  has  very  cleverly  advised  that  it  is  not  wise  to 
make  these  changes  too  hasty,  and  here  I  fully  agree  with  him, 
for  if  we  don't  wait  until  our  state  raises  her  educational  percent- 
age a  great  deal,  the  change  means  the  death  of  pharmacy  in  North 
Carolina.  To  my  college  brother  this  may  seem  foolish,  but  all  you 
have  to  do  is  take  one  dose  of  it  and  be  convinced. 

In  my  opinion,  we  have  enough  to  do  for  the  next  few  years  try- 
ing to  convince  the  medical  profession  that  it  is  not  necessary  for 
a  very  large  percentage  of  their  prescriptions  to  be  filled  in  the  large 
cities  by  manufacturing  houses,  and  all  our  college  graduate  has  to 
do  is  to  hand  them  out,  labeled  just  like  he  had  had  something  to 
do  with  the  compounding,  or  even  knew  ivhat  it  contained. 

In  conclusion,  sometime  ago  Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock,  our  Secretary, 
told  me  that  the  doctors  framed  a  bill  to  present  to  the  legislature, 
asking  that  body  to  pass  a  law  granting  physicians  the  right  to 
register  as  licensed  pharmacists  without  their  having  to  pass  the 
examination  before  our  board,  and  that  waked  up  the  pharmacists, 
who  framed  a  bill  to  butt  the  doctors' — asking  that  a  bill  be  passed 
to  grant  all  licensed  druggists  in  the  state  to  register  as  physicians 
without  having  to  pass  the  examination  before  the  medical  board, 
hence  these  two  bills  butted  into  each  other  and  died. 

Now  what  would  Brother  Shell  and  all  who  favor  the  proposed 
change  think,  if  the  rank  and  file  of  non  college  men  should  get  to- 
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gether  and  ask  for  a  change  in  direct  opposition  to  the  one  pro- 
posed? Suppose  we  should  ask  that  a  man  in  order  to  own  op 
manage  a  drug  store  must  first  have  ten  years  experience  in  a  drug 
store  where  there  was  an  annual  gross  business  done  of  not  less 
than  .$15,000  per  annum,  and  an  average  of  not  less  than  fifty 
written  prescriptions  filled  and  filed  eacu  day,  and  where  tne  soda 
fountain  business,  which  plays  an  important  part  in  the  drug  busi- 
ness of  today,  must  gross  not  less  than  $4,000  each  year,  and  a 
number  of  other  requirements  which  could  be  asked,  to  say  nothing 
of  having  to  mop  the  floor,  and  clean  out  the  "spit  boxes"  occasion- 
ally 

No  doubt,  Brother  Shell  would  think  this  perfectly  absurd,  and 
so  do  we  old  practical  men  of  his  famous  proposed  change  of  the 
law  at  present  so  it  will  cut  the  throat  of  the  poor  boy,  and  place 
the  profession  in  the  hands  of  the  more  fortunate  financially. 

There  are  too  many  non  college  men  owning  and  managing  drug 
stores  for  the  college  fellow  to  get  the  idea  that  he  is  "the  only" 
one  who  can  hand  out  those  prescriptions  I  spoke  of  awhile  ago, 
and  if  any  of  them  have  that  idea  they  had  just  as  well  root  it  out. 
As  I  have  already  said,  I  am  first,  last  and  all  the  time  for  the 
college  if  you  can  possibly  attend  it,  and  have  advised  my  young 
friends  to  take  the  course,  whenever  it  was  possible  for  them  to  do 
so,  but  don't  let's  kill  our  profession  trying  to  build  colleges.

Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock,  of  Oxford,  presented  his  commission  of  re- 
appointment as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  a  term  of 
five  years  from  April  28,  1909,  also  the  prescribed  oath  of  office 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Granville  County,  and  there- 
upon entered  upon  the  duties  of  said  office. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock  of  Oxford  was  re-elected  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board.  He  was  also  instructed  to  continue  his  visita- 
tions of  inspection  and  investigation,  seeing  that  all  violators  of  the 
Pharmacy  or  Anti-Narcotic  Law  were  promptly  reported  to  the  Sol- 
icitors for  prosecution. 

The  seventy-third  meeting  was  a  special  meeting  held  at  Golds- 
boro  in  the  Hotel  Kennon,  on  September  8th,  1909.  The  object  of 
this  meeting  was  to  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Inspector 
in  regard  to  the  prosecution  and  conviction  of  Mr.  Charles  R.  Thom- 
as, of  Thoinasville,  N.  C,  for  violating  the  Anti-Narcotic  Law.  The 
report  was  as  follows : 

PROSECUTIONS. 

Having  obtained  information  that  Charles  R.  Thomas,  of  Thoinas- 
ville, N.  C,  was  violating  the  Anti-Narcotic  Law  by  the  illicit  sell- 
ing of  cocaine,  I  was  authorized  by  the  Board  to  visit  Thoinasville 
and  find  out  whether  such  were  the  facts,  and,  if  found  true,  to  ad- 
vise him  that  these  violations  must  be  stopped  at  once.  This  was 
done  on  June  29,  1909.  He  stated  to  me  at  that  time  that  he  had 
been  selling  cocaine,  but  only  to  habitues  personally  known  as  such 
to  him,  but,  as  the  law  had  been  changed  he  would  stop  that  at 
once.  On  July  2,  only  four  days  thereafter,  he  shipped  by  express 
three  packages  of  cocaine  amounting  to  $11.00  to  four  negroes  at 
Wadesboro,  N.  C.  By  the  assistance  of  the  town  authorities  at  that 
place  T  came  into  possession  of  these  packages  and  upon  examina- 
tion found  Mr.  Thomas'  name  upon  each  one  of  them.  After  having 
the  contents  of  one  of  the  packages  analyzed  by  the  State  Chemist 
and  found  to  be  pure  cocaine,  I  had  him  indicted  in  the  magistrate's 
court  at  Thoinasville  on  July  31st.     He  waived  examination,  plead- 
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ing  not  guilty,  and  was  bound  over"  to  the  Superior  Court  of  David- 
son County. 

The  case  came  up  for  trial  at  the  August  1909  term  of  said  court 
before  his  Honor,  Judge  B.  F.  Long.  Four  indictments  were  drawn 
up  agaiust  him  by  the  Solicitor,  and  he  submitted,  pleading  guilty 
in  all  four  cases.  The  judgment  of  the  court  was  that  the  defendant 
Thomas  be  fined  $75.00  and  cost  in  the  first  case,  $10.00  and  cost  in 
the  second  case,  and  that  judgment  be  suspended  upon  payment  of 
cost  in  the  other  two  cases  and  that  he  be  required  to  give  bond  in 
the  sum  of  $1,000  for  his  appearance  at  the  February  1910  term  of 
court  and  show  that  he  had  complied  strictly  with  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  law,  otherwise  his  bond  to  be  forfeited. 

REVOCATION    OF    LICENSE. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  report  of  the  Inspector  the  following 
preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Whereas  :  It  appears  to  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
from  the  written  report  of  F.  W.  Hancock,  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
of  said  Board  that  Charles  R.  Thomas,  a  licensed  pharmacist,  of 
Thomasville,  N.  C.  was  indicted  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Davidson 
County,  at  the  August  Term,  1909,  of  said  court,  upon  four  charges 
of  violating  the  provisions  of  Chapter  77,  Public  Laws  1907,  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  against  the  evil  resulting  from  the  traffic  in  cer- 
tain narcotic  drugs,  and  to  regulate  the  sale  thereof,  as  amended  by 
Chapter  713,  Public  Laws  1909;"  and  whereas,  it  further  appears, 
from  said  written  report,  that  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  pleaded 
guilty  to  all  of  said  charges  or  bills  of  indictment,  and  that  his 
Honor  the  Honorable  B.  F.  Long,  Judge  presiding  at  said  August 
Term  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Davidson  County,  rendered  judg- 
ments against  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  upon  his  pleas  of  guilty 
to   said  indictments : 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of 
Pharmacy : 

1.  That  the  license  heretofore  issued  by  the  North  Carolina  Board 
of  Pharmacy  to  the  said  Chas.  R.  Thomas  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by revoked,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3,  Chapter  77,  of 
the  Public  Laws  of  1907; 

2.  That  a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  these  resolutions,  under  the 
seal  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy,  be  forwarded  to  the 
said  Chas.  R.  Thomas. 

I  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  at  Raleigh  Nov.  23,  1909  Mr. 
Thomas  appeared  before  said  Board  with  his  attorney.  Judge  Thom- 
as J.  Shaw,  Judge  Shaw  contending  that  we  had  no  authority  under 
the  law  to  revoke  the  license  of  Mr.  Thomas,  that  upon  conviction 
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this  should  have  been  done  by  the  Judge  presiding— and  asked  that 
Mr.  Thomas  be  re-instated.  The  Board,  by  advice  of  its  Attorney, 
replied  to  Judge  Shaw  stating  that  they  could  not  see  that  they  had 
any  authority  under  the  law  to  reinstate  Mr.  Thomas  or  to  allow 
him  to  take  the  examination,  that  the  only  way  by  which  either  of 
these  could  be  done  would  be  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  amend- 
ing the  Law. 

In  January  1910,  Mr.  Thomas  got  out  mandamus  proceedings 
against  the  Board  to  compel  them  to  reinstate  him.  This  was  re- 
turnable in  chambers  before  His  Honor  Judge  J.  Crawford  Biggs, 
and  was  heard  in  Durham  on  March  9th.  After  being  thoroughly 
argued  on  both  sides  the  Judge  rendered  his  decision,  deciding  every 
issue  in  favor  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  Mr.  Thomas  thereupon 
took  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  case  was  argued  in 
that  court  on  April  14th.  and  the  Supreme  Court  also  decided  in 
favor  of  the  Board  the  opinion  being  written  by  Chief  Justice 
Clark.  This  is  the  first  case  growing  out  of  a  violation  of  the  Anti- 
Narcotic  Law  that  has  ever  been  carried  through  the  Supreme  Court 
and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  it  was  decided  in  favor  of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy.  A  complete  report  of  this  case  you  will  find 
commencing  on  page  115. 

State  Against  Dr.  A.  C.  Bethune. 

The  case  of  the  State  vs.  Dr.  A.  C.  Bethune.  of  Aberdeen,  for  vio- 
lating Section  4  of  the  Pharmacy  Law  was  tried  before  His  Honor 
Judge  W.  J.  Adams  at  the  August  1909  Term  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  Moore  County.  The  jury  in  this  case  returned  a  verdict  in  favor 
of  the  defendant.  The  facts  in  this  case  were  these :  In  the  spring 
of  1908,  I  visited  Aberdeen  and  found  the  Bethune  Drug  Company 
running  a  drugstore  in  violation  of  the  Pharmacy  Law,  said  drug- 
store being  managed  or  run  without  a  licensed  pharmacist,  as  re- 
quired by  law.  Dr.  A.  C.  Bethune,  President  of  said  company,  stated 
to  the  inspector  that  he  expected  to  secure  a  licensed  man  just  as 
soon  as  possible.  Mr.  H.  L.  Boring,  an  un-registered  pharmacist, 
was  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  said  Bethune  Drug  Co.  Be- 
fore my  next  visit  to  that  place  Mr.  J.  McN.  Johnson  re-registered 
and  wrote  me  that  he  was  going  to  look  after  the  business  of  the 
Bethune  Drug  Co.  On  my  second  visit,  I  found  that  the  said  John- 
son pretended  to  look  after  the  business,  but  in  reality  gave  it  very 
little,  if  any,  of  his  time  as  he  was  postmaster,  lawyer,  insurance 
agent,  surveyor,  etc.,  and  these  matters  took  nearly  all  of  his  time. 
Being  of  the  opinion  that  the  company  was  still  violating  the  law,  I 
had  the  Solicitor  to  draw  up  a  bill  against  Dr.  A.  C.  Bethune,  Presi- 
dent of  said  company,  and  went  before  the  grand  jury  and  got  a 
true  bill.     At  the  November  1908  term  of  court,  the  case  was  con- 
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tinued  for  the  defendant  to  the  August  1909  Term.  The  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  this  company  ought  to  have  been  indicted  also, 
but  he  left  the  State,  and  when  subpoenaed  could  not  be  found.  Be- 
fore the  case  came  up  for  trial  the  company  failed  and  went  into 
the  hands  of  a  receiver.  Upon  trial  Dr.  Bethune  contended  that  he 
only  put  up  his  own  prescriptions,  and  that  if  anything  was  sold  in 
said  store  illegally  it  was  done  by  someone  else  and  not  by  him. 

This,  and  the  fact  that  the  company  had  gone  out  of  business,  I 
think  had  its  effect  upon  the  jury  and  they  decided  against  us.  I 
really  think  the  Board's  mistake  was  in  not  getting  each  member  of 
the  corporation  in  the  indictment.  This  is  the  first  case  we  have  ever 
lost.  The  Solicitor,  in  speaking  to  me  about  it,  said  that,  although 
we  failed  to  win  it,  it  would  have  a  good  effect  in  that  part  of  the 
State. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  can  report  to  you,  that  in  my  opiuion 
the  sale  of  narcotic  drugs  in  our  State  has  been  wonderfully  de- 
creased during  the  last  few  years.  Especially  is  this  true  in  regard 
to  the  sale  of  cocaine,  morphine  and  laudanum. 

Mr.  C.  D.  Bradham,  of  New  Bern  tendered  his  resignation  as  a 
^member  of  the  Board,  and  Mr.  Ira  W.  Rose,  of  Rocky  Mount,  was 
unanimously  elected  as  his  successor  for  the  unexpired  term  from 
September  8th,  1909,  to  April  28th,  1913. 

The  seventy-fourth  (74th)  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the 
Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  City  of  Raleigh,  Nov- 
ember 23rd  and  24th,  1909.  Present:  Messrs.  E.  V.  Zoeller,  W.  W. 
Home,  C.  B.  Miller,  Ira  W.  Rose  and  P.  W.  Hancock.

Mr.  Ira  W.  Rose,  of  Rocky  Mount,  presented  his  commission  of 
appointment  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  Mr.  C.  D.  Bradham,  from  Sept.  8,  1909,  to  April  28, 
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1913,  also  the  prescribed  oath  of  office  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Super- 
ior Court  of  Edgecombe  County,  and  thereupon  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  said  office. 

There  is  now  pending,  in  Guilford  County  Superior  Court,  a  case 
against  J.  H.  Patterson,  (col.)  of  High  Point,  N.  C,  who  has  been 
indicted  for  the  illicit  selling  of  cocaine.  The  case  has  been  on  the 
docket  for  some  time,  the  solicitor  stating  to  me  that  on  account 
of  the  large  number  of  cases  in  that  county  to  be  tried,  it  has  been 
impossible  to  reach  this  one,  but  that  he  thought  it  would  be  tried 
at  the  next  term  of  court  which  meets  at  Greensboro  on  June  20th. 
This  is  a  case  in  which  one  of  the  pharmacists  of  High  Point  has 
assisted  very  much  in  the  prosecution.  In  this  case  it  seems  that 
cocaine  was  found  in  the  possession  of  a  negro  at  High  Point  who 
stated  that  he  bought  the  cocaine  of  Patterson.  Patterson  denied 
that  he  sold  it  or  that  he  had  ever  sold  any. 

In  one  of  the  counties  of  the  State  presentments  have  been  made 
against  four  or  five  of  the  general  dealers  living  in  the  country,  for 
violating  the  State  Pharmacy  Law.  I  have  been  requested  by  the 
Solicitor  to  make  an  investigation  in  these  stores.  The  cases  will 
come  up  before  the  Grand  Jury  this  fall.  Of  course.  I  cannot  say 
what  the  result  will  be.  I  should  be  very  glad  if  those  who  do  com- 
ply with  the  law  would  thoroughy  co-operate  with  the  Board  in  see- 
ing that  those  who  violate  it  are  speedily  brought  to  justice. 

I  sometimes  get  letters  stating  that  "The  Pharmacy  Law  is  being 
violated  in  my  town  or  my  section  of  the  State — but  don't  use  my 
name."  Some  of  these  letters  may  come  from  the  Eastern  part  of 
the  State  when  your  Inspector  may  be  in  the  Central  or  Western 
part  and  vice  versa,  and  just  at  that  time  cannot  leave  tne  section 
in  which  he  is  working.  When  he  gets  down  in  the  section  where  the 
complaint  comes  from  and  begins  to  try  and  get  sufficient  evidence  to 
start  prosecution,  often  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  get  it,  when,  ir 
he  had  the  thorough  co-operation  and  aid  from  those  on  the  spot 
who  are  complying  with  the  law  the  necessary  evidence  couid  be 
had. 

Lots  of  violations,  more  than  you  have  any  idea  of,  have  been 
adjusted  and  are  constantly  being  adjusted  by  my  visitations  and 
inspections.  Some  minor  ones  have  been  arranged  by  correspon- 
dence. 

There  is  one  thing  T  find  in  a  large  number  of  the  cities  which  1 
visit  and  that  is  an  insufficiency  of  registered  help.  Too  many  stores 
are  being  run  by  one  registered  man.  when  more  are  needed  and 
should  be  required,  that  a  strict  compliance  with  the  law  might  be 
observed.  Too  many  registered  men  leave  their  stores  for  hours  or 
a  day  or  two  at  a  time  in  charge  of  an  unregistered  man.  This  is  a 
violation  of  the  law   that   must   be  stopped.     Otherwise   the  Board 
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will  be  compelled  to  turn  these  eases  over  to  the  solicitors  in  the  dis- 
tricts  in   which   they    occur.

Kose,  W.  W.  Home,  composing  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  defend- 
ants. 

The  plaintiff  complains  and  alleges : 

I.  That  the  plaintiff,  Charles  R.  Thomas,  is  a  resident  of  Dav- 
idson County,  State  of  North  Carolina. 

II.  That  during  the  year  1901,  plaintiff  applied  to  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  of  North  Carolina  for  license  as  a  pharmacist  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  law  applicable  to  the  issuing  of  license  to 
pharmacists,  and  passed  a  satifactory  examination  before  the  said 
Board  of  Pharmacy  and  his  name  was  enrolled  upon  the  register  of 
pharmacists  by  the  said  Board,  and  said  Board  issued  to  him  a 
license  to  practice  as  a  pharmacist  up  to  the  first  day  of  September 
next   ensuing. 

ill.  That  each  year  thereafter  the  plaintiff  applied  to  the  said 
Board  of  Pharmacy  for  a  renewal  of  his  license  and  the  same  was 
annually  renewed  up  to  and  including  the  year  1909,  his  last  license 
by  its  terms  expiring  the  first  day  of  September  1909. 

IV.  That  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  plaintiff, 
on  or  about  the  23rd  day  of  August,  1909,  filed  with  F.  W.  Hancock, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  his  application 
for  a  renewal  of  his  license,  together  with  two  dollars,  the  fee  pre- 
scribed therefor,  for  the  year  beginning  September  1,  1909,  and  the 
plaintiff  was  thereupon  entitled  to  have  his  license  renewed  for  the 
said  term  of  one  year,  the  plaintiff  not  being  guilty  of  felony  or

The  Defendants  for  answer  to  the  complaint  of   the  Plaintiff 

Ly'l.  They  admit  the  allegations  contained  in  paragraphs  1,  2  and 
3  of  the  Complaint. 

1  The  defendants  admit  that  the  plaintiff,  on  or  a£*tte  «W 
day  of  August,  1909,  forwarded  to  P.  W.  Hancock,  Secretary  aui 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  application  for  a  renewal  of 
Ms  license  for  the  year  beginning  September  1,  190*  and  tbat*e 
fe  of  two  dollars  accompanied  such  application,  but  the -Defendants 
deny  that  the  plaintiff  was  thereupon  entitled  to  have  his  license ^re- 
newed for  the  said  term  of  one  year;  and  the  Defendants  further 
deny  that  they  wrongfully  and  without  just  cause  refused  to  issue 
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to  plaintiff  a  renewal  of  his  said  license ;  and  the  defendants  further 
say  that  they  are  advised  and  believe  that  in  the  exercise  of  the 
duties  imposed  upon  them  by  law,  and  acting  upon  their  discretion 
and  judgment,  they  had  the  right  to  refuse  to  issue  to  the  plaintiff 
a  renewal  license. 

'6.  That  Defendants  admit  that  plaintiff  is  ready  and  able  to 
pay  the  fee  required,  but  that  they  deny  that  the  Plaintiff  has  any 
right  to  demand  of  or  receive  from  the  Defendants  a  renewal  license 
to  practice  pharmacy. 

And  the  Defendants,  for  a  further  defense  to  the  Plaintiff's  al- 
leged cause  of  action,  say  : 

1.  That  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  held,  in  the 
City  of  Greensboro  on  June  21  and  22,  1909,  information  was  receiv- 
ed that  the  plaintiff,  Charles  R.  Thomas,  of  Thomasville,  N.  C,  was 
violating,  and  had,  for  sometime  past,  been  violating,  the  Pharmacy 
law  and  the  Anti-Narcotic  law,  by  the  illicit  selling  of  cocaine  to  ne- 
groes in  several  places  in  the  State;  that  the  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer was  instructed  at  said  meeting,  immediately  upon  the  adjourn- 
ment thereof,  to  go  to  Thomasville  and  investigate  thoroughly  the 
facts  with  respect  to  the  iliicit  sale  of  cocaine  by  the  said  Charles 
R.  Thomas,  and  if  he  found  sufficient  proof  that  the  said  Charles 
K.  Thomas  was  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  Pharmacy  law  and  the 
Anti-JNarcotic  law  to  give  him  friendly  warning  to  discontinue  such 
illicit  or  unlawful  sale,  and  if  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  did  not 
heed  this  friendly  and  timely  warning  to  proceed  at  once  to  indict 
him. 

2.  That  pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
as  aforesaid,  F.  W.  Hancock,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  on  June  29, 
1909,  went  to  Thomasville,  and,  after  investigation,  found  that  the 
charges  against  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  with  respect  to  the  un- 
lawful sales  by  him  of  cocaine  were  true;  that  said  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  had  a  long  talk  with  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  and  he 
admitted  that  he  had  been  selling  cocaine,  but  only  to  habitues,  per- 
sonally known  to  him  as  such,  and  stated  that  the  law  being  changed 
he  would  stop  selling  it  immediately ;  that  on  July  2nd,  1909,  only 
four  days  after  the  interview  and  promise  above  mentioned,  the  said 
Charles  R.  Thomas  shipped  by  express  three  packages  of  cocaine  to 
negroes  at  Wadesboro,  N.  C. ;  that  on  July  28,  1909,  F.  W.  Hancock, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  acting  upon  in- 
structions given  him  by  the  said  Board  at  its  meeting  in  Greensboro 
as  aforesaid,  applied  to  a  Magistrate  in  Thomasville,  N.  C,  for  war- 
rants against  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  for  the  unlawful  sale-  of 
cocaine;  that  at  the  preliminary  hearing  before  the  Magistrate,  on 
July  31,  1909,  on  said  warrants,  the  said  Charles  R  Thomas  waived 
examination  and  was  required  to  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
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dred  dollars  for  his  appearance  at  the  August  Term,  1909,  of  David- 
son Superior  Court ;  that  at  the  August  Term,  1909,  of  Davidson  Su- 
perior Court,  which  was  held  on  the  16th  day  of  August,  1909,  there 
were  four  indictments  against  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  for  viola- 
tions of  the  Anti-Narcotic  Law,  and  the  grand  jury  returned  a  true 
bill  in  each  of  said  indictments;  that  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas, 
at  said  term  of  said  Superior  Court,  pleaded  guilty  to  all  four  indict- 
ments; that  upon  said  pleas  of  guilty,  His  Honor,  the  Judge  Presid- 
ing, imposed  a  fine  of  seventy-five  dollars  and  the  costs  in  one  case, 
a  fine  of  ten  dollars  and  costs  in  another  case,  and  suspended  judg- 
ment upon  payment  of  the  costs  in  the  other  two  cases,  and  required 
the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  to  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thous- 
and dollars  for  his  appearance  at  the  February  Term  1910,  of  Dav- 
idson Superior  Court  and  show  that  he  had  complied  strictly  with 
the  law,  otherwise  his  bond  to  be  forfeited. 

3.  That  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  at  a  special  meeting,  held  in 
the  city  of  Goldsboro  on  September  8,  1909,  upon  report  of  F.  W. 
Hancock,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  of  the 
result  of  the  indictments  against  Charles  R.  Thomas,  a  resolution 
was  adopted  revoking  the  license  of  Charles  R.  Thomas  as  a  phar- 
macist. 

4.  That  the  application  of  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  for  a 
renewal  of  his  license  for  the  year  beginning  September  1,  1909,  was 
received  by  F.  W.  Hancock,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy,  within  about  a  week  after  the  judgments  were  render- 
ed against  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Da- 
vidson County,  as  hereinbefore  set  out. 

5.  That  the  Defendants  in  the  exercise  of  their  discretion,  and 
acting  as  they  believed,  and  still  believe,  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
public,  declined  to  grant  the  request  of  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas 
for  a  renewal  of  his  said  license. 

6.  That  the  defendants,  under  the  law,  are  advised  and  believe 
that  they  had  the  right,  in  the  exercise  of  their  discretion  and  act- 
ing upon  their  judgment,  to  refuse  to  grant  to  the  said  Charles  R. 
Thomas  a  renewal  of  his  license,  for  that  the  said  Charles  R.  Thom- 
as had  been  guilty  of  immoral  and  unlawful  acts  in  the  promiscuous 
sale  of  cocaine  in  violation  of  the  expressed  provisions  of  the  stat- 
utes. 

7.  And  the  defendants  again  deny  that  the  plaintiff  has  the 
right  to  demand  of  or  receive  from  them  a  renewal  of  his  license. 

WHEREFORE  the  defendants  demand  judgment  that  this  ac- 
tion be  dismissed ;  that  they  go  hence  without  day,  and  recover  their 
costs  of  the  plaintiff.

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JUDGMENT. 

State  of  North  Carolina, 

Davidson  County — In  the  Superior  Court. 

Charles  K.  Thomas,  Plaintiff,  vs.  E.  V.  Zoeller,  President;  F.  W. 
Hancock,  Secretary  and  Treasurer;  Charles  B.  Miller,  Ira  W. 
Rose,  W.  W.  Home,  composing  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  defend- 
ants. 

This  action  coming  on  to  be  heard  on  March  9th,  1910,  at  Dur- 
ham, N.  C,  having  been  continued  by  consent  to  said  time  and  place 
the  plaintiff  being  represented  by  Messrs.  E.  E.  Raper  and  Ben  W. 
Parham,  and  the  defendants  by  B.  S.  Royster,  Esq.,  and  being  heard 
upon  the  pleadings,  admissions  of  the  parties  and  evidence,  the  court 
tinds  the  following  facts  in  addition  to  those  admitted  by  the  plead- 
ing. The  allegations  of  fact  set  out  in  paragraphs  "1,  2,  3,  4,  5  and 
6"  of  the  defendant's  further  defense  are  true. 

That  the  four  indictments  to  which  the  plaintiff  pleaded  guilty 
at  August  Term,  1909,  of  Davidson  Superior  Court  were  on  account 
of  sales  of  cocaine  made  on  July  2nd,  1909,  after  visit  of  F.  W.  Han- 
cock, Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  defendant  on  June  29th,  the  mon- 
ey-orders for  said  cocaine  having  been  received  by  plaintiff  on  June 
30th,  the  day  following  said  visit,  the  four  (4)  sales  amounting  to 
$11.00 ;  a  copy  of  said  indictments  being  hereto  attached  marked  Ex- 
hibit "A,"  the  other  three  indictments  being  similar,  except  as  to 
names.  Only  one  of  these  four  purchasers  had  ever  been  to  Thomas- 
ville,  and  several  were  not  known  to  plaintiff. 

The  court  further  finds  as  a  fact  that  for  some  months  prior  to 
July,  1909,  plaintiff  had  been  engaged  in  the  unlawful  sale  of  cocaine, 
many  of  his  sales  being  to  parties  living  outside  of  Davidson  County, 
the  cocaine  being  shipped  by  express  to  the  purchasers. 

That  many  of  these  sales  were  unlawful  as  the  law  stood  prior 
to  the  amendment  of  1909. 

The  court  finds  as  a  fact  that  the  plaintiff  had  been  an  habitual 
violator  of  the  law  against  the  sale  of  cocaine  tor  some  months 
prior  to  his  indictments. 

That  these  facts  were  known  to  defendants  when  they  refused 
his  application  for  a  renewal  license. 

The  court  further  finds  as  a  fact  that  the  plaintiff  made  no  sales 
or  shipments  of  cocaine  after  being  warned  by  Hancock,  except  the 
shipments  of  July  2nd,  1909,  and  that  he  notified  the  four  parties 
to  whom  he  made  the  shipments  on  that  date ;  that  he  would  fill  their 
orders,  but  that  he  would  not  ship  them  any  more  as  the  law  did  not 
allow  him  to  do  so.  In  one  of  said  shipments  a  note  to  this  effect 
was  enclosed : 
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"1  thank  you  for  past  business,  but  in  the  future  I  cannot  sell 
you  medicine.  The  law  forbids  and  I  shall  not  keep  it  any  more,  so 
do  not  order  any  more  for  you  can't  get  it  from  me." 

That  a  copy  of  the  judgments  in  the  said  four  cases  against  the 
plaintiff  is  hereto  attached,  marked  Exhibit  "B,"  together  with  the 
order  of  the  court  at  February  Term,  1910,  discharging  defendant. 
That  this  action  was  instituted  January  26th,  1910. 

That  plaintiff  has  been  and  is  now  carrying  on  the  business  of 
a  druggist,  keeping  a  licensed  pharmacist  as  required  by  law. 

Upon  the  foregoing  findings  of  fact  it  is  ordered,  considered  and 
adjudged  by  the  court  that  the  plaintiff  is  not  entitled  to  the  writ  of 
mandamus  as  prayed  for  and  that  this  action  be  dismissed  and  that 
the  defendants  go  hence  without  day  and  recover  of  the  plaintiff 
their  costs  in  this  in  behalf  named.

The  plaintiff  assigns  error : — 

1.     The  judgment  of  the  court  refusing  to  grant  the  writ  of  man- 
damus as  prayed  for. 
2.     The  judgment  as  rendered. 


BRIEF  OF  COUNSEL  FOR  APPELLANT. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS. 
The  plaintiff  in  the  year  1901  applied  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
to  become  a  licensed  pharmacist,  presented  to  the  board  satisfactory 
evidence  as  to  his  experience  and  also  submitted  to  an  examination 
before  the  Board  as  to  his  qualifications  and  passed  the  examina- 
tions and  his  name  was  enrolled  upon  the  register  of  pharmacists 
and  license  was  issued  to  him  entitling  him  to  practice  as  a  phar- 
macist up  to  September  1,  next  ensuing,  as  provided  by  law. 

Each  year  thereafter  his  license  was  renewed  until  September  1, 
1909. 
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The  court  below  has  found  among  the  facts  that  some  time  prior 
to  July,  1909,  plaintiff  has  been  engaged  in  the  unlawful  sale  of  co- 
caine, was  warned  by  the  secretary  of  defendant  to  desist  and  that 
after  such  warning  he  made  sales  to  four  persons,  notifyng  each  of 
the  persons  that  he  would  not  ship  any  more  as  the  law  did  not  per- 
mit him  to  do  so,  and  that  these  shipments  were  made  July  2nd, 
1909;  and  that  later  at  August  Term  of  the  Superior  Court  plain- 
tiff was  indicted  for  sales  and  shipments  to  these  four  parties,  and 
plead  guilty  to  the  indictments  and  was  adjudged  to  pay  fines  to  the 
amount  of  $85.00  and  required  to  appear  at  February  Term,  1910, 
of  Davidson  Superior  Court,  and  show  good  behavior.  That  he  ap- 
peared at  the  February  Term,  showed  good  behavior  and  was  dis- 
charged by  the  court. 

That  within  the  thirty  days  preceding  September  1,  1909,  plaintiff 
tiled  his  application  for  renewal  license  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
paid  the  fee  of  $2.00,  as  provided  by  statute,  but  the  money  was  re- 
turned and   the   license   refused. 

That  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  in  September,  1909,  by  resolution 
revoked  plaintiff's  license,  but  without  notice  to  plaintiff — none  is 
claimed  to  have  been  given  him. 

In  the  judgment  at  August  Term,  Davidson  Superior  Court,  noth- 
ing is  said  as  to  revoking  license. 

This  action  was  begun  January  26,  1910. 

The  plaintiff  contends  that  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  could  not  re- 
fuse to  grant  plaintiff  a  renewal  of  his  license — or  rather  to  issue 
the  annual  license,  as  the  Board  is  not  given  any  discretion  or  right 
to  refuse  to  grant  license  except  for  the  causes  set  out  in  the  act 
Public  Laws  of  1905,  Chapter  108,  Page  118,  Section  17,  and  con- 
viction for  sale  of  cocaine — a  misdemeanor — is  not  one  of  the  causes 
for  refusal. 

The  defendant  contends  as  plaintiff  understands : 

1.  That  the  Board  has  a  discretion  to  refuse  the  renewal  license, 
and  that  the  court  cannot  control  that  discretion. 

2.  That  it  has  a  right  to  refuse  the  renewal  because  the  plaintiff 
was  convicted  of  illegal  sale  of  cocaine. 

The  court  below  held  against  plaintiff  and  dismissed  the  cause, 
Plaintiff  appealed   from   the  judgment. 

ARGUMENT  AS  TO   THE  LAW^ 

The  question  before  the  court  is:  Can  the  defendant  refuse  to 
grant  plaintiff,  the  license  sought  because  he  was  guilty  of  and  con- 
victed for  illegal  sale  of  cocaine? 

There  is  and  can  be  no  other  reason  for  refusal. 

We  submit  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  law  tha1"  gives  defendant 
the  right  to  refuse  ihe  license,  and  nothing  thar  clothes  defendant 
with  any  discretion  ai  to  ine  issuing  thereof,  for  that  reason. 
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Every  man  has  th?  right  guaranteed  to  him  by  the  constitution  — 
as  well  as  the  natural  right — to  follow  any  calling,  business  or  pro- 
fession, unless  he  is  clearly  prohibited  by  some  positive  enactment  of 
law. 

At  the  same  time  we  concede  that  the  laws  regulating  the  prac- 
tice of  pharmacy  are  upheld  as  proper  exercise  of  police  regulations 
for  the  protection  of  the  public. 

While  this  is  admitted,  still  the  laws  made  in  pursuance  of  this 
purpose  are  in  derogation  of  the  common  right,  and  to  some  extent 
penal,  and  are  to  be  construed  strictly.

The  Pharmacy  Law,  Chapter  108,  Public  Laws  of  1905,  as  we  read 
It,  requires  all  pharmacists  who  desire  to  practice  pharmacy  to  do 
two  things : 

1.  To  obtain  enrollment  of  name  on  "register  of  pharmacists," 
which  is  done  after  examination. 

2.  To  obtain  a  license,  the  first  one  expiring  September  1,  next 
ensuing,  and  which  has  to  be  renewed  each  year,  as  provided  in  the 
act.     Section  16  and  19  of  the  Act. 

Section  17  provides  to  whom  "license"  may  be  refused,  viz : 

"Any  person  guilty  of  felony  or  gross  immorality,  or  who  is  ad- 
dicted to  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquor  or  narcotic  drugs  to  such  an  ex- 
tent as  to  render  him  unfit  to  practice  pharmacy,"  providing  for  a 
revocation  of  a  license  for  like  causes. 

We  contend  that  the  board  may  refuse  license  to  those  and  to 
those  only  who  come  in  the  category  of  those  forbidden  above. 

What  is  meant  by  the  term  "license"  in  the  statute? 

It  seems  clear  to  us  that  it  means  the  annual  permit,  license  to 
practice,  and  not  to  the  certificate  of  proficiency  entitling  one  to  have 
name  on  "roll  of  registered  pharmacists." 

Cyc.  25,  page  623. 

Section  3  of  the  act  recognizes  this  distinction,  as  there  it  is  pro- 
vided that  for  violation  of  the  Act  by  sale  of  adulterated  drugs 
"the  name  of  the  offender  shall  be  stricken  from  the  register.,, 

There  is  no  provision  in  Act  of  1905  making  sale  of  cocaine  unlaw- 
ful, and  the  first  act  passed  as  to  such  sales  was  in  1907. 

Public  Laws  1907,  Chapter  74,  Page  91.  Amended  Public  Laws  of 
1909,  Chapter  713.  The  Acts  of  1907  and  1909  are  not  amendments 
to  the  Pharmacy  Law  but  acts  relating  to  sale  of  narcotic  drugs. 
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There  is  a  provision  iu  Acts  of  1907  that  upon  conviction  of  viola- 
tion of  the  act  by  sale  of  cocaine,  if  the  offender  is  a  pharmacist, 
that  his  license  be  revoked.  It  does  not  provide  by  whom  the  revo- 
cation shall  be  made,  and  it  is  not  clear  whether  it  is  made  simply  a 
part  of  the  punishment  for  the  offense  which  may  or  may  not  be  im- 
posed by  the  court.  There  is  no  suggestion  in  the  act  that  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy  may  revoke.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  is  made  prose- 
cutor for  violation  of  the  law,  and  that  is  all  the  connection  it  is 
given  with  the  sale  of  narcotics  as  forbidden  by  the  Act. 

The  court  in  passing  upon  the  offense  of  plaintiff  said  nothing  in 
the  judgment  about  revocation  of  license. 

But  suppose  the  license  was  revoked,  what  was  revoked? 

We  submit  that  the  license  is  meant  the  annual  permit  to  practice 
which  expired  September  1,  1909,  and  when  that  was  revoked,  if  re- 
voked at  all,  his  right  to  practice  from  the  revocation  till  September 
1,  next  ensuing  was  taken  away.  There  is  nothing  in  the  act  that 
authorizes  the  Board  to  refuse  license  for  the  next  year  for  that 
cause. 

If  it  was  meant  to  take  away  for  the  entire  term  of  his  life,  then 
the  terms  would  have  been  used  that  are  used  in  Section  3,  Act  1905, 
which  provides  that  name  be  "stricken  from  Register  of  Phar- 
macists." 

Section  17,  Act  1905,  designates  grounds  for  the  refusal  of  license, 
and  there  is  nothing  in  the  Act  authorizing  the  Board  to  add  other 
grounds  for  refusal,  nor  is  the  Board  compelled  to  refuse  for  the 
grounds  set  out.  But  the  Board  may  refuse  to  the  persons  in  the 
classes  mentioned,  and  their  discretion  is  limited  to  those  classes. 
They  may  refuse  one  convicted  of  felony,  and  they  may  not  refuse 
such  a  one,  that  is  discretionary  with  the  Board. 

It  is  not  contended  that  plaintiff  was  refused  license  for  any  of 
the  reasons  permitted  in  that  section. 

The  ground  for  refusal  was  the  conviction  for  selling  cocaine,  and 
also  that  the  Board  has  a  discretion  to  refuse  any  person. 

Such  a  wide  discretion  cannot  certainly  be  presumed  or  implied, 
and  there  is  certainly  nothing  in  the  act  to  plainly  invest  them  with 
such  broad  powers.    It  would  be  clothing  the  Board  with  a  monopoly 
.  of  right  to  grant  special  privileges. 

The  Act  of  1907  does  not  provide  that  a  new  license  may  not  be 
given,  even  if  existing  license  be  revoked. 

The  defendant  seems  to  claim  that  the  illegal  sale  of  cocaine 
may  be  "gross  immorality,"  but  the  statute  plainly  means  by  im- 
morality personal  vices  "acts  or  practices  which  contravene  the 
divine  commands  or  social  duties,"  such  as  adultery,  etc. 
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Mandamus  is  now  a  writ  of  right  to  be  used  as  ordinary  process 
in  cases  to  which  it  is  applicable. 
Burton  vs.  Furman  115  N.  C.  166. 
Cyc.  Vol.  26,  Page  243. 
Ducker  vs.  Venable  126  N.  C.  447. 

If  the  contention  of  defendants  is  correct,  plaintiff  is  barred  out 
for  life,  from  engaging  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  entrance  to 
which  is  permitted  only  after  thorough  preparation  and  upon  ex- 
amination as  to  proficiency. 

A  convicted  felon  may  be  restored  to  right  to  cast  his  ballot,  and, 
may  even  be  permitted  to  practice  pharmacy  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board.  The  sale  of  cocaine  was  not  illegal  before  the  Act  of  1907, 
and  then  permitted  to  habitues  up  till  the  Act  of  1909.  It  is  at  most 
a  misdemeanor.  It  is  true  plaintiff  violated  the  law,  but  he  quit  be- 
fore he  was  prosecuted,  and  when  prosecuted  confessed  and  paid 
the  penalty  imposed  by  the  court. 

What  he  wants  now,  and  what  he  thinks  he  is  entitled  to,  is  the 
privilege  to  practice  his  profession,  a  lawful  one  in  a  lawful  way. 

We  respectfully  submit  that  in  the  absence  of  any  plain  provision 
of  the  law  barring  him  out,  he  is  entitled  to  the  relief  prayed  for.

BRIEF  OF  DEFENDANT,  APPELLEE. 

The  plaintiff  brought  this  action  against  the  defendant  to  com- 
pel it,  by  a  writ  of  mandamus,  to  issue  him  a  license,  or  a  renewal 
license,  as  a  pharmacist. 

By  consent  of  parties  the  hearing  was  before  his  Honor,  Judge 
Biggs,  at  Durham,  on  March  9,  1910. 

His  Honor  found  the  following  facts : 

1.  That  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  held  in  the  city 
of  Greensboro,  June  21  and  22,  1909,  information  was  received  that 
the  plaintiff,  Charles  R.  Thomas,  of  Thomasville,  N.  C,  was  violat- 
ing, and  had  for  some  time  past  been  violating,  the  Pharmacy  Law 
and  the  Anti-narcotic  Law,  by  the  illicit  selling  of  cocaine  to  negroes 
in  several  places  in  the  State;  that  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
was  instructed  at  said  meeting,  immediately  upon  the  adjourn- 
ment thereof,  to  go  to  Thomasville  and  investigate  thoroughly  the 
facts  with  respect  to  the  illicit  sale  of  cocaine  by  the  said  Charles 
R.  Thomas,  and  if  he  found  sufficient  proof  that  the  said  Charles 
R.  Thomas  was  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  Pharmacy  Law  and  the 
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Anti-narcotic  Law,  to  give  him  friendly  warning  to  discontinue  such 
illicit  or  unlawful  sale,  and  if  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  did  not 
heed  this  friendly  and  timely  warning  to  proceed  at  once  to  indict 
him. 

2.  That  pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Tharmacy 
as  aforesaid,  F.  W.  Hancock,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  on  June  29, 
1909,  went  to  Thomasville,  and,  after  investigation,  found  that  the 
charges  against  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  with  respect  to  ihe  un- 
lawful sales  by  him  of  cocaine  were  true;  that  said  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  had  a  long  talk  with  the  said  Charles  LI.  Thomas  and  he 
admitted  that  he  had  been  selling  cocaine,  but  omy  to  habitues,  per- 
sonally known  to  him  as  such,  and  stated  that,  the  law  being  changed, 
he  would  stop  selling  immediately ;  that  on  July  2,  1909,  only  four 
days  after  the  interview  and  promise  above  mentioned,  the  said 
Charles  R.  Thomas  shipped  by  express  three  packages  of  cocaine 
to  negroes  at  Wadesboro,  N.  C. ;  that  on  July  28,  1909,  F.  W.  Han- 
cock, Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  acting 
upon  instructions  given  him  by  the  said  Board  at  its  meeting  in 
Greensboro  as  aforesaid,  applied  to  a  magistrate  in  Thomasville,  N. 
C,  for  warrants  against  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  for  the  unlawful 
sales  of  cocaine;  that  at  the  preliminary  hearing  before  the  magis- 
trate, on  July  31,  1909,  on  said  warrants,  the  said  Charles  R. 
Thomas  waived  examination  and  was  required  to  give  bond  in  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  his  appearance  at  the  August  Term, 
1909,  of  Davidson  Superior  Court;  that  at  the  August  term,  1909, 
of  Davidson  Superior  Court,  which  was  held  on  the  16th  day  of 
August,  1909,  there  were  four  indictments  against  the  said  Charles 
R.  Thomas  for  violations  of  the  Anti-narcotic  Law,  and  the  Grand 
Jury  returned  a  true  bill  in  each  of  said  indictments ;  that  the  said 
Charles  R.  Thomas,  at  said  term  of  said  Superior  Court,  pleaded 
guilty  to  all  four  indictments ;  that  upon  such  pleas  of  guilty  his 
Honor,  the  Judge  presiding,  imposed  a  fine  of  seventy-five  dollars 
and  the  costs  in  one  case,  and  fine  of  ten  dollars  and  costs  in  another 
case,  and  suspended  judgment  upon  payment  of  the  costs  in  the 
other  two  cases,  and  required  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  to  give 
bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  his  appearance  at  the 
February  Term,  1910,  of  Davidson  Superior  Court,  and  show  that 
he  had  complied  strictly  with  the  law ;  otherwise  his  bond  to  be 
forfeited. 

3.  That  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  at  a  special  meeting  held  in  the 
city  of  Goldsboro  on  September  8,  1909,  upon  report  of  F.  W.  Han- 
cock, Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  of  the  re- 
sult of  the  indictments  against  Charles  R.  Thomas,  a  lesolution  was 
adopted  revoking  the  license  of  Charles  R.  Thomas  as  a  pharmacist. 

4.  That  the  application  of  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  for  a  re- 
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newal  of  his  license  for  the  year  beginning  September  1,  1909,  was 
received  by  F.  W.  Hancock,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  within  about  a  week  after  the  judgments  were  rendered 
against  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas  in  the  Superior  Court  of  David- 
son County,  as  hereinbefore  set  out. 

5.  That  the  defendants,  in  the  exercise  of  their  discretion,  and 
acting  as  they  believed  and  still  believe  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
public,  declined  to  grant  the  request  of  the  said  Charles  R.  Thomas 
for  a  renewal  of  his  said  license. 

(5.  That  the  defendants,  under  the  law,  are  advised  and  believe 
that  they  had  the  right,  in  the  exercise  of  their  discretion  and  acting 
upon  their  judgment,  to  refuse  to  grant  to  the  said  Charles  R. 
Thomas  a  renewal  of  his  license,  for  that  the  said  Charles  R, 
Thomas  had  been  guilty  of  immoral  and  unlawful  acts  in  the  promis- 
cuous sale  of  cocaine  in  violation  of  the  expressed  provisions  of 
the  statute. 

7.  That  the  four  indictments  to  which  the  plaintiff  pleaded  guilty 
at  August  Term,  1909,  of  Davidson  Superior  Court  were  on  account 
of  sales  of  cocaine  made  on  July  2,  1909,  after  visit  of  F.  W.  Han- 
cock, Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  defendant,  on  June  29th.  the  money 
orders  for  said  cocaine  having  been  received  by  plaintiff  on  June 
80th,  the  day  following  said  visit,  the  four  sales  amounting  to 
$11 ;  a  copy  of  said  indictments  being  hereto  attached,  marked  Ex- 
hibit "A,"  tbe  other  'three  indictments  being  similiar  except  as  to 
name.  Only  one  of  these  four  purchasers  had  ever  been  to  Thomas- 
ville  and  several  were  not  known  to  plaintiff. 

8.  The  Court  further  finds  as  a  fact  that  for  some  months  prior 
to  July,  1909,  plaintiff  had  been  engaged  in  the  unlawful  sale  of  co- 
caine, many  of  his  sales  being  to  parties  outside  of  Davidson  County, 
the  cocaine  being  shipped  by  express  to  the  purchasers.  That  many 
of  these  sales  were  unlawful  as  the  law  stood  prior  to  the  Amend- 
ment of  1909. 

9.  The  Court  finds  as  a  fact  that  the  plaintiff  had  been  an  habit- 
ual violator  of  the  laws  against  the  sale  of  cocaine  for  some  months 
prior  to  his  indictments.  That  these  facts  were  known  to  defendants 
when  they  refused  his  application  for  a  renewal  of  license. 

10.  The  Court  further  finds  as  a  fact  that  the  plaintiff  made  no 
sales  or  shipment  of  cocaine  after  warned  by  Hancock,  except  the 
shipments  of  July  2,  1909,  and  that  he  notified  the  four  parties  to 
whom  he  made  his  shipments  on  that  date  that  he  would  fill  their 
orders,  but  that  he  woud  not  ship  them  any  more,  as  the  law  did  not 
allow  him  to  do  so.  In  one  of  said  shipments  a  note  to  this  effect 
was  enclosed : 

"I  thank  you  for  past  business,  but  in  the  future  I  can  not  sell 
you  medicine.  The  law  forbids  and  I  shall  not  keep  it  any  more,  so- 
do  not  order  any  more,  for  you  can't  get  it  from  me."    ' 
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11.  That  a  copy  of  the  judgments  in  the  said  four  cases  against 
the  plaintiff  is  hereto  attached,  marked  Exhibit  "B,"  together  with 
the  order  of  the  Court  at  February  Term,  1910,  discharging  defend- 
ant.    That  this  action  was  instituted  January  26,  1910. 

12.  That  plaintiff  has  been  and  is  now  carrying  on  the  business 
of  a  druggist,  keeping  a  licensed  pharmacist  as  required  by  law. 

Upon  the  foregoing  findings  of  facts  his  Honor  ordered,  considered, 
and  adjudged  that  the  plaintiff  is  not  entitled  to  the  writ  of  manda- 
mus as  prayed  for  and  that  the  action  be  dismissed. 


ARGUMENT. 

Chapter  108,  Public  Laws  (1905),  entitled  "An  Act  to  Revise,  Con- 
solidate and  Amend  the  Pharmacy  Law."  ratified  February  4,  1905, 
provides  in  Section  2,  "That  the  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite 
the  pharmacists  and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  aid,  encour- 
agement and  improvement,  to  encourage  scientific  research,  develop 
pharmaceutical  talent,  to  elevate  the  standard  of  professional 
thought,  and  ultimately  restrict  the  practice  of  pharmacy  to  properly 
qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries." 

It  is  further  provided  in  said  act  that  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a  President  and  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  both  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  said  Board. 

Section  11  of  said  act  provides :  "That  upon  information  that 
any  provision  of  this  act  has  been  or  is  being  violated,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  promptly  make  investigations  of 
such  matters,  and.  upon  probable  cause  appearing,  shall  file  com- 
plaint and  prosecute  the  offender." 

The  said  act  further  provides  for  the  issuance  to  persons,  who 
shall  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  act,  licenses  as  phar- 
macists. 

It  is  further  provided  in  said  Act  that  the  Board  of  Pharmay  may 
refuse  to  grant  a  license  to  any  person  guilty  of  felony  or  gross  im- 
morality.    (Section  17.) 

Section  20  of  said  act  provides  "that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  sell  or  deliver  to  any  person  any  cocaine  *  *  *  except  in 
the  manner  set  out  in  said  section ;  and  any  person  who  shall  sell  or 
deliver  to  any  person  any  poisonous  substance  specified  in  said  sec- 
tion, without  complying  with  the  provisions  thereof,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor." 

Section  19  of  said  act  provides  that  if  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
shall  find  that  an  applicant  has  been  legally  licensed  in  this  State, 
and  is  entitled  to  a  renewal  thereof,  it  shall  issue  to  him  a  certifi- 
cate attesting  that  fact. 
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Chapter  77,  Public  Laws  1907,  as  amended  by  chapter  713,  Public 
Laws  of  1909,  makes  it  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion to  sell,  furnish  or  give  away  any  cocaine,  except  upon  prescrip- 
tion ;  and  further  provides  that  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  said  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  shall  be  fined  or  imprisoned,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court,  and  if  a  licensed  pharmacist  his  license  shall  be  revoked. 

The  findings  of  facts  by  his  Honor  show  conclusively  that  the 
plaintiff  for  a  long  time  was  guilty  of  flagrant  violations  of  both  the 
Pharmacy  Law  and  the  Anti-narcotic  Law. 

His  Honor's  findings  further  show  that  the  plaintiff,  after  the 
friendly  and  kindly  warning  given  him  by  the  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board,  and  after  his  promise  to  said  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  to  discontinue  such  unlawful  sales  of  cocaine,  within 
three  days  of  such  promise,  shipped  cocaine  to  negroes,  several  of 
whom  had  never  been  in  Thomasville  and  were  not  known  to  him ; 
and  that  the  plaintiff  for  some  months  prior  to  July,  1909,  had  been 
engaged  in  the  unlawful  sale  of  cocaine,  such  sales  being  made  to 
parties  living  outside  of  Davidson  County,  the  cocaine  being  shipped 
to  them  by  express. 

It  further  appears  that  all  of  these  facts  in  relation  to  the  plain- 
tiff's violation  of  the  law  were  known  to  the  defendants  when  they 
refused  his  application  for  a  renewal  license. 

The  defendant  contends  that,  under  Section  (19)  of  Chapter  108, 
Public  Laws  1905  (Pharmacy  Act),  it  not  only  had  the  right,  but 
that  it  was  its  duty  to  exercise  discretion  and  judgment,  when  the 
plaintiff  applied  for  a  renewal  of  his  license,  and  to  refuse  to  issue 
the  same,  for  the  reason  that  his  conduct  had  been  such  as  to  satisfy 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy  that  he  was  not  entitled  to  such  renewal. 

Under  this  same  section,  the  defendant  contends  that  the  lan- 
guage, "That  if  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  find  that  an  applicant 
*  *  *  is  entitled  to  a  renewal,"  confers  express  authority  to  refuse 
to  grant  a  renewal  license  if  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  find,  in 
the  exercise  of  its  discretion  and  judgment,  from  information  or 
facts  in  it  possession,  or  from  any  other  source,  that  the  applicant 
for  such  renewal  has  been  guilty  of  unlawful  acts,  or  if  he  is  in  any 
manner   unworthy    of   trust   and   confidence. 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  was  in  possession  of  abundant  informa- 
tion that  the  plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  such  renewal  and  it  was 
fully  justified  in  the  exercise  of  its  judgment  in  refusing  to  grant 
the  same. 

It  will  be  observed  that  his  Honor  finds  as  a  fact  that  the  defend- 
ant, in  the  exercise  of  its  judgment  and  discretion,  had  the  right  to 
refuse  to  grant  the  plaintiff  a  renewal  of  his  license. 
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To  entitle  the  plaintiff  to  the  writ  of  mandamus  he  must  show 
that  he  has  a  clear  legal  right  to  have  the  renewal  issued  to  him, 
and  the  writ  will  not  lie  to  compel  the  performance  of  an  act  which 
Is  forbidden  by  or  contrary  to  law,  and  the  result  of  which  will  be 
to  enable  him  to  practice  his  profession  after  having  been  adjudged 
guilty  of  repeated  violations  of  the  law  regulating  the  conduct  of 
pharmacists.

Where  the  duty  to  be  performed  is  judicial  or  involves  the  exer- 
cise of  discretion  on  the  part  of  the  party  charged  with  the  perform- 
ance of  such  duty,  mandamus  will  lie  to  compel  such  party  to  take 
some  action  and  exercise  his  judgment  or  discretion.  But  the  func- 
tion of  the  writ  is  merely  to  set  in  motion,  it  will  not  direct  how 
the  duty  shall  be  performed,  or  the  discretion  exercised.  In  this 
case  the  defendant  has  exercised  its  judgment  and  refused  the  re- 
newal license.    The  writ  of  mandamus  does  not  lie.

The  purpose  of  the  writ  of  mandamus  is  to  require  some  officer, 
corporation  or  person  to  do  some  particular  thing  which  appertains 
to  their  office  or  duty,  and  it  will  not  be  granted  to  compel  the  per- 
formance of  an  act  involving  the  exercise  of  judgment  and  discre- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  officer  to  whom  its  performnace  is  committed. 
Burton  v.  Furman,  115  N.  C,  166. 

Mr.  Justice  McRae,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Court  in  the 
above  case,  calls  attention  to  the  case  of  Bonner  v.  Adams,  65  N.  C, 
639,  where  the  plaintiff,  a  Clerk  of  the  General  Assembly,  sought  to 
compel  the  Auditor  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  State  Treasurer 
for  additional  pay  claimed  by  him,  and  applied  to  the  Court  for  a 
writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  the  Auditor  to  issue  the  warrant  and 
the  Treasurer  to  pay  it.  It  was  held  that  mandamus  would  not  lie 
against  the  Treasurer  because  no  warrant  had  been  issued,  nor 
against  the  Auditor,  because  it  was  something  more  than  a  minis- 
terial duty  sought  to  be  required  of  him. 

In  Brown  v.  Turner,  70  N.  C,  93,  Mr.  Justice  Bynum  says:  "Man- 
damus will  lie  when  the  act  required  to  be  done  is  imposed  by  law, 
is  merely  ministerial ;  and  the  relator  has  a  clear  right  and  is  with- 
out any  other  remedy,  but  it  does  not  lie  where  judgment  and  discre- 
tion are  to  be  exercised ;  nor  to  control  the  officer  in  the  manner  of 
conducting  the  general  duties  of  his  office." 
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In  Decatur  v.  Spaulding,  14  Pet.,  497,  it  was  held  that  mandamus 
would  not  lie  against  the  Secretary  because  the  duty  required  by  the 
writ  was  executive,  in  which  judgment  and  discretion  had  to  be 
used.  To  the  same  effect  is  Brashear  v.  Mason,  6  How.,  92 ;  U.  S.  v. 
Guthrie,  17  How.,  284,  where  the  Court  says:  "It  has  been  ruled 
that  the  only  acts  to  which  the  power  of  the  Court  by  mandamus 
extends  are  such  as  are  purely  ministerial,  as  to  which  nothing  like 
judgment  and  discretion  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  is  left  to 
the  officer." 

This  Court  has  held  in  the  case  of  Ewbank  v.  Turner,  134 — 77, 
that  "The  granting  of  a  certificate  to  practice  dentistry  involves  mat- 
ters of  judgment  and  discretion  and  will  not  be  enforced  by  manda- 
mus." 

Can  it  be  said  that  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  ought  to  be  required 
to  grant  a  license  to  plaintiff  in  this  case  in  view  of  his  own  admis- 
sions and  the  facts  as  found  by  his  Honor? 

The  power  of  the  Legislature  to  "require  examination  and  certifi- 
cate as  to  the  competency  of  persons  desiring  to  practice  professions 
or  skilled  trades  is  upheld.

In  the  case  of  State  v.  McKnight  the  court  calls  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  State  exercises  this  police  power  for  the  protection  of 
the  public  from  imposters  and  incompetents,  and  not  to  the  end  of 
conferring  exclusive  privileges  upon  any  particular  body  of  men.  It 
is  a  power  to  be  exercised  for  the  public  good. 

No  particular  act  can  be  commanded  by  mandamus,  and  if  the  dis- 
cretion is  to  act  or  not  to  act,  mandamus  will  not  lie.  After  a  party 
has  exercised  a  judgment  or  discretion  vested  in  him,  and  has  acted, 
mandamus  will  not  lie  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  decision  and 
compelling  a  change  of  judgment  or  any  further  action  in  the  prem- 
ises.    The  writ  cannot  be  used  for  the  correction  of  errors.

Mandamus  will  only  lie  to  compel  the  performance  of  duties  pure- 
ly ministerial  in  their  nature,  and  so  clear  and  specific  that  no  ele- 
ment of  discretion  is  left  in  their  performance ;  but  as  to  all  acts  or 
duties  necessarily  calling  for  the  exerise  of  judgment  and  discretion 
on  the  part  of  the  officer  or  body  at  whose  hands  their  performance 
is  required,  mandamus  will  not  lie.

Mandamus  will  not  lie  to  control  or  interfere  with  the  action  of 
an  officer  or  board  invested  with  authority  to  issue  licenses,  where 
such  authority  involves  the  exercise  of  judgment  or  discretion.

The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  exercise 
their  discretion  and  judgment  in  the  issuance  of  licenses,  and  like- 
wise in  the  renewal  thereof. 

The  act  clearly  confers  the  power  upon  the  defendant  to  refuse 
to  grant  a  license  or  a  renewal  thereof,  and  such  duties  are  not 
merely  ministerial,  but  they  necessarily  involve  the  exercise  of  dis- 
cretion and  judgment  to  the  end  that  the  public  may  be  protected. 

A  licensee  is  not  entitled  as  of  right  to  successive  renewals  of  his 
license  from  time  to  time  without  limit. 
21   A.  &  E.,  2d  Ed.,  821. 
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Bouvier  defines  a  license  to  be  "a  permission.  A  right  given  by 
some  competent  authority  to  do  an  act,  which  without  such  author- 
ity would  be  illegal." 

It  is  a  familiar  rule  of  the  law  that  authority  to  do  an  act  implies 
authority  to  do  all  other  acts  necessary  to  be  done  in  executing  the 
power  conferred.  The  law  will  always  presume  the  existence  of 
authority  to  do  acts  incident  and  necessary  to  the  discharge  of  law- 
ful  power. 

The  Pharmacy  Act  provides  that  if  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall 
find  that  a  person  is  entitled  to  a  renewal  license  the  same  shall  be 
granted.  This  provision  must  necessarily  confer  upon  the  Board 
full  authority  to  do  any  and  everything  necessary  to  be  done  in  or- 
der to  find  that  such  applicant  for  a  renewal  is  entitled  to  the  same. 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  found  and  determined,  upon  abund- 
ant proof,  that  the  plaintiff  is  not  entitled  to  a  renewal  of  his  license. 

This  finding  upon  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  is  the  re- 
sult of  the  exercise  of  their  judgment  and  discretion,  and  their  ac- 
tion cannot  be  reviewed  by  a  writ  of  mandamus. 

The  plaintiff  himself  has  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
abundant  and  convincing  proof  that  he  is  not  worthy  of  the  con- 
fidence of  the  Board. 

Should  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  have  granted  him  a  renewal  license, 
in  the  light  of  all  the  facts  incident  to  the  plaintiff's  uulawjful  con- 
duct, it  would  have  violated  its  duty  and  failed  in  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  established. 

The  public  is  entitled  to  be  protected  against  such  violators  of  the 
law  as  the  plaintiff  is  found  to  be,  and  to  say  that  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  shall  issue  to  him  a  renewal  license  would  be  denying  to 
the  public  that  protection  which  the  law  guarantees. 

The  granting  of  renewal  licenses  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  is 
not  a  mere  ministerial  act,  but  one  which  calls  for  the  exercise  of 
sound  discretion  and  good  judgment. 

The  Board  has  performed  its  duty  in  good  faith,  has  found  that 
the  plaintiff  is  not  entitled  to  a  renewal  and  has  declined  to  issue  it, 
and  it  most  respectfully  insists  that  its  actions  cannot  be  reviewed 
by  the  Court.

Mandamus  by  Charles  R.  Thomas  against  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 
From  a  judgment  for  the  Board,  plaintiff  appealed.

Clark,  C.  J.  Chapter  77,  Laws  1907,  as  amended  by  Chapter  713 
Laws  1909,  makes  it  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
to  sell,  furnish,  or  give  away  cocaine,  except  upon  prescription  and 
that  any  person  who  shall  violate  any  provisions  of  the  said  act 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  "shall  be 
fined  or  imprisoned  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and  if  a  licensed 
pharmacist,  his  license  shall  be  revoked." 

The  plaintiff,  after  an  examination  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
in  1901,  had  been  duly  licensed  as  a  pharmacist,  and  on  September 
1st  of  each  year  thereafter,  upon  his  application,  his  license  had 
been  renewed.  Revisal  1905,  Section  4484.  On  August  16,  1909,  the 
plaintiff  was  indicted  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Davidson  in  four 
several  indictments  for  the  unlawful  sale  of  cocaine,  and  pleaded 
guilty  at  said  term  to  all  four  indictments.  On  September  1,  1909, 
he  made  application  to  the  defendant  Board  to  renew  his  license, 
tendering  payment  of  $2.  This  being  refused,  he  brought  this  pro- 
ceeding by  mandamus  to  compel  the  defendant  Board  to  renew  his 
license. 

Upon  the  above  facts,  which  are  uncontradicted,  his  Honor  prop- 
erly refused  the  writ.  By  the  very  terms  of  the  statute  the  convic- 
tion upon  a  plea  of  guilty  was  a  revocation  of  the  plaintiff's  license. 
The  Board  was  therefore  not  authorized  to  accept  the  $2,  and  re- 
new a  license  which  had  been  revoked. 

Whether  the  plaintiff  could  be  reinstated  upon  an  examination 
and  a  new  license,  or  whther  the  revocation  of  his  license  was  final 
unless  and  until  the  Legislature  has  prescribed  some  method  by 
which  a  pharmacist  whose  license  has  been  forfeited  by  a  convic- 
tion of  crime  can  be  restored,  is  a  matter  not  now  before  us.  Upon 
conviction  of  felony  the  right  to  vote  is  forfeited  (State  vs.  Jones 
82  M.  C.  085)  and  can  ony  be  restored  in  consequence  of  an  Act  of 
the  Legislature  and  in  a  method  therein  prescribed.  (Revisal  1905, 
2075-2680). 
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But  we  need  not  pass  on  this  point  as  it  is  not  presented.  By 
Kevisal  1905,  4480-4481,  an  applicant  for  license  who  has  passed 
his  examination  before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  been  granted  a 
license  must  apply  on  September  1st,  of  each  succeeding  year  for  a 
renewal  thereof,  which  is  granted  upon  his  payment  of  $2,  "if  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  find  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  renewal 
thereof."  Kevisal  1905,  4484.  Here  the  Board,  in  view  of  the  con- 
viction, and  the  provision  of  law  which  makes  the  conviction  a  re- 
vocation of  the  license,  found  that  he  was  not  entitled,  and  properly 
refused  to  grant  the  renewal.  The  annual  renewal  would  be  a  use- 
less formality  if  the  Board  were  bound  to  grant  it  in  all  cases.  The 
selling  of  drugs  is  an  important  matter  to  the  health  and  lives  of 
the  public. 

The  Legislature  has  carefully  guarded  it  by  the  provisions  to  be 
found  in  Kevisal  1905,  Sec.  4471-4490. 

The  sale  of  cocaine  and  other  deleterious  drugs  is  the  subject  of 
carefully  drawn  provisions.  The  plaintiff  knew  that  the  violations 
of  those  provisions  subjected  him  to  flue  and  imprisonment  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  and  to  a  revocation  of  his  license,  the  latter 
not  being  discretionary,  but  the  necessary  result  of  his  conviction. 

The  evidence  was  so  clear  that  the  plaintiff  pleaded  guilty,  and 
the  facts  found  by  his  honor  show  a  case  of  great  turpitude,  yet  the 
plaintiff  in  less  than  10  days  thereafter  applied  for  a  license,  and 
contends  that  the  payment  of  $2  entitled  him  to  resume  the  im- 
portant business  of  selling  drugs. 

The  judgment  below  is  affirmed.
